EPCOR says it has nothing to 
hide, no matter what Alberta’s 
New Democrats say. 

Last week, the New Democrats 
drew attention to a brief presented 
by Manitoba Hydro to a Standing 
Committee of the Manitoba 
Legislature. It compared power 
bills in 10 Canadian cities. 
Spokesperson Marjorie Patterson 
says that Hydro contacted 
EPCOR, Enmax and Atco’s elec- 
tricity generation arm. Alberta’s 
utility companies declined to pro- 
vide data, she says. 

Why so close-mouthed? 
According to New Democrat com- 
munications officer Simon Kiss, 
“The main reason [Hydro] got 
back from Alberta utilities was 
that deregulation was a new 
process and they'd have difficulty 
coming up with suitable data to 
include in the survey.” 

The New Democrats decided to 
dig up the data themselves: they 
called EPCOR customer service. 
They were told that 2000 kW.h 
would set a residential customer 
back $246. The costs for other cen- 
tres cited in the brief ranged from 
$111 (Winnipeg) to $178 (Halifax). 

According to EPCOR 
spokesperson Barbra Korol, “No 
one [in customer service] can rec- 
ollect being contacted by these 
folks.” She adds that rate informa- 
tion isn’t secret. “We have lots of 
public information about rates so 

our customers can make informed 

decisions about our products.” 
Despite the confusion over who 

contacted whom and over how 

; page was obtained, one 
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city with the next highest bill. Kiss 
admits that he’s approximating, 
but he claims that the Edmonton 
figures represent an increase of 
about 50 per cent for residential 
customers since the government 
introduced deregulation of the 
province's electrical power utili- 
ties.

Women’s Prison 
e 
goes straight 

After the recent escape at the 
Edmonton Institution for Women, 
the Edmonton Sun conducted a 
website poll asking “Do you have 
confidence in the security at the 
Edmonton Institution for 
Women?” At one point, 80 per 
cent of those responding said ‘no’. 

Alliance MP Peter Goldring, 
quoted in the Sun, insisted that 
the prison was not ready to 
receive maximum security prison- 
ers. “If you build a sieve, you 
can’t expect it to hold water. What 
kind of prison is that?” 

But is the institution getting a 
bum rap, the result of a troubled 
youth, when it endured seven 
escapes in its first year? 

Tim Krause, regional communi- 
cations officer for the Correctional 
Service of Canada’s prairie region, 
says that although the service 
does everything it can to prevent 
them, escapes are a fact of life. 
“The expectations are that there 
are going to be occasions when _

security facilities. I don’t think 
there is a prison that you can 
build that you can guarantee 100 
per cent non-escape rates from.” 

But how does the Edmonton 
Institution for Women stack up? 

In the most recently completed 
fiscal year (April 2000 to March 
2001), there were seven unsuccess- 
ful attempted escapes from the 
prairie regions 12 correctional 
institutions. During the same peri- 
od, there were seven escapes from 
medium and maximum security 
institutions, 30 from minimum 
security institutions. The numbers 
are comparable with those from 
the two previous years. 

None of these attempts or 
escapes occurred at the Edmonton 
facility. In fact, the instituion has 
seen no escapes, or attempted 
escapes since new security mea- 
sures were put into place five 
years ago — an enviable record. 

“When we look at the history of 
the Edmonton Institution for 
Women, certainly there were the 
well-documented problems and 
issues that happened when the 
institution first opened,” says 
Krause. “We've had a long period 
of history of stable, good time at 
the institution.” The most recent 
escape “is an exception to the 
rule,” Krause says. “Our bottom 
line is that when they occur we 
look at what happened to see if 
there’s something that we can do 
better in the future.”

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will begin with its own practices. 
He was in his backyard recently 
when a city worker came by, 
spraying a three-foot strip of 
grass in the back lane. 

“T told him that I didn’t want 
that done. I asked if there was 
somebody that I could contact 
with the city to prevent future 
spraying.” The worker provided 
Russo with a number, which 
Russo called to express his 
unhappiness. Within a couple of 
hours he received a package 
including an exemption form and 
a scientific article on exposure to 
pesticide 2,4-D in homeowners 
applying the chemical.Russo was 
not mollified. “If I hadn’t been out 
there, I wouldn’t have known, 
because no signs were put up.” 

A city official told him that 
Be are erected in parks and 
other well-travelled areas. “I 
said, well, my daughter is out 
here. People actually use back 
lanes. He said that the city 
couldn't afford to put up signs 
everywhere that they spray. I’m 
thinking that if they think there’s 


a reason to put up a sign any- 
where, shouldn’t they be puttin, 
a sign up everywhere?” 

Russo also wasn’t impressed 
by the scientific literature he 
received. “I don’t believe that 
that particular study talks about 
what the effects [of 2,4-D] are.” 

A co-author of the article, Dr. 
Keith Solomon, Director of the 
Center for Toxicology at the 
University of Guelph, says 
there’s nothing to worry about. 
“There's still no concern about 
[2,4-D’s] ability to cause cancer 
and birth defects. It’s survived a 
pretty rigorous testing and 
review process. There are no out 
standing health concerns.” He 
notes, however, that Ontario la\ 
requires signs to be posted befor 
and 48 hours after spraying in al| 
cases. 

Dr. Irena Buka, Director of th« 
Pediatric Environmental Heath 
Specialty Unit at the Misericordi, 
Hospital, is less sanguine than 
Dr. Solomon where 2,4-D is con- 
cerned. “I’m not sure it’s 100 pe: 
cent safe. I’m sure it does have 
carcinogenic potential.” She 
notes that the United States 
Environmental Protection 
Agency lists the chemical as a 
possible carcinogen. “Obviously, 
the chemical isn’t completely 
safe.” 

She adds that the real argu- 
ment is ‘How much do we need 
it?’ “If we’re spraying for cosmet 
ic reasons, do we really need to 
be spraying? We’re not talking 
about protecting the food suppl) 
We're talking purely about keep- 
ing the neighbourhood tidy, so 
how much of a risk are we will- 
ing to take? From where I sit, as 
the Director of the Heath 
Specialty Unit, I’m not prepared 
to take that risk.” Where the use 
of pesticides is concerned, Buka 
advises, the city shouldypursue a 
precautionary principle. “If you 
can’t prove what you're doing is 
safe, you shouldn’t be exposing 
children to it. It’s not up to the 
victims to prove that it has harm. 
It’s up to the people who make 
the chemical to prove that it’s 
safe. That's a very difficult thing 
to do.” = 

In defense of its safety, some 
note that 2,4-D has been used 
since the late 1940s. “What we _ 
also have to remember,” says Dr. 
Buka, “is that it’s over that peri- | 
od that we've seen rising rates of 
cancer and rising rates of congen- 
ital abnormalities. Although a lot 
has improved in terms of chil- 
dren’s health, incidence of other 
disorders is going up.” | : 

“It’s a big statement to say it’s

Ricting is bad and all that, but 
you know what was really 
appalling about Canada Day? 
Mass market beer sloganism. Our 
sense of national pride has been 
turned into plain old jingoistic 
nationalism by people who just 
want to sell us fermented grain 
juice. Judging from the activities 
across the city, we were happy as 
Edmontonians to be infiltrated. 

Why are you proud of Canada? 
Is it for our feisty presence on the 
international economic scene, tem- 
pered by the inclusive appurte- 
nances of our social safety net? Is it 
the fact that we weren't late for a 
single World War, or that brave 
Canadians defied their own gov- 
ernment and paid their own way 
to go defend Spain against fascism 
while supposedly civilized govern- 
ments turned a blind eye? Is it our 
official status as a bilingual coun- 
try? Or is it because some mealy- 
mouthed jerk on a TV commercial 
makes us sound better than 
Americans? 

Canadians the people and 
Canadians the six-pack are two 
different kinds of reality. On the 
one hand we have 134 years of his- 
tory as single nation (okay, only 96 
here in Alberta), 134 years of 
moulding and shaping our country 
into what it is today, for better or 
worse. On the other hand, we have 
a mass-produced fermented grain 
juice.

Chomsky on the mike 


Greg MacPherson gets active; Assemblage Point goes global

I have seen the future of rock and 
roll, and he’s living in Winnipeg. 
Strike that; instead make it: I have 
seen the future of rock and roll 
and it is Winnipeg. The capital of 
Manitoba may seem permanently 
entrenched in economic collapse, 
but that just seems to have fired 
up the musicians into creating 
some of the most original and 
heartfelt music in the country. 

Nationally known groups like 
Propagandhi, Duotang and the 
Weakerthans are only the tip of 
the iceberg; to the Winnipeg 
cognoscenti, singer / songwriter 
Greg MacPherson is clearly held 
in similar high regard. This fact 
was not lost on the G7 Welcoming 
Committee, a fiercely principled 
label run by activists who were 
impressed equally by 
MacPherson’s knack for melodic 
songcraft and by the subtle politi- 
cal underpinnings of his lyrics. 
Newly allied with the politically 
active label, MacPherson has 
returned to his home city, where 
his passionate, sometimes sardon- 
ic songwriting is deeply rooted. 

“Last year I lived in B.C. I 
moved back because I missed 
Winnipeg,” affirms the voluble 
singer, who doesn’t miss a beat 
when discussing the city’s blue 
collar history and its parallel artis- 
tic flowering. “Winnipeg doesn’t 
have much money, plus there’s a 
lot of working class people. You 
tend to see the arts thriving in 
communities like this.” 

All of this might suggest that 
we're talking to G7 label-mate and 
linguist / political commentator 
Noam Chomsky instead. But 
whatever class resentment might 
lie underneath MacPherson’s inci- 
sive lyrics, there's also a pro- 
foundly poetic sensibility that lifts 
his songs above simple diatribes. 
That, and a band capable of play- 
ing taut, effective rock and roll to 
back it all up. Still riding on his 
warmly received first effort, the 
independently produced Balanced 
on a Pin, the singer and his band 
will soon take to the studio to 


mate and fellow traveller 
Chomsky in on the action. 

“Yeah, we might get him in on 
some background vocals,” he 
laughs.

It may be a curse to some, but it 
should be a compliment to 
Lindsay Hardy, bassist for 
Edmonton’s hard rockers Phork. 
It’s kind of hard to tell whether 
she realizes it, though. 

“We can’t play at the Urban 
Lounge because we’re too loud,” 
she earnestly relates. Say again? 
The bar that regularly gives us 
such metal acts as Defeat and Fat 
Man’s Belly has assessed Phork as 
being too loud? Lindsay, you and 
your friends must indeed be 
blowing the roof off that sucker. 

Formed in Morinville in 1998, 
Phork has — you guessed it — 
gathered an audience among 
those whose allegiance lies with 
the loud and hard. Hardy will 
unhesitatingly admit to a kinship 
with the Deftones, a band that has 
also scorched more than a few 
ears in its time. Along with an 
energetic stage show and the 
aforementioned sonic attack, the 
band is riding the coattails of a 
still-popular year-old first album 
produced by the ubiquitous Steve 
Loree. 

The hardworking quintet, just 
back from a presumably saner 
Canada Day celebration in 
Calgary (where they played with 
Chixdiggit and the Hi-Phonigs, 
among others), will be heading to 
Onoway to play Tripfest on July 6 
and 7, and then back to Edmonton 
on July 14. They'll be headlining 
at Stars. It’s imperative that the 
band get in as much live playing 
as possible over the next few 
months, as the musicians juggle 
their burgeoning musical careers 
with their other lives. Along with 
school, more recording is I 
uled for the future.

clichés (“We rock”) can be trying 
at the best of times; sorting out 
overblown ego from delusions of 
grandeur is enough to push any 
well-intentioned writer over the 
edge. That's why it’s always 
refreshing to hear from someone 
like Greg Miller, guitarist for 
Chevrolet Bar (formerly Shem), as 
he explains why he and his band 
just never get around to publiciz- 
ing themselves or their music. 

“We kind of keep a low profile,” 
he explains sheepishly. “Probably 
due to laziness more than any- 
thing.” 

And why does Chevrolet Bar 
play so sporadically around town? 

“I’m not exactly sure. 
Sometimes we just don’t have our 
stuff together. Plus, we don’t want 
to be playing show after show, 
playing the same thing at the 
same venue. We like to change up 
the set list. At least we try to 
incorporate a few new tunes here 
and there.” 

After six years of casual perfor- 
mances, the band has finally 
released their first effort, a five- 
song recording entitled Tried To 
Forget, and it’s actually worth the 
wait. 

“We had an album ready to go 
about two years ago, but we just 
never got to the point of releasing 
it,” explains Miller apologetically. 
“By the time we got around to 
talking about releasing it, [former 
guitarist] Tim left the band for 
Parkade. Then we had to start 
again.”

Any musician worth his salt 
resents being categorized. That's 
why guitarist/ vocalist Clayton 
Skinner of Edmonton rock trio 
Assemblage Point is justifiably 
cagey when describing his band’s 
“post-rock” sound. 

“We try not to be boring,” dead- 
pans Skinner. 

And just how do you try not to 
be boring? 

“By writing songs that are inter- 
esting, and not just music to drink 
beer and be loud to,” he says. 

Of course, being drunk and 
loud is one of the pivotal experi- 
ences of rock and roll, so Skinner 
and bassist Matt Webb are quick 
to allow that it may be part of the 
Assemblage Point sound. 

“It’s just not the main thrust. We 
like to work on the songs so that 
they’re not just random power 
chords. We like to construct.6ur 
music.” 

Sounds like the post-rock 
mantra, or a thesis statement.

“We sound pompous,” worries 
Webb. Not to fret, Matt. 
Assemblage Point is one of a 
select group of bands around 
town attempting to synthesize a 
sound all their own, unencum- 
bered by the usual expectations. 

Unlike most local bands, who 
look forward to a summer playing 
such exotic locales as Banff, 
Calgary or Red Deer, Assemblage 
Point will be soon embarking on a 
journey to Asia as a group. 
Playing music isn’t the thrust of 
the visit, but Skinner doesn’t rule 
out the possibility of playing 
while travelling. “I don’t know 
exactly what we'll be doing while 
we're out there,” he muses.

English Beat frontman Dave Wakeling 
takes you beyond nostalgia 


by Scott LINGLEY 


L. doesn’t take too long to get the 
impression that Dave Wakeling 
has experience being interviewed 
by the music press. ‘Ask him about 
the breakup of his band, the 
English Beat, which stormed out 
of Birmingham, England in the 
late ‘70s and, along with bands 
like the Specials and the Selecter, 
pushed ska into the pop charts, 
and Wakeling has a soundbite at 
the ready. 

“Tt was all their fault,” he says 
of his former bandmates..“People 
may have, from time to time, 
made accusations about me and I 
just want to make it perfectly 
clear, that I was completely mis- 
understood by those other people. 

“Wait, was that the Beat or 
General Public? I get them mixed 
up. [Hearty laughter.] Maybe I 
was misunderstood by them both 
— it’s the same thing. So what 
was the question?” 

Rare is the artist who, 20 years 
into his career, can be so-good- 
humoured about his past, but, 
over the phone from his home in 
L.A., Wakeling seems to have pre- 
served his sense of humour about 
most things. In a way, it’s always 
been Wakeling’s stock-in-trade to 
combine a good vibe with more 
serious considerations. 

As the Beat, Wakeling and co. 
cracked the U.K. charts with 
tracks that combined an upbeat 
party vibe and serious rumina- 
tions about England's political 
and social ills at the time. 

Their first album, Just Can't Stop 
It, combined party tunes like their 
version of the Motown classic 
Tears of a Clown and their best- 
known track, Mirror in the 
Bathroom, with pointed commen- 
tary about the plight of the work-

ing classes and problems facing 
minorities living in Britain. 
Wakeling says the band’s blend of 
influences didn’t require much 
forethought. 

“In a way, it was a natural thing 
to happen, because plenty of reg- 
gae songs would, in the prettiest 
of voices, be singing about social 
and political deprivation, and 
punk, of course, had plenty to say. 

“Tt’s seems to me that in pop 
music, it’s absolutely necessary 
either for you to sing about what's 
going on around you or to never 
mention what's going on right 
now, you know, and they’re both 
equally valid because music is for 
entertainment — to get your mind 
off of things.” 

The English Beat enjoyed three 
albums and several tours worth of 
socially conscious good times, 
including a string of opening 
dates for the Clash. 

But all good things must come 
to. an end, and it wasn’t long 
before the youthful rage of punk 
gave way to the foppish couture 
of New Wave. 

“{We had] six or seven years of 
people writing clever rhyming 
couplets about unemployment, 
when all of a sudden out of 
nowhere appeared people like 
Adam Ant and Spandau Ballet 
and everybody was dressing up 
with all this makeup on and 
dreaming about being on yachts 


in the Caribbean.” 

Wakeling and bandmate 
Ranking Roger split from the Beat 
to form General Public, while 
bassist Dave Steele and guitarist 
Andy Cox hooked up with a 
singer named Roland Gift to form 
Fine Young Cannibals. After a 
couple of albums and a few hits, 
Wakeling disbanded General 
Public to record as a solo artist. 

Now, more than 20 years after 


- the first English Beat album, 


Wakeling is returning to the road 
with the music he started out on. 
He appears with a newly consti- 
tuted version of his original band 
on Monday, July 9 at Red’s, with 
Winnipeg’s Duotang in the open- 
ing slot. 

So, if all the original members 
are still alive and active in music, 
why-not have a real English Beat 
reunion? The spirit is willing, 
Wakeling says, but there are some 
holdouts in the old membership. 

“Everybody says they [want to 
reunite], but David the bass play- 
er, he doesn’t want to do it quite 
yet —I'm still trying to figure out 
what that means. Andy doesn’t 
think we should do it unless it’s 
everybody. He doesn’t want to do 
it unless David does it.” 

“T think there’s more chance of 
the original Beatles getting back 
together,” Wakeling laughs. 

So Wakeling has rounded up 
some crack L.A. sidemen and 
dubbed them his band. He says 
reception has been more than 
favourable amongst old die-hards 
and first time listeners alike. And 
although the group reprises the 
Beat’s greatest hits, Wakeling has 
been so bold as to write some new 
Beat material to stand alongside 
faves like Twist and Crawl and 
Rough Rider. You’ d:think it would 
be hard to recapture the Beat vibe 
when the inspiration for the origi- 
nal music is so far removed in 
space and time. 

“Well, luckily, you see, I always 
have been, so it doesn’t matter 
where I am, I’m always the same 
distance away from reality. That's 
the common denominator, I 
spose. I guess I'd be a different 
person had I remained in

England, but I really don’t put 
down too many of the changes to 
being in California. I know I like 
the sunshine.” 

Besides, Wakeling says, he 
doesn’t want the current incarna- 


tion of his band to just be a nostal- 
gia trip for aging skankers. 

“You don’t want to just rest on 
your laurels,” he notes, “because 
you don’t want your laurels to get 
squashed.”

Foon their first tour on, the 
Rockin’ Highliners were the band 
with a road schedule that could’ve 
made Jack Kerouac take notes. 
Now, the Highliners’ first 
strength, the live show, remains 
their ticket to ride. The past year 
they’ve spent primarily in Canada 
and the U.S., and most of the gigs 
down south are choice, including 
stops at House Of Blues and BB 
King’s place on Beale Street in 
Memphis. 

“We haven't had a record out in

Music suffered a huge loss last 
Saturday, June 30 when Chet 
Atkins, one of country’s most 
influential guitarists and one of 
the leaders of the Nashville 





Sound, succumbed to cancer. He 
died peacefully at his home in 
Nashville, at age 77. 

Born into a musical family in 
Lutrell, Tennessee on June 20, 
1924, Atkins grew up playing gui- 
tar and fiddle. In 1947 he signed to 
RCA Victor as a singer and gui- 
tarist. He also developed into a 
producer, and in 1955 became 
manager of the label’s Nashville 
studio; later he became an RCA 
vice-president. 

A ground breaker, Atkins tried 
to broaden the appeal of country; 
he innovated what would become 
known as the Nashville Sound. 
Also one of the first to try his 
hand at crossing over between 
genres, Atkins produced pop hits 
for country artists Jim Reeves and 
Don Gibson; he also worked with 
Floyd Cramer, Eddy Arnold and 
Skeeter Davis. As well, his influ- 
ence stretched beyond country 
into rock and jazz, instructing 
players the likes of Lenny Breau.

It never rains but it pours. A 
further blow to the world of music 
was the death of saxophonist Joe 
Henderson over the weekend 
from complications related to 
emphysema. Henderson was 64. 

The tenor player made a name 
for himself in the mid-1960s with 
a series of LPs on the Blue Note 
label including Page One, Inner 
Urge and In ‘n Out, from which 
tunes like Recorda Me, Blue Bossa 
and Isotope became part of the jazz 
canon. He also appeared as a side- 
man on countless Blue Note ses- 
sions which resulted in classic 
albums like Andrew Hill's Point of 
Departure and Larry Young’s soul- 
jazz milestone Unity. 

Recent years saw Henderson 
become very productive, starting 
with a pair of live discs with 
bassist Ron Carter and drummer 
Al Foster in the mid-’80s entitled 
The State of the Tenar volumes 1 
and 2. An album featuring the 
music of Antonio Carlos Jobim, a 
big band album of his own materi- 
al and selections from Porgy and 
Bess all came out within the last 
decade, but illness forced 
Henderson to retire from public 
performance, resulting in the can- 
cellation of a Jazz City date here in 
1999.

Move north fuels LaMothe'’s creativity

t's the last day of school, so | 
took my kids to Dairy Queen for 
ice cream; it’s pretty exciting,” 
said Hamilton-based singer /song- 
writer Rob Lamothe.

sonal and reflect a journey which 
included a move from San Diego 
to Hamilton in the mid 90s, a 
move that Lamothe, whose band 
Riverdogs was signed to Epic at 
the time, figured would end his 
recording career. 

“At one point I divorced my 
first wife, who moved to 
Hamilton, so 1 moved to Hamilton 
to be closer to [my kids]. At the 
time I didn’t know much about 
Canada,” said Lamothe. “But I 
quickly discovered that there was 
this amazing community in 
Hamilton — I thought I was going 
to nowhere.” 

Lamothe admitted the Steel City 
has had an impact on his song- 
writing. 

“If anything my songs became 
more personal ... I came to a plac 
where I didn’t know anybody. It 
was a scary time. My songs 
became more personal,” he said. 
“Also, being in Hamilton, the 
economy is in a downturn, there 
are a lot of vacant buildings 
downtown and I think that is 
reflected in my music.” 

He added that being a father of 
three also has an impact on his 
music. 

“Now that I have three kids that 
are 13, nine and five, in the back 
of my mind one of the things I’m 
leaving behind is my music and 
the fact that my kids are into 
music adds to that responsibility, 
he said. “As a musician, I look at 
myself in Hamilton as a bit of a 
mentor. I’ve been on a major label 
and I have been on small indepen- 
dent labels, so I do have some 
experience,” he said. “I guess it’s 
worth something to younger 
musicians and even some of the 
older ones.” 

One of things Lamothe hears. is 
the ever-present “the-only-wayea 
Canadian-can-be-successful-is-to- 
make-it-south-of-the-49th.” 

“When I came here I discovered 
artists like Garnet Rogers and Ra) 
Bonneville, people no one in the 
states have heard of, but are doing 
great in Canada,” he said. 
“They're playing these cool gigs, 
selling a bunch of CDs... that’s a 
pretty good career.”

vince them.” She adopts a mater- 
nal tone: “Oh, it'll be okay. I 
Know it’s not as soft as the other 
one, but you know...’ ‘But it 
doesn’t go that way...’ ‘Well, 
you've just got to work on it to 
get it to go that way’.” 

Judges insists that the act isn’t 
dangerous... exactly. “Everything 
with this sort of thing is danger- 
ous, but it’s dangerous if you 
don’t know what you're doing. 
All of the performers have a safe- 
ty envelope that they work with- 
in. They know where their 
weight can take them and 
where they can lean out to.” 

Although you need 
strength to be a part of 
Strange Fruit, you'll 

need some-

started. “Contrary to popular 
belief, just because you're strong 
doesn’t mean thatyyou can carry 
your own weight, It's actually a 
technique thing,” says Judges. 
“It's interesting: the first time 
people try to get up, they go 
scrabble, scrabble, scrabble, and 
they don’t get up.” 

Once they do manage to get to 
the top, people are in for a bit of 
a surprise. “Every performer | 
know has got up there and gone 
‘Oh, whoa’ because it always 
moves. You've got to have a real- 
ly strong stomach — and never,” 
she adds wryly, “do it witha 
hangover.” 

Then the real challenge begins. 
“Once you're strapped in, you 
control everything from your 
hips and their stomach. They're 
very strong in their physical 
awareness. It’s just a whole dif- 
ferent skill” This explains why 
so mariy of the troupe members 
have backgrounds in circus and 
in dance.

“And fabulousness isn’t the only 
reward. For Ryan, the signs of the 
program’s growing success are 
evident. “Out of that first class of 
15 or 20, there are probably four 
or five who are still involved in 
theatre, which is probably a pretty 
good ratio. Two years ago, out of 
about 16 there are probably 12. 
Two years ago when they did 
Oklahoma at the Mayfield, there 
were 12 of our graduates in that 
show. They’re in practically all the 
musicals in town now.” 

It’s a fitting tribute to the the- 
atre’s namesake, John Haar. He 
helped start the program in con- 
cert with George Naylor, one of © 
the college’s deans. Before that, 
Haar founded the college. 

“He was a terrific guy,” says _ 
Ryan. “He had an idea for a a col- 
lege that would be egalitarian, 
that would be open to as many 
students as were able to take a 
program like this.”

t was sold out,” says

Trainspotting author hits his stride

Asiac from his cult status as the 
“poet laureate of the chemical 
generation”, Irvine Welsh is a 
writer with a considerable and 
complex impact that transcends 
the sometimes shocking content of 
his work. In his new novel Glue, 
Welsh demonstrates amply that 
his ability as a purveyor of bone- 
rattling yarns persists, and that his 
facility with an abrasive palette of 
slang and bloody-mindedness 
continues to grow. Glue fulfills all 
expectations of jarring violence 
against man, woman and beast, 
drugs, beer, soccer hooliganism 
and sex. Like Johnny Cash, when 
Irvine Welsh steps on stage, it’s a 
certain sound his audience is 
expecting from the get-go. This 
book does not disappoint in that 
respect — and Mr. Welsh has 
taken his game to a higher level. 
That mythical creature the 
“average reader” may have a hard 
time with the language in this 
book, at least at first. Welsh’s 
characters speak in a phonetic 
transcription of Edinburgh slang 
that has even baffled his Scots 
readers. However, a little 
patience, and the rhythm of the 
phrases and sentences start to 
develop a life of its own. Where 
you once found yourself strug- 
gling, you begin to notice that the 
beat of language is one of the

only thing they don’t try. It would 
be too easy to assume, as many 
have with other Welsh books, that 
this story is about drugs and vio- 
lence. That may be true superfi- 
cially, but it is not about the spe- 
cific drugs and the acts of vio- 
lence. It is easy to forget that the 
sensational events depicted in 
Glue are part of a culture, easy to 
assume that they are just that: sen- 
sational events. When it dawns on 
the reader, after a few hundred 
pages, that these are not freak 
accidents but a way of life, the 
scope of the disaster becomes a lit: 
tle clearer, This, even more than 
Welsh’s other books, is a novel 
about the crimes perpetrated on 
people by their own cultures, fam- 
ilies and selves. Glue examines 
what holds them together as indi- 
viduals and as friends. 

The few moments of tenderness 
in this book are staggeringly effec 
tive. Glue is funny and tragic at 
once; the characters are real, 
engaging and memorable. After 
following their paths from the 
hopes of their fathers and mothers 
and cocky adolescence and on int 
desperate adulthood, Billy, Carl, 
Terry and Gally get under your 
skin. Their almost implausible 
perseverence, ill-humoured hilari- 
ty, lowdown weakness and nobili- 
ty will have readers cheering, 
laughing, and wanting to look 
away.

Forty years after its commercial and critical failure, 
Peeping Tom confirms ‘masterpiece’ status

P sic Tom is one of the few 
truly neglected masterpieces of 
cinematic history. Like a brilliant 
bastard child, it has been shunned 
by audiences and critics, not only 
for the awkward time and place of 
its arrival, but also for its discom- 
fiting intelligence and clarity of 
purpose. Only in the last decade, 
and almost exclusively because of 
the efforts of Martin Scorsese, 
have viewers begun to acknowl- 
edge the discarded prodigy, and 
to welcome it back into the filmic 
fold. 

It is almost impossible to dis- 
cuss Peeping Tom without bringing 
up Psycho, because the films share 
so much, and ‘yet took such drasti- 
cally different paths. Both films 
were released in 1960, only 
months apart; both were macabre 
thrillers made by British directors; 
and both films challenged their

One womanr’s tale of rape and the legal system that failed her 


Editor’s note: identities of the people 
involved have been kept secret to protect the 
privacy of the victim. 


Tis is my story, but as you read it, 
remember that it could be your sister, 
your mother, your neighbour or any 
woman you have passed on the street. I 
am a mother, a sister and a daughter. I 
was beaten and raped and for the next 19 
months I was brutalized by the system 
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It all began in the spring of 1999. I had 
returned from a trip overseas and was in 
the process of getting back into a normal 
routine. A man (whom I will call Paul) 
approached me in a jewelry store and 
asked my opinion of a watch he was try- 
ing on. He asked my opinion of several 
more watches. Later on, I bumped into 
him regularly outside my office building. 
All our encounters were polite and 
harmless.

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We began to date and he soon 
charmed all of my family and friends 
with his lies, which were close enough 
to truth to be plausible. Paul attended 
church with me and promised to join me 
in charity work. Life seemed good. 


RED FLAGS 
In July he convinced me to move into 
his house. Under pressure from his con- 
stant pleading, | ignored the red flags 
and agreed. Within two weeks my idy]- 


- lic life became a hell. Suddenly he was 


unable to pay his own bills — including 
a $1,400 per month mortgage — and 
began manipulating me into paying 
them. It soon escalated into physical and 
mental abuse and within two months I 
left and moved in with a girlfriend. 

I had hoped this would be a quiet 
time to lick my wounds and heal, but 


- Paul immediately launched a campaign 


to win me back. When it became clear 
he wasn’t having any success, he started 
threatening. When we had his calls 
blocked from our phone, he began using 
pay phones. Paul became so menacing 
that I began to fear for the safety of my 
friend and her son. In the vain hope of 


_ diffusing the situation, I visited Paul a 


few times with a half-baked plan to 


_ break away gradually. I couldn't have 


been more wrong. 

Like a typical psychopath, Paul would 
drip remorse, vowing never to do any- 
thing to harm me again. He could never 
hold it together for more than two days. 
One night I woke to the sound of his 
smoke alarm and found him locked in 
his hot tub room. At first he refused to 
let me in and when I finally convinced 
him to open the door smoke billowed 


out at me. He told me to go to bed and 


not worry about it. I later learned he 
was smoking crack. 


FINAL ASSAULT 

The beginning of the end when he 
invited me to dinner so we could talk. 
He opened the door on the first ring, 
grabbed my arm and yanked me in and 

locked the door. I had always wondered 
why he had all his doors equipped with 
double-key locks — the kind where you 
need a key to get in and out. Now I 
know. 

After a few tense moments, Paul 
dragged me up two flights of stairs — 
the same staircase he had previously 
pushed me down — and locked me ina 
room, In a few moments he returned 
and forced me onto a futon, where he 
sat on my legs to pin me down and 
started hitting me on the forehead. I 
tried to turn my face away, but he kept 

it back by my hair. If I closed my 


“What did that bastard do this time?” 

We went to Misericordia Hospital and 
reported what had happened. The staff 
were most concerned with my broken 
nose and head injuries and, as a result, 
no rape kit was done to record the sexu- 
al assault. Unfortunately for me, | 
arrived two weeks before the hospital 
established a rape crisis team, who are 
specifically trained to deal with such 
instances. 

Paul was arresied and charged a week 
after the attack. He was put in the 
remand centre immediately, while even- 
tually, for my own safety, I was placed 
in what is known as secure housing. We 
were both prisoners; all around my new 
“home” were surveillance cameras, the 
only way in or out was through an elec- 
tric gate, and I had to live under a cur- 
few. | couldn’t cope and stayed only 
about six weeks. 

Meanwhile, Paul had the option of 
applying to be released on bail. If the 
judge refused, he could re-apply every 
30 days. Once a month I was required to 
go to court and let Paul glare at me 
while a Crown prosecutor read a state- 
ment I had written arguing why Paul 
should be kept behind bars. In March, 
2000, 112 days after he was incarcerated, 
a judge decided to let Paul out on bail. 


KEEP YOUR GAS TANK FULL 

I was told I should go back into secure 
housing, but I just couldn’t allow myself 
to be imprisoned while the man who 
raped me walked around free. For vic- 
tims in my situation, the Edmonton 
Police Service can supply personal 
alarm systems which are linked directly 
to police. Problem is, I was told, they 
have only 10 for the entire city and I'd 
be put on a waiting list until who knows

afraid and angry all the time. For the 
longest time I couldn’t work and the 
fear of financial ruin was adding even 
more stress. 

I was referred to a sexual assault cen- 
tre, where they said I could join a regu- 
lar group session, but | knew I wasn’t 
ready for that. How could I talk about 
what Paul did to me to a room full of 
strangers when I was barely able to con- 
front it on my own? I knew that before | 
could do this, I needed some intensive 
one-on-one therapy. I decided to seek 
help on my own. 

My physician, whom I was seeing 
every two weeks to treat my physical 
injuries — including chronic pain from 
my facial and back injuries — referred 
me to a psychiatrist who suspected | 
had Post-Traumatic Stress Disorder. She 
said she wasn’t able to treat me because 


ment, The case was allowed and a trial 
date was set for March 7, 2001, 16 
months after the attack. 

Prior to the trial, the Crown prosecu- 
tor came to me and said she was going 
to negotiate a plea bargain. Because no 
rape kit was done at the time of the 
attack, getting a conviction for sexual 
assault would be a long shot. The prose- 
cutor planned to dangle dropping the 
sexual assault and unlawful confine- 
ment charges in exchange for a guilty 
plea for assault causing bodily harm. 
She acknowledged Paul would get a 
lighter sentence, but at least it ensure he 
was convicted of something. 

I was horrified. Dropping the sexual 
assault charge would be akin to pre- 
tending the rape never happened. It felt 
like I would never see justice. | argued 
against her plan, but the prosecutor was 
adamant that it was the only way to 
assure a conviction. 

On the day of the trial, I walked into 
the courthouse and nearly ran right into 
Paul. I came around the corner and 
there he was, sitting on a bench outside 
the courtroom with his new girlfriend, 
looking calm and relaxed, the picture of 
professional composure. Seized by ter- 
ror, | fled back down the hallway and 
there I waited, half hiding like a nervous 
child. It was one more humiliation. 

Paul entered his guilty plea and the 
judge ordered a psychiatric evaluation 
to be completed before sentencing in 
April. It was over in a flash. My chance 
to see him finally face up to what he had 
done to me had come and gone before | 
even knew what had happened. 

He failed to show up for his psych 
evaluation. No one was surprised 
because Paul had been violating his pro- 
bation orders the whole time. He was 


This went on for nearly six hours. Several times | nearly blacked out from 
the pain and choking on my own blood, but it was far from over. Paul 
said he wanted to make love to me. 





There was no way I could afford 
to get anything like this on my own. 
The only other option, the police told 
me, was to move to another city and 
leave my entire life behind.

High density 
headache 
for Belgravia 


The quiet Belgravia neighbour- 
hood, near the university, is a bit of 
an oasis. But an urban-planning time 


residents are concerned about 
who might buy it but, in advance 
of an information meeting on 
Wednesday evening, their com- 
munity representatives are trying 
to stay positive. 

Dan Carroll, president of the 
Belgravia Community League, is 
keeping an open mind, saying the 
situation presents a variety of 
opportunities. 

“The opportunity for the com- 
mercial residential developer is 
for a piece of land that is ideally 
suited in many respects for high 
density development,” he says. 
“That's something that we're not 
happy with the prospect of. We 
think there are other possibilities 
for medium- or low-density devel- 
opment or for institutional devel- 
opment that would be more con- 
sistent with the community. Our 
mission is to attempt to influence 
the process as much as we can.” 

Obviously, Carroll says, single- 
family dwellings would be the 
choice of the community. 
“Whether those are economically 
viable, I don’t know. Our view is 
that rather than setting a particu- 
lar type of goal or position or 
demand or requirement, we want 
to work with the board, we want

to work with anyone who’s inter- 
ested in the lands so that at the 
end of the day, we don’t end up 
with a showdown at city council.”

In a 
recent conversation, Simon 
Raines, founder of Gatecrasher 
and principal head of state of the 
clubbing world, relates his formu- 
la for success. Initially, 
Gatecrasher was less a result of 
clever product placement and 
more a delicate balance of timing 
and opportunity for a select few 
fans who, by chance, became pro- 
moters and club owners. 

“(W)e noticed that the media, 
television, radio and print were all 
over this new movement (U.K. 
dance culture) and that slowly it 
was getting more press than what 
rock was getting.... Just based on 
timing alone, we decided to push 
forth — from that, the Gatecrasher 
and the image of it caught on...” 

The rest is recent history, 
although Raines fully admits that 
his timing was.due to no particu- 
lar event or series of events. If 
pressed, he'll attribute it to the 
fact that this current generation 
was ready for a radical nightlife 
change: yaa 

“(T)his culture is aliftie anat- 


chistic, isn’t it?” he asks rhetorical- 
ly before going on to say that it 
offers a freedom that rock and 
other forms of music do not 

It’s the immediacy of the super- 
charged club experience that most 
relate to instantly, a thousand 
like-minded individuals all in 
attendance for the common pur 
pose of getting off on the music. If 
you link a thousand people here 
to the thousands of people in 
other cities where Gatecrasher has 
stopped, you'll quickly tally a 
global movement that rivals, even 
surpasses, many other musical 
scenes. 

The Ga tec rasher tours were 
built on demand. Initially the par 
ties were instituted in larger U.S. 
centres as a series of one-offs that 
would feature the cream of U.K. 
club culture DJs. Word spread on 
the quality of these parties and the 
demand for them quickly grew to 
a level where it was profitable for 
these events to be toured to differ- 
ent promoters in different cities. 
Even Raines will admit to the 
oddity of this situation, since 
America gave birth to this music. 

“The British just took the ele- 
ments that best suited them,” he 
says. 

Despite the inherit irony, North 
America lapped up the tours, 
helping to bolster the name of the 
club and the music they played. 
Humbly, Raines still finds the 
scope of this empire awe-inspiring 
and remains remarkably passion- 
ate about the music. 

“I don’t think we quite had this 
in mind — web sites, CD compila- 
tions — when it all started, but it 
seemed to be a good idea to get 
the name out there once it did 
start... and now,” he says, “1 
wouldn’t stop a thing...” 

It’s the consistency of 
Gatecrasher that triggers its uni- 
versal and recognizable appeal — 
the coming of a Gatecrasher event 
brings with it a mythology and a 
legacy that few in the clubbing 
world will ever rival. Gatecrasher 
will be the same from city to city, 
offering the same music, intensity 
and party mayhem, and it is still a 
standard by which many measure 
an incredible night out. 

It is precisely this that detractors 
of the global club tour movement 
find to be its most menacing 
enterprise and its duplicitous dark 
side. To make a club like 
Gatecrasher succeed in Canada, 
you would have to find people 
who want to apply the same 
nightclubbing ethos that they do 
in larger centres. While this may 
be possible in Toronto, the 
chances that people in smaller 
Canadian cities will éverregard.a _

Loud and clear 


Static in Stereo have no illusions about the music business

The Age of Electric is over and 
gone, but the age of Static in 
Stereo is just beginning 

Lead singer Todd Kerns of 
Static in Stereo left the Age of 
Electric after two albums to start 
anew, to the disappointment ot 
Electric fans across the country. 
That's true show pearing style — 
packing it in before their public 
abandoned them for new diver- 
sions. Kerns sees the band’s break- 
up as a reaction to a “complacent 
musical community.” 

“In a Rocky III sense of the word, 
you get complacent with success,” 
he explains. “I felt a little burnt 
out over the whole alternative 
rock thing — it wore out its wel- 
come.” 

Now, in the age of boy bands 
and pop, alternative music seems 
like an anachronism of centuries 
past, and most musicians have

moved on. 

“A lot of people have given up, 
or joined [corporate pop culture],” 
says Kerns. “For me, I say fuck 
that.” 

Static in Stereo is out to save 
rock ‘n’ roll. Their new album is a 
declaration of war against corpo- 
rate music and pop trends. Now, 
they’re starting at the beginning, 
and working to rebuild their audi- 
ence. And after putting together a 
12-song album (with tons of mate- 
rial left over), they’ re not short of 
ammunition. 

“A lot of people have taken it on

themselves to use our album to go 
back and find older music,” Kerns 
says. “You can, follow these lines 
all the way back. When I talk 
about David Bowie or T-Rex, and 
some kid goes back and digs that 
stuff up because of me, that’s 
more than I could have asked for, 
because that music will become a 
part of their life, the same way it’s 
a part of mine.” 

Age of Electric fans will find 
something to hold on to in Static 
in Stereo. With the addition 
Kerns’ brothers, John and Ryan, 
and Scott McCargar, an old 
Electric fan, the family band 
hasn’t lost any momentum since 
Age of Electric’s last album. 

“The last thing I wanted to do 
was put out a record to just put 
out a record,” says Kerns. “I want- 
ed to make sure that said record 
was a record I could really get 
behind. This record was all about 
venting those demons. Otherwise 
we'd be picking off strangers from 
rooftops with .22s.” 

“T was caught in the trap in my 
old band of pleasing people who 
don’t like you,” says Kerns. “It’s 
like trying to get a date with the 
girl who doesn’t return your 
phone calls. As soon as you start 
trying to second- “guess people or 
hop on trends, you’ve lost. 

Kerns is full of these “Obi Wan 
Kenobi nuggets.” To him, most 
great rock ‘n’ roll is about “some 
guys kicking back with beers and 
coming up with music.” 

“I’m not a 16-year-old girl, I 
don’t know what people want 
anymore, I just know what we 
want to play,” he says. “I’d rather 
be doing something I want to do 
with limited success than some- 
thing I don’t want to do with 
more success. 

“We're throwing a party, if you 
wanna come, come, if you don’t 
we're still gonna have a party. 
There’s nothing worse than just 
being okay. 

“Td rather have people who'd

Proud Canadians Big Sugar do both official languages

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s it still raining there”? asks 
Gordie Johnson over the phone 
from Ontario. “I got critters and 
they’re getting’ pretty hungry.” 
The front man of Big Sugar is a bit 
worried about his 100 head of cat- 
tle and several horses, not to men- 
tion his donkeys: Lucy, Gumby, 
and Adelaide. 

Despite the Hugo Boss suit- 
wearing uptown image that the 
singer projects in music videos 
and onstage, Johnson can’t wait to 
get back to his farm in rural 
Alberta. After spending five-and- 
a-half month stretches in a record- 
ing studio and much of the last 
decade on a tour bus, he points 
out that “It’s nice to know my 
donkeys by name.” 

Johnson will be away from the 
homestead a lot with the release 
of the new Big Sugar album. 
Brothers and Sisters Are You Ready? 
is true to Big Sugar’s polished 
blues-rock sound with more 
emphasis on dub reggae and 
grinding Black Sabbath-style gui- 
tar. 

One track that stands out on the 
release is All Hell for a Basement, a 
soaring anthem with a melan- 
cholic sentiment that is the flip- 
side to the rousing optimism in 
Tom Cochrane’s Life is a Highway. 
In Cochrane’s glowing promise of 
a travel and adventure, “where 
the blues won’t harm you any- 
more / where the brave are free 
and the lovers soar” is answered 
in Johnson’s song by the realities 
of forced migration — of a “heav- 
en in Alberta / where they’ve got 
all hell for a basement.” The song 
tells the familiar story of tens of 
thousands of Maritimes folk who 
head west in search of work. 

“Oil and natural gas,” says 
Johnson, explaining what “all hell 
for a basement” means. “The gas 
flares that you see churning away 
on the side of the highway all 
throughout the province. Here’s 
this place with glorious blue sky,

The 
most notable difference in the 
French version is the absence of ( 
Canada, which the band likes to 
perform live. 

“We don’t play it in certain 
parts of [Quebec],” he notes, 
admitting that performing it in 
that province has got them booed 
before. Despite this and the diffi- 
ae of writing and recording in a 

language he’s not fluent enough 
to converse in, Johnson sees the 
virtue in tailoring an album to 
Quebec. 

“There's this huge concentra- 
tion of Canadian population right 
next door to Ontario and people 
in English Canada ignore it like it | 
doesn’t exist. ... [Recording in 
French] is the least I could do.”

Ficorati ely speaking, Rod 
Campbell has been sitting on eggs 
for a couple ot years now waiting 
for the shells to crack and hatch 
wondering whai the welcome 
would be like for the first hard 
Copy of his folk music and roots 
music magazine. 

Well that time has come and the 
premiere print edition is in the 
racks of quality magazine outlets, 
and book and record stores, as 
well as the hands of many readers 
who were used to scrolling over 
the stories, interviews and 
reviews in the first nine editions 
that were available on the net 

By the end of the summer 
Campbell, a longtime music jou: 
nalist who has worked both fo 
local dailies and national newspa 
pers, should have a fair idea of 


what kind of overall reception this 


labor of love has been met with 
So far, so good, as local outlets 

have given the forty page publica 

tion rack space, and Campbell has 


cut a deal with a national distribu- 


tor, although it remains to be seen 
how that will pan out. 

Like its Internet incarnation 
Penguin Eggs puts everything 
from traditional and contempo- 
rary folk music, blues, world 
music and those that produce 
play, compose and perform under 
the microscope. 

“T really can’t explain why { 
knew it was time to make the 
move to print, but last Christmas 
something told me to do it this 
year,” said the ex-pat Scot, who 
then mentioned that the Penguin 
Eggs Web site was peaking at 
4,000 hits a month. 

“And those were from all over 








the world,” added Campbell with 
grin before talking about his 
vision for the magazine. 

“I don’t think the vision has 
really shifted. Right from the start 
the focus was on Canadian tal- 
ent... getting the James 
Keelaghans the exposure they 
deserve. But there’s always room 
for the June Tabors of the world,” 
said the man who not only pub- 
lishes the magazine on a quarterly 
basis but also writes and edits 
articles and sells the advertising. 

That Campbell has taken this 
leap signifies the scene is pretty 
healthy. He continues to bang the 
drum loudly for both established 
and up-and-coming Canadian 
roots musicians. 

“T get the sense whenever I go 
back to Scotland that people are 
excited about what our artists are 
producing.” 

Jn that front, he decided to slap 
the mug of Michael Brook on the 
front cover of this print debut 
rather than a more identifiable 
face — say a Cockburn or 
Macissac or Timmons — that 
might draw the average fan’s 
attention to the publication quick- 
er. 

Brook is quite a story, however. 
The former guitarist with Martha 
and the Muffins is one of the 
brightest studio minds in world 
music and has worked with the 
late Nusrat Fateh Ali Khan, 
Tanzanian multi-instrumentalist

Dog leaves home 


Jimmy Rankin steps out of his sisters’ shadows 
to embark on a solo career with Song Dog

AAs an artist with a history, it’s 
ifficult to forge a new identity. 
Surely for Jimmy Rankin truer 
‘ords couldn’t be said. For a 
decade he performed with his sib- 
lings in the Rankin Family, a 
anadian act that had imprinted a 
e ognizable sound many will 
never forget. Notwithstanding 
that Jimmy was responsible for 
the songs the Rankins performed, 
ind even though he occasionally 
ook the lead, it’s the voices of his 
three sisters most people associate 
ith the group. Asa family band 
that had grown up together as 
erformers, it was perhaps 
inevitable a day would come 
when a desire to explore different 
avenues of expression would 
ise. In 1999 that time for the 
Rankins arrived. The sisters had 
ives of their own they wanted to 
pursue. As well Jimmy had been 
ooking for an opening to present 
self as a solo performer. 
' “It’s just the window of oppor- 
ity would present itself, and 
en something would come up. 
ou’d be on the road, or making a 
ecord someplace, so it just didn’t 
materialize.” 
Perhaps the untimely passing of 
their multi-talented brother, John 
orris Rankin, early last year was 
sobering signal that change was 
evitable — and that personal 
spirations shouldn’t be put off 
ny longer. Now Jimmy has found 
limself on his own, with his own 
fice and now has a new album 
f his own, Song Dog.

Though the Rankins were huge- 
ly successful, and the core of his 
existence for 10 years, one senses 
some lingering frustration within 
Jimmy, and a huge helping of sat- 
isfaction at finally being able to 
get his name and his songs with 
his voice up front and centre 

“If anything it was exciting to 
get back at it and actually be 
responsible for an entire record 
myself. It’s my record, I’m respon- 
sible for it. I had to do all the 
singing, I had to be there from 
start to finish, whereas with a 
Rankin record, I was guitar play- 
er, backup singer sometimes, and 
maybe for three songs a front 
singer. It’s a lot more work but 
I’m more entertained. 

“With a group, no matter who it 
is, you have to take into consider- 
ation everyone else’s opinion. 
That could be good at times, it has 
its positive side where you have 
other people to bounce ideas off 
of. The downside of not having a 
band is that you have to rely on 
yourself more, you have to learn 
to trust your judgment more.” 

A natural reaction listening to 
Song Dog is waiting for the voices 
of Heather, Cookie and Raylene to 
come in. Interestingly that bag- 
gage disappears as Jimmy’s voice 
carries his songs, with a feel all his 
own. The only comparisons that 
are obvious are with other 
singer / songwriters, such as per- 
haps Murray McLauchlan, Chris 
deBurgh, or Greg Keelor and Jim 
Cuddy of Blue Rodeo. 

“J think as an artist you're con-

stantly changing. This record is 
somewhat removed from what a 
Rankin record would be. There's 
no fiddles on it, no traditional 
music, it’s all original songs, a bit 
edgier and gritter in certain areas 
I intentionally stepped away from 
the Celtic thing. I thought it’d be a 
healthy idea just to remove myself 
somewhat from something I'd 
been associated with for so song. 
Not that I have anything against 
that kind of music — you know, 
the next record may be full of fid- 
dles and accordions.” 

Perhaps the best way to 
approach this record is as an 
announcement of sorts for a new 
beginning. He can present his new 
material as his own, on his own 
terms, and then carry on and do 
whatever he wants the rest of the 
way down the road. 

“I’ve done a couple shows, and I 
think a lot of people are interested 
in seeing me and hearing what 
I'm up to.”

Described as a “sexual Mardi 
Gras”, the gala event aims to 
intrigue and entertain. In addi- 
tion to 300 diverse works of art 
from 25 mostly local artists, 
IMPURE 2 offers a live band, 
two DJs, a fashion show and 
aphrodisiac-themed food and 
drinks, making this more 
than just an art show/ exhib- 
it. The show will appeal to 
all five sense of those 18 and 
over. 

IMPURE 2 is the second 
annual festival of sexuality 

Following the success of last 
Year's event, organizer Clay 
Stam is upbeat, He and his fel- 
déw-directors have made some 
changes aimed at making the 
show a more coherent whole:

Ryan revisits travel, takes passenger's side

Briccei Ryan says it is an “accu- 
rate misconception” that her 
debut turn as a writer and director 
at the Mayfield Inn is an expand- 
ed version of the show about air 
travel that she staged during last 
summer's Fringe Festival. 

The “accurate” part revolves 
around the fact that her new 
show, Mile High Madness, is about 
air travel. The “misconception” 
part is, well, a misconception. Mile 
High Madness is not Around the 
World in a Bad Mood, the musical 
Ryan offered Fringe-goers last 
year, even though it was sup- 
posed to be 

Long story short? Mayfield 
artistic director James Brewer 
asked Ryan if she’d bring Around 
the World, a musical Ryan based 
on a friend’s one-woman show, to 
the Mayfield. When that friend 
accepted a book offer on said one- 
woman show, the planned 
Mayfield production fell apart. 
But Brewer, a man Ryan describes 
as somewhat too daring for dinner 
theatre, asked Ryan to write her 
own show about air travel. She 
thrillingly obliged. Where Around 
the World is told from a flight 
attendant’s perspective, Ryan has

culled her own travel horror sto- 
ries for Mile High Madness. 

“It is told from a passenger’s 
perspective,” she said. “It’s almost 
a Part Il, but from a passenger’s 
point of view.” 

Ryan’s task was to blend all of 
her hard-luck air travel stories 
into one show, laden with every 
pop-culture reference she could 
come up with. She chose a cabaret 
setting, “because you can create 
anything you want,” and cut 
loose. 

So right from the get-go, audi- 
ences seem taken aback, possibly 
because Ryan’s show doesn’t 
seem like dinner theatre. “It’s real- 
ly nice to see an audience going 
‘what's this?’ and then they totally 
loved it,” she said of the opening. 

From the passenger's rant, Ryan 
takes audiences on a tour of termi- 
nals (funny word, that) showing 
us vignettes of what can and does 


go wrong ona trip. In one scene, 
Ryan’s sister Kate does a Chariots 
of Fire run through the departures 
gate. “There she is jumping all 
these hurdles and there is a lot of 
face-smashing going on.” 

Other scenes include a look at 
what baggage handlers really do 
with those boxes marked “frag- 
ile,” based on a news article Ryan 
read about handlers getting 
canned for roughing up luggage. 

“They are sort of doing this 
Harlem Globetrotters thing. It’s a 
STOMP-like number with bag- 
gage handlers. One guy drops 
something and it makes a kind of 
cool sound, and it just goes from 
there.” 

Ryan says being asked to write 
her own show was an honour, 
“especially in this community, 
which is teeming with great writ- 
ers.” But when Brewer asked her 
to direct as well, she nearly fell off 
her chair. 

The daughter of Tim Ryan, local 
master of musical theatre and 
head of Grant MacEwan 
Community College’s Theatre 
Arts program, Ryan found herself 
taking on some of her father’s 
characteristics. That, she says, is a 
good thing and a bad thing rolled 
into one. 

“Td find myself doing some- 
thing or saying something that 
used to just drive me crazy,” she 
says. “My dad would say stuff 
like ‘Oh, just make it work’ and 
wher he'd say that to me, as an 
actor, it used to be ‘Argh! What 
does he mean?’”

The balloon eventually freezes 
and splinters into tiny pieces 
spreading your ashes into the 
atmosphere — a mini Mount 
Pinatubo. 

For something a little more fes- 
tive, Celebrate Life offers to dis- 
perse your remains through a 
fireworks display accompanied 
by theme-appropriate music. 

For those of us who insist on 
having the last word, 
FinalThoughts.com offers the per- 
fect solution. Members record 
final messages to loved ones (and 
not-so-loved ones?). After they 
die, a “Guardian Angel” hits the 
send key and distributes the 
posthumous e-mails. 

In addition to the yearning for 
self-expression, the prohibitive 
cost of professional services has 
added impetus to the growth in 
alternative funerals. An average 
burial can cost around $10,000; 
even cremation can run a few 
thousand. ; 

Final Passages, an organization 
founded by Jerri Lyons in 1995, is 
aiming to change that by helping 
people organize ‘home funerals,’ 
which her website (www.final- 
passages.org) describes as “a 
compassionate and dignified 
alternative to current funeral 
practices”. 

A home funeral can cost as little 
as a few hundred dollars (dry ice 
is apparently a key ingredient for 
keeping the body ‘fresh’) and 
aims to give the deceased-person- 
in-waiting greater control over 
how they finally leave this earth.

F.. a low-budget movie shot in 
11 days in Halifax, Parsley Days is 
the locus of a lot of big questions 
about our — the cinema-consum- 
ing public’s — attitudes toward 
Canadian product. At the press 
screening for writer-director-cine- 
matographer-producer Andrea 
Dorfman’s sophomore feature, 
some of the critics present volubly 
denounced this slight, charming 
film for its shoddiness — the same 
critics who find nice things to say 
about ghastly, hackneyed mega- 
budget American romantic come- 
dies week after week. So what 
makes Parsley Days so bad in their 
eyes? 

To be fair, Parsley Days does 
have some pretty obvious short- 
comings: the cast includes some 
people who have no business 
being in front of a camera; parts of 
the script are a bit contrived, if not 
forced; the camera work is occa- 
sionally prosaic; the pacing is a lit- 
tle unsure, which makes the film’s 
76-minute running time seem 
longer than it actually is. 

But what makes Parsley Days 
worth seeing — and anyone with 
an interest in independent film 
should see it — is the creative way 
it transcends its shortcomings and

limited resources and delivers a 
unique and satisfying experience 
on its own terms. 

The story is pretty slender. Kate 
is a bicycle repairperson living in 
Halifax, where for the last five 
years she’s dated Ollie, a too- 
good-to-be-true birth control 
counsellor who dotes on her.

might like, arise fairly naturally 
from the situations, rather than 
from attempting to be jokes. 
Perhaps the success of Parsley 
Days lies in the details. Like you, 
the characters of the film live ina 
big-little city. Even though Halifax 
is an urban centre, Dorfman 
restricts the action to the colour- 
ful, if dilapidated, row houses of 
the north side, toits barely popu- 
lated streets, bars and backyards. 
And when she turns her lens on 
the natural splendour of the area, 
she captures a warmth and sereni- 
ty you can feel emanating from 
the screen. One of the images that 
lingers is that of Katenollie, as 
they are constantly referred to in 
the film, lying in sleepy embrace 
ina canoe on a sun-dappled lake. 
A colour-rich montage of similar 
images that closes the film is 
equally evocative and affective. 
The simple details of Kate's life 
have a ring of authenticity, too. 
Like her, I know plenty of people 










who wear thrift store clothing and 
rent run-down character houses 
and are sexually ambivalent with- 
out being sexy and-whorely on 
their bikes for transportation well 
into their adulthood. And like the 
Halifax indie rock soundtrack, 
maybe these are things that would 
only resonate with the twenty- 
something element of the movie- 
going public. 

The soundtrack, by the way, 
which features Julie Doiron, Mike 
O'Neill, members of Thrush 
Hermit and musical contributions 
from the cast, suits the film’s feel 
perfectly by virtue of its own DIY 
qualities. 

The point here is that even if 
Kate and Ollie aren’t like people 
you know, they’re a fuck of a lot 
more like you than any character 
you're likely to see ina 
Hollywood-made romantic come- 
dy.

Nor is Kate judged for the choice’ 
she makes.

a firebrand or preposterously 
heroic? The characters in Pars!’ 
Days, for all their funkiness, are 
pretty ordinary, which is a dowt 
right brave thing to be onscreen 

Allow me to reiterate: Parsley 
Days is a flawed film. But when 
moviegoers excuse the base 
idiocy of most summer fare and 
shell out millions of dollars to 
watch Hollywood attain to new 
lows, it doesn’t seem fair to wrilt

Cho knows funny 


Pain becomes comedy in stand-up movie

M, parents are here tonight,” 





Margaret Cho begins in her film, 
I'm the One that 1 Want. “I can feel

For someone who admits that 


she makes a living by publicly 
humiliating her family, this is a 
poignant moment. Margaret Cho 
is your typical wise-cracking 
Korean American, stand-up comic 
fag hag who cusses like a sailor 
She is also the former star of All 
American Girl, the first sitcom pri 
marily about an Asian-American 
family. The show wasn’t great 
and was cancelled quickly even 
after a strong debut. I'm the On 
that I Want is Cho's stand-up rou 
tine that emerged after her spiral 
into depression, alcoholism and 
promiscuity in the aftermath of 
the show’s cancellation 

The movie version was filmed 
in Cho’s hometown, San 
Francisco, and covers the topics 
most dear to her heart, namely 
sex, her show and the absurdities 


_ of stardom, gay men, and her fam- 


ily. While not always side-split- 
tingly funny, her delivery is gen 
uine and her stories relevant. The 
movie is simply a documentation 
of the live performance, but 
thankfully there doesn’t need to 
be any visual razzle-dazzle when 
the lady provides enough herself. 


nature of The Mystery of Picasso, 
especially its self-conscious con- 
cern with film-making and the 
staging of documentary, appealed 
to a certain theoretical fervour. 
Hardly a member of the avant- 
garde, director Henri-Georges 
Clouzot is best known for taut 
thrillers. Not until the Picasso film 
did he achieve any street cred 
with young critics such as Jean- 
Luc Godard and Francois 
Truffaut; now this anomaly in 
Clouzot's career is roundly 
praised as an outstanding docu- 
ment, a significant piece of cine- 
matic and art history. 

Refreshingly, we are invited 
into the process, into a sense of 
collaboration; we get to see behind 
the polished, impenetrable surface 
of the finished piece. No presenta- 
tion of an exacting artist and his 
omnipotent genius, but specialists 
in their respective fields (includ- 
ing cinematographer Claude 
Renoir and composer Georges 
Auric) putting on a good show. 
And the spirit of the thing — mat- 
ter-of-fact, playful — is positively 
inviting.

As with our 
appetizers, this is how the culi- 
nary gods expect a steak to be 
presented. 

That’s why we were really put 
off by the unorthodox take on our 
Cajun main dish which came to 
the table stew-style (a 
“Jambalaya-like” sauce topping a 
mound of dry white rice).

Our reaction to the atypical 
drink probably had a lot to do 
with our more-than-conventional 
food orders: Baby Calamari and 
Leroy’s Crispy Dry Ribs to start 
and the Jambalaya and Sirloin for 
entrées. The appetizers came to 
the table in good time (as did 
everything — service is always 
perky and seamless in Earl's uni- 
verse) and lived up to their 
promise. 

~The Calamari was indeed of the 
baby variety — small, tender, 
lightly battered and served witha 
well-constructed Tzatziki sauce 
— and the ribs were virtual 
Platonic paragons of dry-rib 
goodness and a crunchy, munchy

shrimp, which I’d always seen as 
an intrinsic part of that dish. How 
weird is that?? 

Not only is it off-putting 
enough that it’s served stew-style 
(allowing for no opportunity for 
the rice to absorb any spicing or 
flavour), the dish was way, way 
mild (including the sausage 
which was wimpy in and of itself) 
and was oddly cooked. The pep- 
pers and tomato chunks were stil] 
crisp and for the life of me I sus- 
pect the dish was made without 
celery and with hardly any onions 
(which means the dish was not 
cooked with the basic Cajun trini- 
ty of onions, celery and pepper). 

Kids, that’s not Jambalaya, 
that’s a recipe for stir-fry, and a 
boring one to boot. A disappoint- 
ment (albeit not a fatal one) given 
the overall historic quality of this 
restaurant.

hat is your greatest 


regret?” I asked. 

“T have two,” he told me. “First 
— without a question — is that | 
hurt a kid. Second, is that I’m 
alive.” 

It was somewhat ironic that I 
spoke to Richard in a classroom at 
Guelph University. A year-and-a- 
half ago, the 43-year-old former 
teacher was convicted of sexually 
assaulting one of his students — a 
15-year-old boy. 

I'd been listening to Dr. Paul 
Federoff, co-director of the sex- 
offender program of the Royal 
Ottawa Hospital, talk about the 
freaky sex practices of his clients. 
He reminded the public-health 
workers, sex educators and thera- 
pists attending his seminar at the 
annual Guelph Sexuality Confer- 
ence that the person next to you at 
the ball game might be one of 
these so-called freaks. There is no 
us-and-them. They are us. 

To make his point, he invited 
Richard, who had been quietly sit- 
ting among the delegates, to come 
up and talk about his experience. 

I was almost moved to tears lis- 
tening to him speak. 

Later, sitting alone with him, 
hearing his story, seeing the pain 
in his eyes and the slump of guilt 
in his demeanour, | felt deep sor- 
row for this man. 

Only I shouldn't have. He had 
sex with one of his students. 
Unacceptable — no — heinous, 
nasty, evil, not-to-be forgiven 
behaviour in our society. ~ 

So why did it seem so under- 
standable and even, dare I say it, 
innocent, in his telling? Was I just 
being manipulated by this articu- 
late, broken-down man? My head 
was spinning. 

If he were a man convicted of 
sexually assaulting his 15-year-old 
daughter, would I have been so 
compassionate? I think not. I sup- 
pose incest, in my moral code, is 
worse than violating a teacher/ 
student relationship, which is the 
only official crime he committed.

According to Canada’s criminal 
code, the legal age of consent for 
sexual activity is 14, except for 
those in a position of authority. In 
that case, the age of consent is 18. 

Making Richard's actions pun- 
ishable by law. Richard was con- 
victed, though friends and col- 
leagues tried to convince him to 
plead not guilty. “It’s your word 
against his,” they said to him. 
“They have no physical evi- 
dence.” His own sister said, “Well, 
it’s not as if you raped someone.” 

“Thad to tell her,” Richard 
explains to me, ” ‘I am guilty 
because I did what I was accused 
of.’ I crossed the line.” 









It wasn’t such a problem when 
he started teaching at age 20 and 
the students were only a couple 
years younger. But, he says, “I got 
older and the students stayed the 
same age.” 

So he suppressed his urges. For 
over 20 years. By the end of the 
work week, he'd be so depressed 
he'd lock himself up in his house. 
Monday morning, he'd hide his 
turmoil inside and be back at 
school, just another favourite 
teacher. 

Then one summer he cracked. 
He'd gone through an ugly fight 
with the union and lost faith in 
things he believed in.

That August day, a student was 
helping him work on his house. 
Things happened. He won't tell 
me exactly what, but it doesn’t 
matter. 

Afterwards, the boy got quieter 
and quieter. 

“You could see it going through 
both of our heads,” Richard told 
the story again. “ ‘What have I 
done? What have I done?’” 

Richard, though, knew what 
was wrong with this picture. 

“You have to be a teacher to 
know how much it hurts knowing 
you have hurt a kid,” he explains. 
“Most teachers know how easily 
you can lie, mislead and convince 
a kid and how openly they put 
their lives in your hands ... Itis a 
power relationship.”

Later in the afternoon, Richard 
and the boy decided to drive to 
get supplies. Richard forgot some- 
thing, went inside to get it and 
when he came back, the boy was 
gone.

Twenty-seven hours later, the 
»olice showed up at Richard’s 
ome to arrest him. 

“They had trouble getting a 
warrant. I still regret to this day 
that I didn’t take my own life dur- 
ing those 27 hours.” 

He tried to apologize by letter. 
The boy said in their trial that he 
was only using the apology to get 
a lighter sentence. “I’m sure he 
was embarrassed,” says Richard, 
“ Aside from the violation of trust 
[here], the other harm done is that 
a young gay person has had his 
first homosexual experience 
turned into a horrific trial.”

So why tempt fate and become a 
teacher, knowing this is part of 
who you are? 

“I went into teaching because 
I’m a good teacher,” he responds. 
“I speak well, I get along with 
kids, they can learn from me. It 
was like a job hazard.” 

Dr. Federoff’s solution was for 
Richard to try to form a relation- 
ship with someone his own age. 

He’s since become involved in 
the gay community in Toronto 
and while Richard is attracted to 
older men who look young, he 
says it’s just not the same.

But don’t worry. Richard is cer- 
tain he won't re-offend. And I 
believe him. For one, this was 
only the second time he ever had 
sex in his life. For another, he’s 
heavily medicated with antide- 
pressants with the main side 
effects of sexual dysfunction and 
disinterest. And just to be sure, 
he’s gained 75 pounds since all of 
this happened. “As long as I feel 
bad about myself,” he says, “1 
won't re-offend.” 

In the meantime, he punishes 
himself by speaking in public 
about his experience. Being 
Catholic and all, he sees it as a 
form of self-flagellation. And as a 
way of maybe getting people to 
see sex offenders in a different 
light. 

“I’m not an animal,” he says.

D:: you ever have that dream 
where you find yourself in a 
public place without the usual 
accoutrements that make you 

feel comfortable and secure? 

My own personal version of 

this is where I’m walking 
down a shopping mall clad 
only in an undershirt, with 
which I’m trying to cover my 
shame. For Corby Lund, bassist 
for the smalls and creative 
force behind the Corb Lund 
Band, the dream involved 
turning around on stage and 
seeing a stranger playing in 
his band. The good news for 
me is that I always wake 
up.

It might 
seem like a comedown from packing 
in 300 people for the release of the 
Corb Lund Band’s most recent CD, 
Unforgiving Mistress, to doing open 
stages for free beer, but Lund has a 
reputation for being a down-to-earth 
guy. 

“{In Texas], I played tons and met 
lots of people and, near the end, there 
were people coming out to shows. Not 
hundreds, but dozens of people who 
I'd met and who started to like the 
band ... It was a confidence boost 
because I expected to see a million 
people better than me, but I got the 
sense that my stuff stood up down 
there.”

I 
thought he was into the band, and it 
turns out he didn’t know any of our 
tunes at all. Our stuff is so highly 
arranged; it’s not like a blues band 
where you can just sit in. I’m deliber- 
ately not pointing anyone out because 
I don’t feel that’s necessary, and I 
don’t think it’s the public’s business 
who didn’t want to go to Texas and 
who didn’t show up. One of the things 
we're happy about is that we’re all 
friends and there are no hard feel- 
ings.”

Lund Band. Nashville session player 
and producer Harry Stinson met Lund 
last summer when he was in town 
with country supergroup the Dead 
Reckoners for the Edmonton Folk Fest. 
The producer and artist took two of 
Lund’s tunes into Homestead Studios 
and demoed them. Less than a year 
later, Lund and his bandmates, bassist 
Kurt Ciesla and drummer Ryan 
Vikedal, were in Nashville staying at 
Stinson’s house and laying the 
groundwork for the next Corb Lund 
Band album. Lund is stoked, to say the 
least. 

“Between you and me, I think it’s 
pretty good. It’s pretty hard to convey, 
when it’s your own stuff, what you 
think about it. It’s not crazy slick or 
anything, but it sounds really real and 
really acoustic. In terms of the vibe, 
Harry was really able to steer the ship 
and get the good performances. After 
so many years of controlling things in 
both bands, it feels really good to have 
someone come in, who you respect, 
saying, ‘All right, I like your stuff, I'm 
going to take it and make it work for 
you,’ instead of us being responsible 
for it.”

Fear Factory was philosophical on Digimortal

I. hard to imagine making art in 
reverse. Film directors generally 
don’t shoot their scenes before a 
script is written, nor do authors 
often write with no topic in mind. 
With this in consideration, it’s a 
definite surprise to hear exactly 
how vocalist Burton C. Bell con- 
structs Fear Factory’s intricately 
storied albums. 

“L work completely backwards,” 
laughs Bell. The Los Angeles 
band, known for its mechanically 
precise industrial-influenced 
metal, has developed a reputation 
for creating overarching futuristic 
themes and stories within their 
albums. “The stories don’t come 
about until the record is complete- 
ly finished,” he explains. 

Using the finished titles as out- 
lines, Bell’s last step is construct- 
ing the storyboard and theme that 
makes the album a unified whole. 
“We 7a weeks scrutinizing 
everything and putting it all in 
place,” he says, “but there comes a 
time when it all comes together 
and everything matches. It’s sort 
of like a weird college thesis.” 

After creating Terminator-esque 
themes of technological apoca- 
lypse for albums such as 
Demanufacture and Obsolete, Bell 
was ready to move on and do 
something fresh for their 2001

release, entitled Digimortal. 
“We've been talking about man 
versus machine, but what hap- 
pens in the future when man and 
machine becomes one?” 

The change in focus caused Bell 
and his band mates to craft an 
album that is more speculation 
than fantasy and more questions 
than answers. “There's a lot of 
philosophy inside this record,” he 
says. “Maybe it will spark some 
type of inspiration in people to 
think ‘what if?” 

For Bell, provoking thought and 
making a statement has always 
been high on his musical agenda. 
“T’ve always been a fan of music 
with a message,” he says. “There’s 
a total lack of positive messages in 
music today, and if I have a 
chance to say something that a lot 
of people are going to hear, I’m 
going to make it good.” 

With themes centred on the 
frightening potential of technolo- 
gy to alter human life, it seems a

little ironic that Fear Factory 
would choose a musical medium 
heavy on digital effects, mechani- 
cal beats and weighty guitars as a 
vehicle. 

However, Bell claims that this is 
all part of the “idea” of Fear 
Factory. “We're not afraid of the 
machine. The human element of 
Fear Factory is in control, and we 
make our music by manipulating 
the machines around us. It’s part 
of the idea that if the machine 
takes over, you become a con- 
formist lost in the system.” 

Given the influence this outlook 
has on their music, Bell finds it 
hard to put a name to Fear 
Factory’s sound. “I never know 












how to answer that,” he intones in 
the slightly puzzled voice of 
someone who has spent a lot of 
time pondering the topic. “People 
have called us cyber-core, termi- 
nator-rock, and lots of other 
things. Our music sounds like a 
machine chugging out our image 
of the future.” 

To further confuse the issue, 
Bell is quick to name U2, Faith No 
More, and Ministry as the band’s 
main influences.

“I think when 
you align yourself with a snow- 
boarding company, it’s not really 
a stretch.” 

superGARAGE once turned 
down a sponsorship deal with 
Nike. “We were already with Cat” 
says DiFelice. “But Nike I person- 
ally didn’t wanna wear, just 
because of what I know of the 
company. I just said no.” 

DiFelice recently started reading 
Naomi Klein’s No Logo. He under- 
stands the arguments, but he finds 
it hard to avoid becoming a “paid 
walking advertisement.” 

“When they’re giving you free 
clothes, at the end of the day, it’s 
just something to put on,” he says. 
“Even from a concert you play 
that’s sponsored by Molson, it’s 
hard to get away from it.

Not Melrose Place 


New play, players reveal dark side of high school 


by Kevin X. WILSON 


I. a hell of a play, no doubt, 
with Hell as its locale — but has it 
been hell getting a full-scale dra- 
matic production up and running? 

“No, I love this actually,” says 
16-year-old Dayna Tietzen. “It’s 
been a really good experience.” 

Dayna is one of 43 performers, 
musicians and technicians aged 15 
to 20 who successfully auditioned 
for Fringe Theatre Adventures 
Imagine program. The reward 
was an opportunity to prepare a 
production of a new play, The 
Seventh Circle, Marty Chan’s hair- 
raising journey to the terrifying 
centre of high school life.__. 

This isn’t a paint-by-numbers 
deal either, with adults coddling 
the young theatre folk. The pro- 
gram aims to expose youth to the 
rigours of mounting a fully real- 
ized production, with guidance 
from a creative team that includes 
Fringe Theatre Adventures 
Director and Imagine creator 
Dary! Lindenbach. 

Audio technician and orchestra 
member Josh Burnett, in his third

where you forget how much you 
enjoy it.” 

She marvels at “how different it 
is from any other show I’ve ever 
done.” Learning to act natural, she 
says, “is harder than you think. 
With this it’s more about our- 
selves and our own world than 
creating something new. We keep 
getting directions to not act so 
much and to keep it real, because

it really is about us, I think that’s 
the neatest thing.” 

The play probes the trials of 
high school life and some of their 
graver consequences, reconceptu- 
alizing those three trying years in 
terms of Dante’s Inferno — the 
singing, dancing, rapping version 
of Dante's Inferno. 

Tietzen thinks Chan gets it. “A 
lot of younger people will relate to 
it. I think it’s a part of our world 
that people don’t see or don’t 
admit to. It makes people think.” 

Burnett agrees, “It’s amazing. 
Marty’s a really great playwright. 
It’s very dark, but it’s very 
provocative. It’s going to make the 
audience think. It’s very realistic.” 

Chan is glad to hear it; it 
assuages what he calls “my great- 
est fear: that I'd write what I 
thought was relevant to the peo- 
ple who were going to be doing it 
and they'd go, ‘This has nothing 
to do with us.” Workshops in city 
schools provided valuable feed- 
back. “There were a lot of times 
when they’d say, ‘That's a charac- 
ter I’ve never seen before,’ and I’d 
have to yank that character out.” 

“We took it for one final work- 
shop, and when we asked the kids 
who had read the script what the 
play was about, one kid raised his 
hand and said ‘It’s about our 
lives.’ When I heard that, I 
thought, ‘Ok, I’m there.’” 

In accepting Lindenbach’s offer 
to write for the program, Chan 
knew what he wanted to achieve. 
“I wanted to write a show that 
was going to be relevant to them. I 
thought I had to have something 
more than high school, or it’s 
going to be like Melrose Place. I 
realized that there was a greater 
problem in today’s schools in 
terms of violence but more impor- 
tantly in terms of how students 
are ostracized and persecuted for 
standing out. What I fear is that 
the media are so focused on the 
symptom, the violence, that 
they’ ve'ignored the real problem.” 

Chan admits to a little nervous- 
ness about how the show will be 
received by adults. “The show 
speaks to the kids. Teens are 
going to gravitate to things the 
parents may not necessarily like 
or enjoy. Parents may not want to 
look at it and say, ‘That’s happen- 
ing to my kid.’ They may see a bit 
of the truth that they were hoping 
wasn’t there.” 

What will Tietzen’s parents 
think? 

“Not sure yet,” Dayna says. 
“But,” she adds with a grin “it’s in 
a play, so it’s OK.” 





BARD-BASED THEATRICAL 
SMORG AT SHADOW

t's a variety show with a sin- 
gle theme,” says David Belke of 
The Bard's Best Bits, and for those 
who crave a little something dif- 
ferent in the Shakespearean line, 
Shadow Theatre offers it up for 
one night only, Saturday, July 21 
at 8 p.m. 

“The show itself is pretty much 
an excuse to play with 
Shakespeare,” says Belke, 
Shadow’s resident playwright. 
“Every actor in the world has a 
Shakespeare monologue that they 
bring out for auditions and for 
party pieces. When we first did 
the show, we had a piece we 
wanted to do but it wasn’t long 
enough, so we invited other peo- 
ple to come out and do their 
pieces. And it’s. been so much fun 
that we decided to make it a regu- 
lar thing.” 

But The Bard's Best Bits delivers 
something more than an evening 
of recitations, says Belke: it fea- 
tures work inspired by 
Shakespeare. 

“Like Caroline Livingstone,” he 
says. “Last year she presented a 
piece called The Rest is Silence in 
which she created a monologue 
entirely out of words and phrases 
from various Shakespeare plays, 
and she does it accompanied by a 
person holding cards identifying 
the source. It’s an amazing piece.” 

Also returning is Steele Sterling, 
Lounge Singer Extraordinare 
(Roger Shultz), who last year did 
Cole Porter's Let’s Do It, only 
adapted with Shakespearean char- 
acters in mind. 

Amongst the new offerings are 
broadcaster Colin MacLean tack- 
ling Puck and Jennifer Spencer 
unveiling the heretofore-unknown 
correspondence of Anne 
Hathaway to her spouse. 

Also new this year is a piece by 
Paul Matwychuk. “It’s a story 
about an all-female version of 
Richard II, so that’s intriguing 
right there,” says Belke. 

“There are people and things 
who are naturally assumed to be 
great. But it never hurts 
to remind yourself of 
why it’s so great,” 
says Belke.

| are as it may be, I’ve 
never been crazy about the food 
offerings at the Mall that ate West 
Edmonton. 

It’s fine if you want cookie-cut- 
ter food court fast food or a fran- 
chise outlet meal (lots of choice 
there), but it’s never really been 
known for any kind of cutting- 
edge or stand-alone culinary offer- 
ings.

Long one of my favourite estab- 
lishments in Old Strathcona, the 
eatery seems to have made the 
transition to its new digs with 
admirable grace. 

Mind you, it helps that the origi- 
nal Julio’s has carved out a 
unique, enviably comfortable 
niche for itself, housed as it is ina 
rather cold-by-design modernist 
building. 

If anything, this new location is

Happy to see that Julio’s Deux

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Feeling hung out to dry 


Cottagers at Lake Wabamun fear that their vacation spot may never recover

Famity and friends don’t visit the 
Paron’s Lake Wabamun cabin much any- 
more. 

James and Anne Paron, married for 56 
years (“We didn’t know we could quit!” 
says James, feigning shock), have made 
the lake a significant part of their lives. 
James cut the cabin’s log walls nearly four 
decades ago. Before that, the couple actu- 
ally lived in a boat on the lake. When bad 
weather came, they'd sail up one of the 
creeks around the lake for shelter. 

So why don’t folks come to visit the 
Paron’s immaculate, pleasant cabin to do 
a little water-skiing anymore? 

if you want water deep enough for ski- 
ing, “Start walking,” says James, pointing 
at the middle of the lake. “Ill give you a 
sandwich, because you'll need one.” 


A RECEDING SHORELINE 

For the newly arrived city dweller, the 
Lake Wabamun area appears to be.an 
oasis. The view seems idyllic — a broad 
expanse of glistening lake under a big 
blue sky, surrounded by treed shoreline. 

But closer inspection suggests that 
something unusual is happening. 
Lakefront properties have lawns that sud- 
denly drop off, sometimes two or three 
times, grass giving way to weeds, before 
reaching the lake. Many of the yards 


sport gouges about three feet wide, as if 
an enormous lake-dweller had surfaced 
and taken a bite out of the lawn. These 
are the scars of docks that have been 
abandoned so that property owners could 
build new ones closer to the lake. And the 
new docks? Some stretch into the lake as 
far as 300 feet. Even so, adults standing at 
the farthest ends find that the water isn’t 
even up to their waists. 


LAKE WABAMUN 
IS SHRINKING 

Plenty of factors might account for the 
lake's decline. Heat and wind can cause 
evaporation. An unusual lack of snow in 
the winter, of runoff in the spring or of 
precipitation in the summer might also 
contribute to the situation. In fact, many 
point to precisely these factors as being 
significant culprits, noting that lakes are 
down everywhere in the province of 
Alberta. 

Lake levels are low throughout the 
province. On its website, Alberta 
Environment posts a Weekly Lake 
Report, detailing the levels of a dozen 
bodies of water in the province. Of 
course, just knowing a lake’s current ele- 
vation doesn’t indicate whether the lake 
is unusually high or low. For that reason, 
the department includes variability 
information, based on data collected 
between 1971 and 1994 and reported in 
terms of upper and lower quartiles.

Between 1971 and 1994, 25 per cent of 
the recorded lake levels were above the 
upper quarter, 25 per cent below the 
lower. The range in between the two 
serves as Alberta Environment's defini- 
tion of “average” lake elevation. The 
average range for most of the lakes in the 
weekly report spans 30 cm or less; for 
Lake Wabamun it covers 34 cm. Levels 
below the lowest quartile are considered 
“below average.” 

Of the lakes included in the weekly 
report, only two are operating within 
their average range, with levels 26 cm 
above their lower quartiles. 

More often, lake elevations are below 
their lower quartiles, some slightly (to 
the tune of 5 to 13 cm), some significant- 
ly (38 em). Although elevations are 
down, however, only two lakes in the 
survey are 50 cm below their lower quar- 
tiles: Lesser Slave and Wabamun. In fact, 
at 723.89 m, Lake Wabamun is only 8 cm. 
from its all-time low, recorded in 
November of 1961, 

“The really noticeable thing,” says one 
longtime observer, “is that it’s low and 


it’s been low for 12 years, whereas before 


if we had low periods, it was two or 
three or at most five.” 


ACCELERATED 
EVAPORATION

nating the lake), and then pumps it into 
Wabamun. 

It seems like a straightforward solution 
But not everyone is happy. Some property 
owners are upset at how long it took th 
plant to start pumping water reliably.

FLEXIBLE GUIDELINES 

As long as the Wabamun plant 
operates, it continues to accumu- 
late water debt, which it must 
repay.

Pat Spilsted claims that the new 
concrete weir was built 18 inches 
lower than the previously existing 
weir.

PICKING UP THE PACE 

Recognizing that the current 
water treatment plant is repaying 
the historical water debt rather 
slowly, Transalta is in the process 
of expanding the plant to double 
its output and allowing the histor- 
ical debt to be paid by 2006. But 
Doull says that in order to speed 
passage for the licence renewal, 
“{Transalta] tied the enhancement 
of the water treatment plant back 
to their condition for the power 
plant. You give us our 10-year 
approval or you don’t get the 
enhanced Wabamun water treat- 
ment plant.” 

The renewal stipulated that the 
company has until 2005 to come 
up with a 
plan to either 
upgrade the 
Wabamun 
plant or to 
decommis- 
sion it by the 
year 2010. By 
2005, the 
company also hopes to have com- 
pleted an expansion of the 
Keephills plant that will expand 
its generation, enough to account 
for the energy generated by the 
Wabamun plant and then some. 

Spilsted is concerned that the 
renewal has given Transalta an 
opportunity to w: any remain- 
ing life out of as Spree 
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Ralph Leriger, a spokesman for 
Transalta, says that any imputa- 
tion of hidden motives on the 
company’s part are unwarranted. 
In fact, he says, the company is 
keen to involve the public in its 
decision-making, and to take all 
factors, environmental, social and 
financial, into account. Moreover, 
he says, the Keephills expansion is 
meant to accommodate exploding 
demand, not to replace the 
Wabamun plant. 

Many who live close to the lake 
feel that the demands placed on 
Transalta are actually too harsh. 
Heavily represented among those 
are Transalta employees, who fear 
that their livelihoods will be 
threatened, and municipal and 
county officials, who appreciate 
Transalta’s financial impact from 
taxes and otherwise. In their eyes, 
the cottagers are weekend inter- 
Jopers who aren’t taking the 
broader view of the area’s best 
interests.

Dressed in 
simple clothing and equipped with only a chair, Koh watches impassively but 
attentively, neither responding to the gestures of people who might attempt to 
interact with her, nor attempting-to communicate with the passers-by in any way. 
The sole emphasis is on the gazes formed between the artist and the observers. 


Germaine Koh is a visual artist and curator active across Canada and internationally. 
Her work uses very simple means to pay attention to everyday actions, familiar 
situations and common places. A solo exhibition of her work recently closed at the 
Contemporary Art Gallery in Vancouver, and another will open in Winnipeg in 
November. 





Jessica Reeves-‘Cohen (New York, USA) 

The current work of Jessica Reeves-Cohen involves the use of surveillance cameras as a 
form of documentation and am introduction to a “private audience” of privileged 
viewers. The artist uses existing cameras to catalyze a connection with the people 
behind the cameras by interrupting their expectations of “questionable behavior” in a 
space that they are responsible for.

P7 says you can’t keep a good band down

ust about anyone with an inter- 
est in rock history has a soft spot 
for the late Lester Bangs, a 
scabrous, witty journalist for 
Creem Magazine and Rolling Stone, 
whe championed basic rock ‘n roll 
and punk throughout the '70s. 
After the success of the movie 
Almost Famous, in which Bangs is 
portrayed most vividly by Philip 
Seymour Hoffman, Bangs has 
once again filtered into the popu- 
lar culture, along with the music 
he so much loved. This comes just 
in time to a) save rock ‘n roll (of 
course), and b) publicize 
Vancouver's Nasty On, a basic 
rock unit right down Bang’s alley, 
who coincidentally had recorded 
the Lester Bangs EP, the title track 
a loud and raucous tribute to the 
deceased critic. 

“Oh God, I’m terrible,” admits 
guitarist Allen Forrister. “I got 
Carburator Dung [Bang’s collected 
articles] back in September and I 
only just started reading it. And 
now I think he’s incredible. But 
Jason [Grimmer, vocalist} is our 
lyricist and he’s been reading 
Bangs for years; I was like, ‘dude, 


we need a song about a dead guy.’ 


He said, ‘I'll write a song about 
Lester Bangs,’ and | said ‘Cool!’ 
Then he started popping up in the 
media and we were like ‘hey, let’s 
sell out,’ but we failed.” 

Forrister has an appealing 
insouciance, and the Nasty On are 
a welcome throwback to the glory 
days of 4/4, primal rock. 
Antecedents are obviously the 
Stooges and MC5; Forrister also

Rock critics across Canada were 
treated to an extra feature with 
their copy of the Summerlad’s 
first album, Distance Will Be Swept 
Up, the latest band featuring 
vocalist P7, frontman for the late, 
lamented Primrods. Along with 
the album came the Calgary 
band’s manifesto, a mock-serious 
tirade against incompetence and 
reactionary tendencies in 
Canadian music, Under the head- 
ing of Retro Futurism, the 
Summerlad dispensed. pitiless and. 
cutting judgement on the 
Canadian music scene; it was pre- 
tentious, vicious, and very funny. 
But in the small world of 
Canadian music, where diploma- 
cy often spills over into obse- 
quious back-patting, all humour 
must be painstakingly spelled out 
lest someone get offended. 

“I've had a few people in 
Calgary come up to me about it,” 
allows P7. “They’re just like, 
y'know, ‘oh, how can you say this 
about Calgary bands?’ Well, what 
am I saying about Calgary bands? 
‘Well, you're not supporting 
them, these people that you play 
with.’ Obviously they didn’t get 
the joke.” 

That's a shame, really. 
Especially since the Summerlad 
have recorded an album worthy 
of their overblown proclamation. 
Distance Will Be Swept Up, released 
a few months ago under the twin 
aegis of Sloth and Catch and 
Release records, is by turns abra- 
sive, difficult, and actuall quite 
engaging. While distinct 
last endeavour, it continues the 
Primrods tradition of inscrutable ~ 
lyrics and idiosyncratic song 
structure. Perhaps 
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proven gratifying. 

“We've gotten positive respons. 
es from everybody. I think a lot of 
people down there were su prised 
that a band from Canada could — 
and I don’t want to sound preten, 
tious here — hold their own 
against bands from the States wha 
were really quite fantastic. And 
they seemed to think the same of 
us, so we felt pretty vindicated,’

Dauphine redux 


Canadian company behind stylish cars 
that Mother Nature approves of

Il. not often that fashionistas 
and environmentalists hanker 
after the same item. Yet the three 
men behind Feel Good Cars, 
Probyn (Bunny) Gayle, Marek 
Warunkiewicz and Ian Clifford, 
have managed to combine their 
passion for recycling and the 
environment with their unfet- 
tered urban style to present a car 
that offers much more than just a 
great price tag. 

Feel Good Cars, a Canadian com- 
pany, sells fully-restored 1960s 
Renault Dauphines with a twist: 
the internal combustion engine 
has been replaced with a state-of- 
the-art electric propulsion sys- 
tem. 

In the 60s the Dauphine was 
France's answer to the 
Volkswagen Beetle. It’s a petite 
four-door car with pleasantly 
rounded curves. Today’s cleaner- 
running, refurbished Dauphines 
cost around $25,000. There have 
been a few upgrades to the 40- 
year-olds, The dashboards have 
been replaced to incorporate an 
E-meter (an electric “fuel” gauge 
and trip computer), Three-point 


- Safety belts have been added to: 


the front and rear seats. And dis- 
cerning commuters can choose 
from a huge selection of contem- 


he colours 
lv m. 
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In the early 1900s, electric vehi- 
cles were more popular than gas- 
powered cars. Yet the electric 
vehicle quickly fell out of favour 
as internal combustion engine 
technology allowed for faster cars 
that only needed a refill every 
couple of days. The problems 
with speed, distance, and 
recharge time continue to plague 
electric vehicles. The Dauphine 
tops out at approximately 100 
kilometres per hour and a fully 
charged battery will only take 
you 80 kms. Clifford maintains 
that although this might not seem 
like much, the average urban 
commuter only travels around 40 
kms a day and rarely at speeds 
much over 50 km/h. “It would be 
very easy for us to make this car 
go twice as far and twice as fast 
just by using state-of-the-art bat- 
tery technology,” says Clifford, 
“but the car would cost a hun- 


/, 





dred thousand dollars. So t 
challenge was to use exis 
technology to make a vehicle th 
was very practical and ready i 
roll.” 

It currently takes six to eight 
hours to fully recharge the bai 
tery, which means that drivers 
will want to pay careful attention 
to their E-meter and make sur 
they remember to plug the ca: 
at night. This could be seen as 
only minor inconvenience when 
you consider that the average car 
produces about 2.4 kilograms of 
carbon dioxide for every litre of 
gasoline used and each year, 
light-duty vehicles account for 
roughly 12 per cent of green- 
house gases. 

Electric cars have no tailpipe or 
evaporative emissions. They have 
no fuel, combustion, or exhaust 
seal They never need oil 
changes, air filters, tune-ups, 
mufflers, timing belts, or emis- 
sion tests. They are almost main- 
tenance-free. It might just be that 
these retro runabouts really are 
something to feel good about.

Risky behaviour 


Why aren’t safe sex campaigns working? 


| found myself in the men’s 
washroom at a gay bar recently 
(don’t ask) and noticed signs on 
the stall doors reminding men to 
practice safe sex when high or 
drunk. I wondered at the time, “If 
I was fucked up and having bath- 
room sex at a club, would I even 
notice a piece of paper, and if I 
did, would it make.-me stop and 
slide on a condom?” 

I was thinking about this when I 
spoke to Barry Adam, a sociolo- 
gist at the University of Windsor 
who had recently done a study on 
why gay men don’t practice safe 
sex and what one might do to con- 
vince them to. 

He says current safer-sex cam- 
paigns aren’t entirely working 
Recent stats that show HIV is on 
the rise among gay men in many 
major cities (Toronto’s rate of 
infection went from 1.7 per 100 
tested to 2.5 from 1996 to 1999) 
back this up. An alarming study at 
a sexual-health clinic in London 
published recently in the British 
Medical Journal showed increased 
rates of infection in a group of gay 
men after they attended a work- 
shop teaching them about risky 
sexual behaviour. 

Adam, who has been doing 
research in gay and lesbian stud- 
ies and HIV-related issues for 

ears and was the founding mem- 
ber of the AIDS Committee of 
Windsor in 1985, decided it was 
time to rethink how we look at 
safer-sex education. 

Most research, Adams says, 
tries to come up with some subset 
of men who are the problem and 
‘tends to be very behaviour-orient- 
ed, looking at who does what sex 

whom. 


Meaning 72 had. While the situa- 
tions varied, the reasons the men 
had unsafe sex were fairly consis- 
tent. 

Most often, it was about trust. 
But it’s surprising how flimsy 
some of these judgments were. 

Take the one guy who said, “! 
don’t feel it was unsafe because | 
don’t feel that 1 am HIV positive 
and I don’t think he is.” 

One guy said he skipped the 
latex with a guy because “T felt he 
was a safer candidate to have 
unsafe sex with. He gave the illu- 
sion of being straight — his hair- 
cut, his body type, his attitude 

Another stereotype is that only 


those having casual sex are at risk. 


Adam found that among gay cou- 
pies having sex without condoms,

about half did so after being test- 
ed, then developing a policy 
around monogamy. The rest just 
moved toward having unprotect- 
ed sex without being tested. 

“It seems that unprotected sex is 
often used as a sign of communi- 
cating trust and intimacy with a 
partner,” reasons Adam. “And it 
often happens at a more informal, 
psychological level, rather than 
being discussed.” 

How can any safer-sex cam- 
paign overcome that? 

“| think you can make progress 
by re-evaluating condoms again 
not as distrust but as caring,” 
Adam says. “The problem lies 
when a condom becomes a signifi- 
er for intimacy — ‘I trust you 
therefore I will ride bareback with 
you’ — when really it should be 
the other way around: ‘I trust and 
love you and therefore want you 
to be safe. Let's use a condom.” 

Obviously, intimacy is a big 
issue in any relationship, gay or 
straight. But, says Adam, there 
aren’t a lot of forums for gay peo- 

ple to talk about these issues. 

“So much of gay- and lesbian- 
focused literature is on the politi- 
cal or usual safer-sex messages,” 
complains Adam. “Where do you 
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go to discuss or get relationship 
advice?” 

While issues surrounding inti- 
macy, trust and condom use are 
similar for hets, gays and lesbians, 
the latter two groups face particu- 
lar concerns because of the lack of 
acceptance of homosexuality. 

Coming out is a big problem, 
says Adam. And for young gay 
men, first sexual encounters are 
often not premeditated. 

“They just happen,” explains 
Adam. “Add that to the psycho- 
logical turmoil and denial that 
often goes with the territory and 
chances are condoms are the last 
thing on his mind.” 

Drugs and alcohol are another 
area of concern, but Adam says 
that “Don’t do drugs” and “If 
you're going to do drugs use a 
condom” campaigns don’t work 
because they don’t address why 
these guys are taking drugs in the 


cold, hard 
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first place, 

“Tt really looks to me that the 
gay men who use alcohol and 
drugs in order to give themselves 
permission to have sex, to over 
come inhibitions, seem most Vu; 
nerable to engage in unsafe se) 
says Adams. 

Obviously, plenty of straight 
people need to get looped to ge! 
laid, but again, gays have moretv 
get past psychologically, and 
booze can ease the struggle 

“We need youth projects to sup 
port young and older men coming 
out, and we need places where 
men can talk about their pursuit | 
of intimacy and couple forma 
tion,” he says, “and to get them! 
equate safe sex to intimacy insted! 
of the other way around.”

When Edmonton’s major media 
outlets refused on principle to 
help police catch Canada Day riot- 
ers by publishing photos of sus- 
pects, Old Strathcona business 
owners were left wondering 
which moral rulebook the journal- 
ists were reading. 

“We didn’t get it,” said Old 
Strathcona Business Association 
executive director Shirley Lowe. 

“In the hierarchy of principles, 
ours is higher than theirs.” 

Police seized tapes and photos 
of the riot taken by local newspa- 
per and television outlets. After 
combing through the evidence, 
police asked the media to publish 
or broadcast certain pictures in the 
hope the public would help iden- 
tify the individuals depicted. 
Every media outlet in the city 
refused for two reasons: first, that 
it’s not their job to help police 
investigations and second, the 
next time a photographer or cam- 
eraperson is in a situation like 
that, it could become dangerous 
for them 

But the businesses countered 
that if the people who smashed 
windows, vandalized and looted 
Whyte Avenue businesses aren’t 
quickly brought to justice — ina 
very public manner — it will be 
tantamount to declaring open sea- 
son on storefronts for drunks. 

Lowe articulated these concerns 
in a letter to all OSBA members 
last week, in which she urged 
them to pressure media outlets 
into co-operating. She also dis- 
missed media safety concerns, 
arguing that “it is unreasonable to

expect that a drunken mob will 
respect or recognize anyone, 
including reporters .,. the media 
are not guaranteeing their own 
safety by refusing to become part 
of the campaign to help us,” she 
wrote. 

Despite the campaign, no media 
outlets co-operated. The 
Edmonton Police Service gave up 
asking, deciding instead to post 
the pictures on the EPS’s own 
website. 

Interestingly, as soon as word 
got out about the pictures on the 
web, the number of hits on the 
police site more than doubled. 

The day before the pictures 
went up, 578 people looked at the 
site. For the first five days after 
they were posted, the site received 
anywhere from 1,100 to 1,800 hits 
per day. 

On Tuesday, police declared the 
scheme a success. One person was 
identified and is now under inves- 
tigation. The individual’s name 
won't be released unless charges 
are laid. 

More photos will be posted in 
the coming days.

Jacobson’s overnight success was 12 years in the making. At | 
she togk up a dare to quit smoking and start training for a 
me triathlon, and four years later switched to the single disciplin 
Xe ; =F of marathons. For the past three years she has been ranked in 
the top four in the country, choosing to train in the obscurity 
of her hometown rather than move to either of Canada’s ati 
letics centres, Vancouver and Toronto. 

She was a star 
in Edmonton’s insular running community, but outside of 
that circle she was an unknown. Now every organization in

Are economic spin-off claims over the top?

Phe World’s will bring untold 
nomic benefit to the City of 

edmonton. Everyone knows it. 

the World’s organizers cite fig- 
ures, supplied by Economic 
Development Edmonton, that say 
the net impact will be $203 mil- 
lion. What to do with the few 
aysayers who doubt the long- 
erm net benefit of holding this 
sort of “world-class” event? Point 
them to the cold, hard numbers — 
the data that has been used to 
back up bids the world over. 

Well, you could do that, says 

evin Wamsley, director of the

Wamsley has also argued that 
many of the “legacy” projects left 
by major sporting events may not 
benefit many of the people who 
helped to pay for them. (Two- 
thirds of funding for the World’s 
will come from the federal and 
provincial governments.) 
Although millions may make use 
of refurbished stadiums, other

But doesn’t attracting an event 
like this make Edmonton a world- 
class city? “World class” 
ignation in search of a definition, 
according to Wamsley. “What 
does it mean? Can you translate 
the rhetoric about being a world- 
class city into corporate money, 
better infrastructure in the city, a 
better standard of living for 
Edmontonians? " 

Wamsley also takes a dim view 
of media sponsoring hallmark 
events, given that they’re charged- 
with evaluating event impact 
objectively. “It’s a winning situa- 
tion for selling papers, but you're 
really compromising your journal- 
istic integrity at the outset.’

Method activists 


Techno-rock heavyweights say opposition to 
club culture has positive effects

ae Scott Kirkland, one 
half of techno-rock heavyweights 
The Crystal Method, is how one 
might imagine meeting the 
Wizard of Oz. After finally getting 
an audience with of the most suc- 
cessful North American electronic 
music artists, I soon realized that 
he was more of an average guy 
than one might expect. The face- 
less entity that performs feats of 
techno-wizardry through a com- 
plex cache of fantastic technology 
is rather nervous and admittedly a 
tad scatterbrained. 

“Geez-Louise, I just sat on the 
bus driver's glasses, hold on a sec- 
ond,” exclaims a jumpy Kirkland. 
This is followed by a long pause 
and laughing in the background. 
“There’s nothing as bad as sitting 
on your bus driver's only pair of 
glasses, I think. Oh hell.” He 
sounds genuinely remorseful as 
he offers to “tape ‘em up.” 

“I don’t think there’s a part of 
the bus | can go to without caus- 
ing destruction,” he sighs. The 
musician has reason to be edgy, 
having just released Tweekend, the 
“less bombastic and manic” fol- 
low-up to The Crystal Method’s 
very popular 1997 debut, Vegas. 
To support the new disc, Kirkland 
and fellow Method-man Ken 
Jordan are on an intensive North 


American tour that will see them 
playing to crowds as large as 30 
000. Perhaps it is the thought of 
this that causes him to become 
increasingly flustered and 
decreasingly coherent. As the 
clock ticks in the short interview, 
it becomes apparent that a new 
line of questioning is in order 
before things spin out of control. 
Time to consult the Wizard for 
advice. 

Having scored a big hit in the 
mid-1990s with a song (“Keep 
Hope Alive”) about the troubled 
L.A. club scene, The Crystal 
Method seem like they may have 
insight to offer into local rave club 
problems. Kirkland asserts that 
resistance from city council is 
commonplace throughout North 
America. “I know in New York 
they’re having a helluva time 
because the mayor is holding back 
on certain types of licensing — 
you can have music, but you can’t 


have dancing. It’s pretty scary.” 





Calming down a bit, Kirkland 
points out that the generation is to 
blame for much of the animosity. 

‘L remember having school 
dances when I was much younger 
— just having a place to go and 
hang out and not feel intimidated 
to do anything, and just being able 
to release some energy.” 

“It's unfortunate that there are 
so many city councilmen that 
don’t try to get in touch with the 
youth [or] have city council meet- 
ings around what [the club-goers] 
want, rather than [what] some 
group of middle-aged, out of 
touch, city councilors want.” 

He also points out that the con- 
flict can have a positive effect. “I 
know in Florida it has caused a lot 
of people to become more active 
and be more involved in what 
goes on in their community. They 
can have the rug pulled from 
under them only so many times 
before people decide to activate 
and get out and be proactive 
when it comes to this type of 
dancing.” 

“T think there has to be an effort 
to get out there and show support 
for what [the youth] want. Show 
up at these city council meetings 
and have someone represent them 
in these sorts of decisions that are 
being made by other people. And 
just do something, basically. You 
have to be as active in the future 
of your scene as you are in the 
scene.” 

With newfound confidence, the 
electronic wizard offers his aid. 
“You should have a signing at our 
show. Have everybody come 

down and have somebody there 
signing petitions. Tie us in with 
that, we'll be happy to support it.”

Ripcordz still annoying their parent:

Crting from Humboldt, 
Saskatchewan, Paul Gott of the 
Ripcordz kindly brings the inter- 
viewer up on the considerable histo- 
ry behind the Montreal band. “Ten 


albums, together twenty years, prob- 


ably more than a thousand shows, if 
Lever bothered to count.” The 
account is strung together in the dry, 
modest tone of a journeyman musi- 
cian who has played endless all-ages 
and hall shows for half his life. The 
fact that he’s 39 and still playing is 
remarkable; but Gott has enough of 
a sense of humor about his elder 
statesman role in the Canadian punk 
scene to call his band’s latest album 
Never Too Late To Annoy Your 
Parents, now available on Sudden 
Death Records. 

“T felt it quite appropriate 
because my dad thinks I’m still 
stupid,” he wryly remarks. “I 
mean, I’ve got myself a good job, 
a house, a wife and three cats, and 
a backyard. I just put a rock gar- 
den in the yard. But I don’t think 
my parents will ever understand 
it. The moment parents start 
understanding it, it won’t be 
worth doing anymore.” 

Gott’s day job absolutely reeks 
of respectability; he’s the assign- 
ment editor for Global 
Television's six o'clock news in 
Montreal. With such responsibili- 
ty resting in his unreconstructed 
punk rocker’s hands, Gott must 
have a more sophisticated view of 
the world than,he did when he 
was starting out in 1980. 

“Oh, I still yell at the world,” he 
disagrees. “I was at the Summit of 
the Americas; after getting dinged 
off the back of my head by a gas 
canister when I was just standing 
there talking to someone from 
Global Television, I got pissed off. 
But I don’t think we have any 
great perspective difference (from 
when we were younger). We're a 
band that hangs out with their 
audience; I think we get more per- 
spective from them than they do 
from us.” 

He also shrugs off any profes- 
sional musical aspirations. 

“We've always been very DIY. 
We've never made any money; 
this is what we do for fun.” 

Gott formed the Ripcordz when 
punk rock was just starting to 
harden into a set of dogmatic 
principles. In North America espe- 
cially, budding punks had to fig- 
ure out how to dress the part, 
relying on a limited amount of 
coverage from New York and 
Britain. 

Bands were still just as likely to 
reference mainstream rock as they 
were any of the trailblazers from 
four or five years before. Gott 
remembers it fondly. “Nobody 


knew what the hell they were 
doing in 1980. I remember trying 


to explain to my mom what kind

Bluegrass from away 


American builds a new home in 
Newfoundland for the music he loves

Whatever culture shock there 
was, he got over it and immersed 
himself in his new surroundings 
quickly. 

“1 knew it was home sometime 
in the seventies, but I missed my 
musical outlets and had to find a 
new musical avenue.” 

Early on he played with a very 
young Ron Hynes, who in ‘72 was 
a budding songwriter. During a 
short stint with a band called 
Sneed Heard and The Smiling 
Liberators, he was introduced to 
Ted Rowe, a guitarist with whom 
he shared similar musical tastes. 
In short order they successfully 
began to create a sound that meld- 
ed bluegrass with elements of tra- 
ditional Newfoundland folk 
music. 

There have been a few changes 
in personnel along the way, but 
Crooked Stovepipe also includes 
fiddler Don Randell who has been 
in fold since ‘76. “Then we added 
Don’s musical friend Ted 
Blanchard, also a fiddler, and he 
was doing live radio in St. John’s 
in the forties. 


The group is rounded out by 
Rex Yetman on mandolin and 
Ted’s son Dave on bass,” contin- 
ued Rosenberg who hasn’t played 
out west since the band played in 
Calgary back in ‘81 

On a Crooked Stovepipe album 
titled Newfoundland Bluegrass, 
recorded in ‘92 and "93, the band 
put new twists on bluegrass sta 
ples like Don Reno's Let’s Live For 
Tonight and the Flatt and Scruggs 
number I'l] Never Shed Another 
Tear while putting bluegrass 
instrumentation on a 19th century 
Newfoundland whaling song 
called The Old Polina. 

On six tunes, the wheeze of a 
button accordian added a dimen- 
sion that bluegrass purists had 
never heard before; unfortunately, 
the band doesn’t presently have 
an accordian player. 

Asa writer, Rosenberg’s credits 
include a complete session-by-ses- 
sion discography of the work of 
Bill Monroe from 1940 to 1973, 
with as the author says “extensive 
commentary”, that was published 
by the Country Music Foundation 
in ‘74. 

He'll also be bringing a few 
copies of his book Bluegrass/A 
History to sell at the merch table. 

“The latest project to be pub- 
lished is a photo book called 
Bluegrass Odyssey. It’s the visual 
side of bluegrass. Carl 
Fleischhauer was responsible for 
all the photos,” mentioned the 
man who also wrote all the exten- 
sive liner-notes for the Bear 
Family Records pressings of the 
Bill Monroe Sessions.

The Politics of Exclusion by Jean 
Swanson, may represent the com- 
pletion of a worthy task by its 
author, and a public vindication of 
the views of many anti-poverty 
activists and poor people, but it is 
not likely to accomplish much. 
Although fascinating in some 
respects, Poor-Bashing offers no 
vision and fails to ask any truly 
provocative questions. 

Of course, it doesn’t promise to. 
Poor-Bashing is a book about poor- 
bashing: it enumerates many of 
the ways in which the less fortu- 
nate are discriminated against by 
their government, their fellow citi- 
zens, their media, and themselves. 

Although this may be credited 
as a deeply felt book, the litany 
that comprises its first chapter will 
stop many readers in their tracks. 
The heavy-handed monotony of 
the section headings and the 
relentless use of the phrase “poor- 
bashing” obscure the plight of the 
people whose stories are told 
under the title “What poor people 
say about poor-bashing.” These 
kinds of stylistic errors, which 
make the book difficult to read, 
reveal the lack of a healthy editori- 
al influence.

The book eventually partially 
extricates itself from the aggrieved 
testimonial style in subsequent 
chapters and embarks on an inter- 
esting history of laws concerning 
poverty and society’s treatment of 
the poor from the middle ages in 
Europe to Canada in the present 
day. 
Along the way, Swanson makes 
some sharp observations about the 
media’s tendency to succumb to 
stereotypes rather than seek the 
truth. Again, however, the book’s 
progress is haphazard. Although 
in later chapters it benefits from 
being grounded in contemporary 
events, Swanson’s scattered obser- 
vations fail to build to any conclu- 
sion or apparent understanding — 
beyond, of course, the message 
that poor-bashing is wrong and 
unfair, which is where the book 
begins and ends. 

Poor-Bashing, though subtitled 
The Politics of Exclusion, pits pover- 
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ty against wealth; it’s hard to 
imagine that this will create con- 
ciliation and understanding, 
rather than more division and 
prejudice. 

Itis also unlikely to be read by 
anyone who does not already con- 
cur with the perspective it endors- 
es. Its conflicting advice to “privi- 
leged group members” (ie: the 
not-poor) is: “Don’t expect to be 
trusted”, and “Do trust others” 
(Appendix C: To Equalize Power 
Among Us). 

Perplexing contradictions like 
these, and the very awkward, 
though sincere, style of Poor- 
Bashing, make it an easy object of 
ridicule for the same right-wing -

In light of a recent press release 
by one'such grqup, the Fraser 
Institute, concerning a new report 
about poverty in our country, any 
book that challenges the accepted 
public perception of those who 
struggle on the sidelines and at the 
bottom of our economic structure 
has become even more timely. In 
the press release, Professor 
Christopher Sarlo, the author of 
Measuring Poverty in Canada 
(Fraser Institute, 2001), states that 
the source of the rather daunting 
reported levels of poverty in 
Canada is statistical, that is to say 
that rates of poverty are overesti- 
mated because people's needs are 


overestimated. 

As a result, child poverty, for 
instance, weighs in.atra more 
acceptable 10per cent, rather than 
20per cent. Using Statistics 
Canada’s population estimates for 
2001, that would mean only 
800,000 people under 18 living in 
true (according to the Fraser 
Institute) poverty rather than 1.6 
million living in StatsCan’s inflal- 
ed idea of “poor”. 

Is this somehow better news? 
And for whom? Bizarre state- 
ments like this require an intelli- 
gent response, and their sources 
require articulate opposition. Now 
we know what poor-bashing is: !5 
there an alternative?

alcolm is what we would 
call an ‘extreme naturist,’” 
Stéphane Deschénes, president of 
The Federation of Canadian 
Naturists and my tour guide for 
the day, informs me on the way 
over to The Nudist Store, which is 
located in a suburban area just 
north of Toronto. “Malcolm likes 
to be naked whenever he can.” 
Even while running his store. 

Yes, it was distracting chatting 
with him about the various travel 
videos, sunscreens and, um, T- 
shirts (?) he carries in the store 
while he was starkers behind the 
counter. Yes, I had to stop myself 
from looking down.

reality of sexual arousal is much 
more complex; it’s about a look, 
an idea, a thought.”

The Internet may offer opportunities to small business 


that were previously unimaginable — but it may 
simply extend the reach of the already powerful

D.n: be the last one on the 
Web, business owners. Think of 
the opportunities. 

“Reach new markets,” says the 
web-blurb from Telus, “across the 
country or around the world — 
and open your doors to business 
opportunities 24 hours a day, 7 
days a week.” 

On Microsoft's Central site, 
devoted to the promotion of busi- 
ness software, you'll find a stir- 
ring testimonial to the value of e- 
gumption. It tells the story of a 
would-be entrepreneur in 
Kemmerer, Wyoming — popula- 
tion 3,000 — who wanted to start 
his own business but feared that 
the local market was too small. 
“Then,” says the story, “he hit on 
an idea. Why not use the Web to 
reach customers beyond 
Kemmerer?” 

Only a year later, according to 
the article, his furniture business 
was realizing the bulk of its sales 
— 60 to 70 percent — on the web, 
“shipping products to customers 
across the country and even over- 
seas.” The story adds that these 
results shouldn’t surprise any- 
one. “Many entrepreneurs are 
finding the Web gives a powerful 
boost to their home-based busi- 
nesses — a Web site can attract 
customers from any location.” 

Besides, your competitors are 
making plans to put their wares 
on the screens of your customers, 
if they aren’t stealing your mar- 
ket share already. Even in the 
midst of dot.com meltdown, 
Canadians are warned that it’s 
dangerous to ignore the power of 
the Internet. 


ARE WE BEHIND? 
Last June, for instance, the 
Financial Post reported that “five 
of the world’s leading e-com- 
merce and e-business solution 
providers” were gathering in 
Toronto to warn of the sorry state 
of Canadian e-business — and 
they weren’t just concerned about 
megacorps. “The Canadian small 
and medium business pee Peg 
of magnitude smaller ( 








it, you'll dike it; do it, or you'll be 
sorry. 

Maybe there’s something 
behind the prompting. Earlier this 
year, Statistics Canada reported 
that electronic commerce sales 
rose 73 per cent between 1999 and 
2000, accounting for $7.2 billion in 
sales. Granted, that only accounts 
for 0.4 per cent of total operating 
revenue generated by businesses 
across the country, but that’s 
twice as much as the year before. 

And surely that figure will con- 
tinue to grow, given the continu- 
ing increase in the number of 
those connected to the Internet. 
Statistics Canada reported last 
week that 51 percent of house- 
holds were wired in 2000, up 
from 42 per cent the year before. 
And an increasing proportion of 
those households — as of last 
counting, 25 per cent — are using 
the web for shopping. Where the 
net is concerned, the numbers just 
get bigger. 

Mostly. Whereas 10 percent of 
Canadian enterprises were selling 
on-line in 1999, only six per cent 
were still at it in 2000. Moreover, 
for every two new businesses 
offering goods for sale, five were 
closing their web doors. 


LITTLE GUY THREATENED 

Another intriguing statistic: in 
1999, the most recent year for 
which statistics are available, 
nearly 11 per cent of retail busi- 
nesses were making their wares 
available on the web, but those 





But, he says, it’s easy to dis- 
miss the suggestion that small 
business should be rushing to 
the Web for fear of being 
overrun. “You can’t make a 
statement like that with that 
degree of generality. You 
have to say ‘under certain 
circumstances, and the cir- 
cumstances are the follow-

“The Wyoming example is 
a classic case of how the 
Internet can help out,” says 
Hauble. “It depends on many 
factors, but if your product is 
so specialized that your target 
market isn’t concentrated, it’s 
a neat opportunity.” There 
may not be enough people 


locally to support you, but “on the 
global scale, the critical mass may 
be there.” 

But when the product isn’t spe- 
cialized, he says, “It’s the exact 
opposite. [Small-scale businesses] 
don’t face all of the challenges of 
the physical world, but they face 
some of them. People talk about 
the Internet being a level playing 
field and [say] everyone can com- 
pete with everyone else. Well, one 
of the first things I tell my stu-

labels that have gone broke, been 
absorbed by othe: companies, or 
just plain folded 

“Luckily, I can pull it off. They 
are like time capsules to me and 
Eddy put a little bit of a different 
twist on them.” 

Sadly, all this time Billy Joe 
Shaver has been talking of his tal 
ented son in the past tense. At the 
age of 61, Billy Joe Shaver lost his 
38-year-old son. This past New 
Year's Eve morning Eddy Shaver 
died of a heroin overdose. 

A few weeks after Eddy died, 
The Earth Rolls On album was 
released. On it is a chilling father 
and son vocal duet called Blood Is 
Thicker Than Water. The elder 
Shaver’s lyrics reflect the scripture 
“judge not, lest ye be judged”, as, 
while watching his son spiral 
downward, he was reminded of 
less than appealing times in his 
own life. It is one of the heaviest 
moments in the history of modern 
recorded music. 

“Since Eddy’s death, I’ve started 
writing close to 59 songs. But I’ve 
chosen not to finish them right 
now,” admitted the man who will 
be playing in an acoustic format 
this weekend at the Folk Festival. 

Last week, while in Camrose for 
the Big Valley Jamboree, Patty 
Loveless, who recorded a great 
version of Shaver’s When The 
Fallen Angels Fly in 1994, drew a 
picture of this songwriter she so 
admires. 

“He's such a tender soul and he 
can be shy, I remember try- 

ing to get him to sing When The 
Fallen Angels Fly at my release 
party for that album. He wouldn't 
do it, so I sang it for him. Billy Joe —

wearing or what kind of sneakers 
they’re wearing. I don’t have a lot 
of patience for ‘that.’ She does her 
own bit to fight the stereotype of 
the fiddle- playi ing, Celtic-influ- 
enced folk vocalist by sporting an 
array of bright hair colours and 
some piercings. This modern style 
finds its way into her music as 
well. 

Carthy admits that although tra- 
ditional fiddle music inspires her 








the most — her first few indepen- 
dent albums consist of covers of 
time-honoured songs — she 
wasn’t going to be constrained in 
any W ay when it came time to 
record a collection of originals. 
The result, Angels and Cigarettes, 
has a primarily traditional folk 
sound that Carthy updates — lyri- 
cally with some darker subject 
matter, musically with elements of 
electronica on some of the tracks.

Don’t worry, be happy 


Smoother doesn’t let adversity get in way of music

The image of the poor, angst-rid- 
den artist suffering to write dark 
and depressing songs is all too 
common on the musical Jand- 
scape. Whatever happened to 
being positive through adversity? 
Meet Smoother, Canada’s most 
bitter “happy band.” Despite 
being generally happy guys and 
playing undeniably happy pop 
music, something in the personali- 
ty of the band belies their upbeat 
exterior. 

“Tt’s funny that we have such 
happy music,” says guitarist Todd

Knight in explanation, “because 
most of the guys in the band are 
completely broke!” 

“There’s definitely an underly- 
ing tone of bitterness,” he says, 
“but it’s almost like we’re void of 
responsibility at this point, so that 
may come through in our music.” 

Starting with a different lineup 


10442 whyte ave 439.1273 
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in the mid-nineties, the Hamilton 
quintet signed with indie record 
mainstay Sonic Unyon and 
released a small repertoire of 
punkish pop material. Now on 
major label EMI and sporting a 
quirkier dance-influenced pop 
sound complete with keyboards 
and samples, Smoother seems 
intent on capturing as big an audi- 
ence as possible — and on not 
being broke anymore. 

As Knight describes it, a low- 
turnout show in Ottawa with 
Rusty in 1997 became a major 
epiphany for the band. “We were 
playing to these small crowds, 
and people just had these bored 
looks on their faces. They had 
seen the three-guitar rock thing a 
million times, and there was noth- 
ing to set us apart anymore.” 

This uncomfortable revelation 
led Smoother to depart in a new 
direction, both musically and pro- 
fessionally. “We just said, ‘Let's 
stop this whole self-serving artis- 
tic thing and go for broke,” says 
Knight. “It was time to take some 
big risks and write some crazy 
songs. Maybe write some songs 
for radio, and for all different 
ages.” 

The result was this year’s 
Chasing The Dragon, a slick and 
eclectic experiment in lighthearted 
pop songwriting. While many 
fans may be quick to point the 
“sellout!” finger, Knight is perfect- 
ly fine with that. “If we go down 
swinging, at least we can say we 
took an honest shot,” he says. 
“The fact is that the major label 
thing has been good for us. ” 

Going against the grain of much 
of the scene that spawned 
Smoother, Knight says the rela- 
tionship between the music and 
business parts of the industry can 
be a positive one. For better or for 
worse, he'd also like to use it to 
carry his band’s music beyond the 
borders of the conventional rock 
world. “We find ourselves wanti- 
ng to play some shopping malls or 
something,” he says. “People have 
always shied away from that, but 
we figure there’s people there that 
never get exposed to this type of 
live music. Half the time they’re 
probably too afraid to go out to 
the rock bars because they can be 
such scary places!”

A “cosmic camel,” “astro-fields,” 
and “cats in the corner catching 
vibrations from me,” may be the 
lyrical evidence that Tricky Woo 
may be Canada’s most bong-con- 
ducive band. Rolling, organic riffs 
recall the chunky ‘70s rock that 
many associate with rolling 
organic spliffs. It’s the ideal 
soundtrack for getting stoned in a 
wood-paneled basement while 
watching Starsky and Hutch. 

Even though the group titled 
their latest album Les Sables 
Magiques (The Magic Sand) 
because of the “head space” they 
were in while working on the disc, 
lead singer Andrew Dickson 
refutes the idea that his band has 
a herbal agenda. 

“T don’t know man, I don’t real- 
ly feel that we're a stoner rock 
band. All titles suck, you know? 
They're like little boxes they put 
bands in and stuff. I kinda under- 
stand what that title means and I 
don’t think we sound like Fu- 
Manchu or Kyuss, so I don’t think 
we're necessarily a part of that. I 
think we're a rock ‘n’ roll band — 
that’s where the root of it is any- 
ways.” 

Tricky Woo’s high is more of a 
sacred rock and roll thing, a kind 
of state, explains a very laid-back, 
yet serious, Dickson. He’s one of 
those musicians who sounds on- 
the-level when he claims that just 
making and playing music takes 
precedence above all else. 

“T guess spiritually we’re moved 
by the music we're trying to make 
and trying to play, and it also 
becomes Zen-like to tour, to be in 
a band and try to do something 
that’s absolutely never been done 
before, every night. That can 
become a spiritual thing if it 
works out.” 

Dickson admits that the group 
can sustain themselves as long as 
they tour regularly. But, in gener- 
al, just trying to survive as an hon- 
est rock ‘n’ roll musician is 
increasingly tough. He cites both

Teaching English a great way to see the world

More and more, people are using 
their education as a springboard to 
world travel.

And I had student 
loans that needed to be paid off 
and the job market didn’t look 
very good for university grads. I 
was tired of living in relative 
poverty while trying to make 
payments, so I decided a hefty 
paycheque in yen was worth the 
stress of moving to a foreign 
country.

Carol Huggler of Calgary is stuffed 
ungraciously into a corner and 
shouted-down by the pictures 
hung immediately around it. An 
edit by half would have surely 
made the better works even 
stronger, while the worse would 
hardly be missed by any but the 
artists who contributed them. 

Among the many lowlights here 
are works that are gimmicky or 
kitschy, or are sweetly sincere but 
poorly executed. 

Most of the rest of the work here 
does not quite sink to this level, 
but merely suffers from a simple 
lack of ambition on the part of the 
artists. Most of the artistic terrain 
here has been mapped out by the 
trailblazers of past generations, yet 
these contemporary artists seem 
satisfied to meekly follow along 
this well-worn path. Many of these 
painters exhibit technical compe- 
tence, but little else beyond that, 
content to offer pictures that are 
blandly pretty at best.

Bragg Creek presents perhaps the 
most full-fledged artwork in the 
show, High in Alberta’s Whaleback 
This image of a gnarled tree burst 
ing from its rocky outcrop owes

One can certainly understand 
why the amateur artist might wish 
to be part of the Alberta Society of 
Artists!There’s the effortless asso- 
ciation with historically important 
artists of the past, opportunities to 
participate in exhibitions orga- 
nized for the members, and the 
Society's relationship with the 
Alberta Foundation for the Arts 
(and the level of funding that goes 
with it... check out the slick exhibi- 
tion catalogue booklet and hard- 
cover ASA history book that 
accompany the show). 

For an organization that pur- 
ports to represent professional 
artists in Alberta, however, the 
work at the McMullen tells a dif- 
ferent story. Professional art in this 
province is ambitious and chal- 
lenging, and is, sadly, mostly 
absent from this showing of the 
best of the ASA, our “official” soci- 
ety of artists.

According to the sampling of 
films that receive distribution in 
the West, Iran boasts a distinctive 
and often superbly realized cine- 
ma. If Hollywood is oriented 
towards over-explanation and 
trite psychologizing, then Iranian 
film is the ultimate counterbal- 
ance, subtle, cryptic and inexplica- 
bly rich. Not a lot goes on; it’s 
usually narratively spare and dry 
in sentiment, but the seemingly 
simple mix produces surprising, 
resonance.

laustrophobia and 
dread permeate the air like the 
thick mist around the mansion 
The anemic palate that colours 
the film — grays, browns, and 
other hushed earth tones — pro 
vide the foreboding backdrop 
Warmth exists in the faint glow of 
candles and kerosene lamps, 
which create looming shadows 
that creep across rooms to hide 
the corners and the secrets of the 
mansion. These visuals in tandem 
with the sparse soundtrack (writ- 
ten and performed by Amenabar) 
give the illusion that the tempera- 
ture may actually be dropping in 
the theatre as the film progresses. 
It is a feat that few other ghost 
stories have been able to accom- 
plish, and none for quite some 
time. Most strongly recalling The 
Innocents (the 1961 film based on 
Henry James’ Turn of the Screw) 
and the original Haunting from 
1963, The Others chillingly pre- 
sents the uncanny. The dark 
recesses of the imagination are 
mined by inexplicable noises, 
things glimpsed amongst the 
shadows, and an over-arching 
sense of dread. But the film is not 
just remarkable for the way that it 
integrates symbolism and imagery 
into an elegant aesthetic: it also 
reworks the entire ghost story 
genre with a powerful twist finale. 
The result has garnered compar- 
isons to The Sixth Sense, although 
the film has much more depth and 
intelligence. More importantly, 
The Others has a rare, haunting 
resonance that grips the spine and 
raises the hairs on the back of the 
neck in genuine terror.

In Amenabar’s first film, Thesis 
(96), a love triangle is part of a 
murder thriller about snuff films 
being made in a university's film 
studies department. Open Your 
Eyes is like a melodrama in the 
Twilight Zone, while The Others is 
the tale of a woman’s single-hand- 
ed struggle to care for her family 
while being terrorized by ghosts. 

Amenabar preserves classic ele- 
ments of human drama within the 
genres of horror and supernatural 
thriller. More importantly, he’s a 
filmmaker who shows an interest 
in working through recurring 
themes, such as the chaos of one 
world poisoning another, frustrat- 
ed sexual desire between men and 
women, or the existential ques- 
tioning of reality. 

His films slowly take the viewer 
from one world to another, 
employing healthy amounts of 
film theory and symbolism; the 
role of the video camera and the 
impossibly dank corridors 
beneath the halls of academia in.

Luis’ 
perfect bride is not all that she 
seems to be, however, and it isn’t 
long before she disappears with 
her husband’s money and heart in 
her hands. Haunted by lost love 
(and Julia’s lips), Luis sets off to 
reclaim her with the dubious aid 
of a suspicious private investiga 
tor. It’s here that Cristofer seems 
to get cold feet about what he 
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wants his movie to be. What was 
potentially an entertainingly 
ridiculous spiral into unabashed 
melodrama slowly tries to take on 
a more serious and conventional 
approach. The remainder of the 
movie is a half-baked thriller filled 
with plot twists that are silly — 
but not silly enough — and dou- 
ble-crosses that are almost unbe- 
lievable, but still cliched enough 
to be boring. 

Once past the halfway point, it’s 
not a difficult task to predict how 
the whole affair will end. The 
pronusing, come 2dic spar k is most- 
ly tamed, and the last hour plays 
out with the uninterested yawn of 
a child who already knows exactly 
what's under the tree on 
Christmas Day. While the healthy 
dose of gratuitous Angelina Jolie 
nudity might be a saving grace for 
those disappointed in Tomb Raider, 
Original Sin ultimately fails 
because of its indecisiveness.

Festival offers theatre of another kind

The Fringe, now in its 20th year, 
is a free-for-all for microbrew the- 
atrical experiences full of shows 
meant to entice and shock the 
lowest suburban common denom- 
inator — caveat emptor, But what 
are some of your options for qual- 
ity Fringe fare that innovates, 
entertains, and enlightens? Let’s 
travel a little off the beaten path. 
Emptyspace theatre projects’ 
adaptation of Euripides’ The 
Bacchae should be an eye-opener.

M ega musical Les Misérables 
weaves its magic for the third 
fime in Edmonton on Tuesday 
August 21. The eight-day run of 
the Alain Boublil and Claude- 
Michel Schonberg extravaganza 
based on Victor Hugo’s classic 
novel, tells the 19th century 

French tale of the fugitive Jean 
Valjean and the inspector Javert 
committed to capturing him. 
Gorgeous music, stunning stage- 
craft, and story lines that touch 
the hearts of all ages ensures 
another sold-out run. 

First presented as a musical in 
Paris in 1980, London producer 
Cameron Mackintosh picked it up 
and the acclaimed duo Trevor 
Nunn and John Caird directed 
this incarnation in 1985 at the 
Royal Shakespeare Company’s 
Barbican Theatre.

Foret rhythm and blues, inde- 
pendent, country and whatever 
other kinds of categories stick up 
on plastic section designators at 
our favourite record stores. If 
artists on the shelves were ever 
categorized as “fart-knockers,” 
blink-182 would totally be in luck 
Umm, Beavis and Butthead what? 
Potty humour is here to stay and 
you can largely thank the 
Californian trio for its resurgence. 

Pushing the boundaries and the 
gag reflex for all they’re worth, 
blink-182 have done it all. 
Running naked in their videos, 
glorifying midgets, making fun of 
The Gap and mocking sappy pop 
music videos. Some of it has just 
been done, but some of it has been 
done really well, such as the hilar- 
ious video for The Rock Show. 
During the 100-hour video shoot, 
the boys took $500,000 of their 
record company’s money, gave it 
away to strangers on the street, 
and bought television sets to 
smash. 

Walking the fine line between 
locker room humour and all-out 
bad taste, blink-182 has risen to 
the top. (Hell, their concerts have 
made repeat customers out of 
thousands of girls who are end- 
lessly begged to bare their breasts 
— figure that one out.) They’ve 
won Teen Choice and Blockbuster 
awards, won the Best Group 
Video from MTV, appeared on 
Saturday Night Live, and twice on 
The Tonight Show.

For years Edmonton's downtown has been dismissed as lifeless. Now developers are 
refurbishing empty buildings for residential lofts and apartments. Is our city centre 
on the verge of a long-awaited renaissance?

Businesspeople in import- 
ed suits stand in small groups, sipping from 
glasses, apparently oblivious to the cumbersome 
construction hats perched on their heads. Parts 
of the sprawling room are off-limits because 
there’s no floor, while gaping holes jack-ham- 
mered into walls give it a slightly bombed-out 
look. The incongruity of the scene borders on 
surreal. 

From time to time, one of the many ominpre- 
sent hosts escorts a small group of guests to 
other floors, which are equally spartan. They ask 
them not to look at what is, but to imagine what 
will be. 


city officials say, has opened the door for 
the loft development now going on in the 
core. 

While Benowski would love to have city 
planners accept all the credit for finally 
coming up with a successful plan to 
breathe life back into the downtown, he 
acknowledges that the single greatest dri- 
ver is Edmonton's red-hot economy, the 
fastest-growing in the country. 

“Our plan just came out as things really 
got going up north,” he explained. 

However, Benowski hopes the down- 
town plan will help insulate the area from 
the ravages of economic downturns by 
encouraging as much diversity — both 
economic and social — as possible. In the 
past the peaks and valleys of the oil indus- 
try have seriously affected prosperity in 
the area, while in the 1990s downtown 
Edmonton was sucker-punched with aus- 
terity measures imposed by the Klein gov- 
ernment. As the Tories began slashing 
government jobs in an effort to balance the 
provincial budget, office spaces began 
clearing out in the capital city. But with the 
oil boom which began in the late 1990s, 
Benowski said, the downtown has finally 
recovered from governmient cutbacks and 
now city officials hope to buffer against 
such blows by ensuring the economy isn’t 
as dependent on any one industry or 
employer. 

At the same time, officials are encourag- 
ing development which allows as broad a 
mix of Ag as possible. While swanky 
lofts, which appeal to upscale yuppies, 
might be the most-visible, the pian also 
encourages developers to refurbish old 
commercial buildings for low-income 
housing. One such project is the 
MacDonald building near the Baccarat 
Casino, which Worthington redeveloped 
and now manages. Song said such projects 
are considered good, long-term invest- 
ments because of the rental income. 





‘THE PLACE TO BE’ 

Scenes like this are becoming increasingly 
common in Edmonton’s downtown core. 
Developers are selecting potential buyers, 
inviting them to “hard-hat parties” and 
offering them the opportunity to get in on 
the gr floor of the latest housing trend 
in the city: downtown lofts.

In terms of residential redevelopment in the downtown. the 
plum is still there for the picking. 

For nearly two decades the old federal building, a colossal 
structure just north of the provincial legislature on 101 Street, 
has sat vacant. The province acquired it in a land swap with 
the feds, who moved into new offices in Canada Place across 
from the Shaw Conference Centre on Jasper Avenue. Since 
then the old building has sat empty. 

David Bray, spokesman for Alberta Lands, which manages 
all government-owned property, said over the years a few 
developers have approached the government with plans to 
buy it and turn the building into condominiums, but nothing 
has come of them. Right now, he said, no one appears inter- 
ested. 

City officials have tagged the federal building the plum of 
old buildings in the downtown core. It's large, structurally 
solid and would offer buyers a spectacular view of the river 
valley.

I was informed that 
the program clearly stated that 
there was mature content in the 
play and that it is the responsibility 
of parents to control what their 
children see. That's easy to say, but 
a) these children were not with 
their parents and’b) many people 
go to see plays, indoor and out- 
door without purchasing a Fringe 
Program and scouring it for appro- 
priate content. Children under the 
age of 18 are not sold tickets for 
restricted movies, and are not 
allowed into mature-rated movies 
without the accompaniment of an 
adult. 

As for Street Fringe, many of the 
people who see the outdoor shows 
are families and people under the 
age of 18, who are simply walking 
around the Fringe, enjoying the 
buskers and beautiful weather, 
who stop and watch, under the 
impression that a show that wasn’t 
“suitable for all ages” just wouldn’t 
be playing at such a venue. 

For those of you who think that I 
am some hardcore, rightwing, old 
prude from rural Alberta with 26 
grandchildren, who just doesn’t

Bluesfest aims to keep patrons happy

A. soon as the weather turned 
ugly, Cam Hayden knew he and 
his business partners were onto a 
good thing. It was 1999, the inau- 
gural Edmonton Labatt Blues 
Festival was under way, and on 
the horizon angry, black storm 
clouds were hurtling toward the 
city. 
“We knew it was going to be a 
big storm, but as it rolled in peo- 
ple were still walking up and buy- 
ing tickets,” he recalled. Even as 
the skies split open, fans contin- 
ued to come into the festival. 
Nobody left Hawrelak Park. They 
were there to hear some great 
blues, and come hell or high 
water, they were going to hear it. 
In fact, the weather has been 











crappy for both previous blues 
festivals — cold, wet and miser- 
able, but it hasn’t even made a 
dent on the quality of perfor- 


mances... or the enthusiasm of the 
audience. Such is the resolution of 


Edmonton blues fans.

Digging deeper 


Magness could be this year’s surprise sensation

festival in the city. “There are a lot 
of great blues acts out there but so 
many of those artists never come 
to Alberta. We wanted to bring 
them here,” Hayden explained. 

Individually, they had already 
booked acts and promoted shows, 
but nothing they had done in the 
past matched the scale and ambi- 
tion of the festival. Thanks to their 
previous work, they already had a 
lot of credibility in the industry, 
so it was surprisingly easy to con- 
vince stellar artists to commit to 
the festival. 

There are two ways to fill out 
any festival line-up: 1) Pay hand- 
somely for a couple of pricey 
household names who will sell 
tickets and hope for the best with 
the rest of the line-up, or 2) 
Carefully select a balanced line-up 
of great performers who might 


not be as well-known to the gener- 


al population but are sure to leave 
a lasting impression on the audi- 
ence. Blues International sub- 
scribes to the latter approach. 
Asked if there was any single per- 


kicked into high gear. 

This woman who cites Etta 
James, Billie Holiday, Koko 
Taylor, and Memphis Minnie as 
major influences has issued a 
string of impressive discs that 
consistently frame her emotional 
and power-packed instrument 
with dynamic arrangements. One 
of the prime players on her most 
recent releases has been Jeff 
Turmes, the multi-instrumentalist 
who first came through this city as 
a member of the James Harman 
road crew back in ‘88. The sax and 
guitar-playing musician eventual- 
ly joined that band before hooking 
up with Magness. 

“Jeff and I had a great six-year 
run working together. We did the 
It Takes One To Know One album 
as a duo for Fat Head Records, 
and then he played on and wrote 
songs for my ‘99 release My Bad 
Luck Soul. Jeff didn’t play on my 
latest album, Blues Ain't Pretty, 
which I also recorded for the 
Blues Leaf label, but he wrote the 
three original songs I recorded for 
it? 

Between the last two releases, 
Magness fell into a different kind 
of performance venue when she 
landed a leading role in the Los 
Angeles production of the 
Broadway hit Ain't Nothin’ But 
The Blues. The play was produced 
at the prestigious Geffen Theatre, 
and by the time the run was over, 
the singer had a better under- 
standing about herself as an enter- 
tainer and artist. “I really did 
learn things about my ability and 
talent. You have to be able to fill a 
room with your presence and I’m 
not talking about the volume of 
your voice, It’s about filling the 
space with your personality, your 

energy or vibe — whatever you 
want to call it. I learned during 
the run of Ain’t Nothin’ But The 
Blues that I can do that,” offered 
Magness with the kind of convic- 
tion we'll probably hear when 
she’s lowering the boom on the 








former he would consider his 
dream booking, Hayden said no. 
“There are so many great ones out 
there,” he explained. “And it’s not 
always the case that the biggest 
names give you the best show.” 
Case in point: Shemekia 
Copeland, who last year blew the 
audience right out of the park. 
Hayden’s greatest source of satis- 
faction is uncovering new gems 
and unveiling them to Edmonton 
Blues fans. The strategy is work- 
ing. Attendance at bluesfest’s 
inaugural year was 3,000. It dou- 
bled in 2000 and now looks like 
the 2001 festival will exceed 7,200.

Dues-paying plays off for Julia Marshall 


I. Julia Marshall's life had a 
soundtrack, the feature song 
would be Sisters Are Doin’ It For 
Themselves. A self-taught guitari 
and self-made woman, Marshall 


encouraged the Canadian music 
business to kitk her around the 
block a few times. If she operated 
under the theory “what doesn’t 
kill you makes you stronger,” the 
rationale worked: Marshall is a 
strong player, and a tougher per- 
son for the life lessons. 

Marshall first studied piano but, 
at age 11, packed it in because she 
decided “all the good ones start 
when they’re three or four years 
old...” At 16 and a half, however, 
she saw Wide Mouth Mason, 
picked up a guitar and never 
looked back. Perhaps learning by 
osmosis was a factor; Julie is the 
daughter of fine local guitarist 
Percy Marshall. Dad showed her 
The Three Chords (E, A and D), 
but she did her learning from 
instructional videos. 

It didn’t take long for Marshall 
to put all that screen learnin’ into 
practice. 

“I started gigging after I’d been 
playing for only four months. I 
spent all my time on the road the 
past two years, a year and a half 
straight, pretty much. With that, I 
had a different band every three 
months, and some were great. 
Then some were like a total night- 
mare and I just wanted to go 
home: ; 

“That's the road thing, though, 
there’s an art to going-on’the road. 
The first two bands I took, we had 
no idea what we were doing. We 
played all the wrong songs, we 
didn’t know how to get the crowd 
— it was really painful. The next 
iyseregiitisauace alitle re) nl 
they were enthused about going 
on the road and every show was 
great.” 

Every musician has road horror 
stories, tales of the terror of tour- 
ing; Marshall has some that are 
like Fear and Loathing in 
Antigonish. “My philosophy was 
harass until you get the gig. I 
missed a lot of school because I 
was home on the phone trying to 
get gigs. All I wanted to do was 
practice, play, and pay my dues. I 
was so naive when I started. I 
knew we were bad and that we 
were going to bomb, but I did not 
know that there would be strip- 
pers at every gig, and that there 
would be drugs everywhere, or 
that we'd get fired and the band 
would blame me. The stripper 
thing depressed the crap out of 
me. The first time I was 17 and in 
Brooks and it was awful.” 

But, she would learn, it gets 
worse. “I remember in Northern ~

with two muscled, whipped- 
cream-covered, heroin-addicted © 
strippers.

Somewhere, sometime, Mr. Clash 
forgot how to deliver the ferocious 
two-minute miracle he once helped 
perfect. He’s broadened the world- 
beat palette used to craft London 
Calling and Sandanista! twenty 
years ago, but his deft brushstroke 
has wavered since then, creating a 
musical mess that fits the title: it 
knows no borders, except that on 
being a bit silly. Only one song 
comes in under four minutes; the 
others range up to a rather unnec- 
essary eighteen, as Strummer slurs 
non-sequiturs about curry and rid- 
ing the tram. The instrumental 
mosaic is deft and varied —particu- 
larly Tymon Dogg’s all purpose 
violin- but Strummer himself is 
lost somewhere between Bangkok 
and Bogota, even if he comes 
through with a good tune more 
often than not. It’s not a lousy 
Clash album, because it isn’t meant 
to sound like The Clash, even at 
their most adventurous.

The hunt is over. Coppola has 
released a new cut of the land- 
mark film, and it is by far the best 
movie out this summer. It’s not 
just my longing for a golden age 
of filmmaking; Apocalypse Now 
Redux is stronger and surer of 
itself than anything that’s come 
out of Tinseltown since the 
Ratings Game and the Opening 
Weekend Grosses became the 
right and left hands of 
Hollywood. 

God damn, it looks and sounds 
fantastic. Vittorio Storaro’s cine- 


matography conjures up mythical, 


smoke-screened landscapes of 
mystery and madness, and both 
the colours and shadows are 







sharper than ever, thanks to the 
painstakingly restored 
Technicolor dye-transfer print 
(100 per cent digital free!). The 
soundtrack is awesome, so much 
so that the explosive Ride of the 
Valkyries sequence had me pound- 
ing my armrest in excitement. 

But fans like me really came for 
the extra footage — 49 minutes in 
all — and while none of it is nec- 
essary to make the film work, it 
provides some surprises for theme 
and character development. 

If you've never seen it before in 
any version, you are one of the 
truly blessed. Apocalypse Now is 
one of a handful of films that 
absolutely must be experienced 
theatrically. The broad screen is 
essential to make sense of Walter 
Murch’s lingering dissolves; and 
the size and scope of the movie 
was meant to swallow you whole. 
See it on IMAX, and let it obliter- 
ate the lingering bad taste of this 
summer's timorous little block- 
busters.

Cage (American), Penelope Cruz

(English / South African). John 
Hurt (English) plays Cruz’s father, 
and a limey named David 
Morrissey plays a German Nazi.

Based on Louis de Berniere’s 
novel, it’s a love story using the 
war as a backdrop and the occu- 
pation of Greece by the Italian 
army as the catalyst. Cage plays 
the captain, and Cruz is Pelagia, 
the daughter of the town doctor, 
Iannis (Hurt). Pelagia is betrothed 
to charming rake Mandras, por- 
trayed by the buff and tanned 
Bale. While Mandras is sent into 
action, Pelagia falls in love with 
Corelli, an Italian in the occupying 
forces. Mandras comes home, 
joins the resistance, and political 
and romantic troubles ensue. 

The plot is entirely predictable. 
From the title itself you can guess 
that Corelli wins over the stub- 
bornly loyal Pelagia through the 
magic of his music. The way the 
camera follows the mandolin 
strapped to his back hammers the 
point home. In fact, the entire 
Italian army is more interested in 
singing arias than in occupying 
anything. OK, wake up: these are 
FASCISTS in a time of WAR. Even 
the sole German is more a cuddly 
Gomer Pyle-ish bumbler than 
anything else. It makes M*A*S*H 
look like The Thin Red Line. 

Other details pop up every now 
and then that stick in your craw. 
Why, for example, does Pelagia 
dance the tango with that soldier? 
At that time, it’s either a dance in 
the barrios of Argentina, or a 
bourgeois import to France.

True living in hyper-civilized eatery

The downside to covering the 
Fringe Festival is you get tired of it 
faster than other people 

In my case Festival ennui hit mid- 
afternoon Sunday as I was penning 
the last of my reviews. Hence, the 
Scooby Review Gang’s decision to 
flee the southside altogether this 
week and opt for the fine dining 
downtown. 

We chose Characters Restaurant, 
in part because I'd never eaten sup- 
per there — always loved the lunch- 
es — and given that we were play- 
ing host to a couple of out-of-town 
Fringe performers who had yet to 
escape Old Strathcona. 

Where better to exile oneself and 
relax than this hyper-civilized din- 
ing establishment? 

For starters, it can’t get finer than 
this, athmosphere-wise: possessed 
of one of my favourite rooms from 
an aesthetic point of view, 
Characters manages to walk the fine 
line between a traditional tea room 
elegance and a more contemporary 
postmodern design logic. 

Paying homage to its warehouse 
past, the room is rife with exposed 
wood and brick, but also boasts a 
soft tony persona, balancing the 
hard, masculine aspects of its decor 
with wispy window dressings and 
organically sensuous fixtures and

furnishing, including a huge metal 
bar and equally massive yet plush 
wall-hugging booths. 

Settling into our large table, we 
decide to spit a couple of appetizers 
and a great American Merlot 
(Blackstone — a wine I'd enjoyed 
immensely on my last visit). 

We're drawn to the Navajo Spiced 
Calamari (served with a black bean 
aioli, cucumber and red onion rings) 
and the Steamed Prince Edward 
Island Mussels (sauteed with toma- 
to, ginger, garlic and chili), Not only 
was the wine as good as I remem- 
bered, both appetizers were as 
charming as you'd guess from the 
description. 

I was especially pleased to see a 
more daring take on the calamari 
(love fancy chili variants) and the 
subtle, layered perfection of the 
mussels. My only complaint is that 
Ray and I weren't able to slop up 
the Mussel sauce (with the fine 
fancy fresh house breads) as we'd 





have done given a smaller table and 
fewer guests. 

We go equally broad for entrees. 
Ray and Suzette have the Hawaiian 
Ahi Tuna Loin (cooked with a bal- 
samic glaze and sided with a head 
of roasted garlic and ratatouille — a 
lightly herbed French veggie dish 
from the Provence area made from 
eggplant, tomatoes, zucchini, onion, 
and yet more garlic); Graham has 
the Pan-Seared Brome Lake Duck 
Breast (served on toasted brioche, 
garlic spinach and a very thick 
peach and ginger chutney); Dave 
has the Beef Tenderloin (wrapped in 
bacon and topped with a crown of 
goat cheese and foie gras with a 
maderia wine sauce); and I bring up 
the rear with the Alberta Nouvella 
Dolca Milk Fed Pork Chop (with 
rosti potatoes, brandied cream sauce 
and roasted apples and figs). 

As that last massive paragraph, 
suggets, this is a kitchen that knows 
what it’s doing with loads more 
subtle touches than I have room to 
outline. All the cuts of meat were as 
fresh and high quality as you can 
get in Alberta and served with 
enough of a twist to be worthy of a 
cutting-edge kitchen, but two-fisted 
and comfort-oriented enough to be 
fully satisfying. 

The only short fall was with the 
tuna. Ray noted with some surprise 
that the dish came with no starch — 
a truly tragic oversight given the 
heavenly nature of the sauce. 

In short: a visit to Characters, gen- 
tle reader, is truly living!

The packaging should have been 
my first clue. It featured a woman 
in a flowing pink dress on horse- 
back, flower garland in her hair, 
bending down toward a man in 
armour gazing up at her either 
enraptured or stoned, I couldn't 
tell. In fancy lettering beside them 
it says, “Forever. Love. Intimacy. 
Passion.” The caption at the bot- 
tom reads, “Where women are 
cherished and men are champi- 
oned.”

Except, according to one of its 
distributors, four million tubes of 
the stuff inside this ridiculous 
package have been sold to women 
in the U.S. i'm talking about 
Viacreme, a product lauded by its 
makers as the new Viagra for 
women, though Pfizer Inc. — the 
makers of Viagra — are consider- 
ing taking legal action.

My wife’s best friend (call her 
Jennifer) is 24.

Stop The Madness 


Tell Jennifer what you think 
already — it’s been a year, what are 
you waiting for? The engagement 
party? But bear in mind, of course, 
that Jennifer was lying when she told 
your wife she would have appreciat- 
ed it if someone had told her what an 
asshole her ex-husband was before 
the wedding. People always say that 
after a relationship ends, but they 
don’t mean it. If your wife had told 
Jennifer her ex-husband was an ass- 
hole before the wedding, that bit of 
honesty would’ve cost your wife 
Jennifer's friendship and simple 
spite might have kept her with the 
asshole for another year. (‘I'll show 
her she’s wrong about my husband!

Marriage and a short, early rela- 
tionship is apt. Mere importantly, 
we often believe that it is only right 
to stick by our friends and loved 
ones when they are depressed — 
which is true, of course, providing 
that our loved ones are getting help 
with their problems. And though 
commitment and support in rela- 
tionships are crucial, one of the 
worst things we can do for those 
with untreated and unacknow!- 
edged depression or mental health 
issues is to be silent and pretend 
that nothing is wrong. CMS’s com- 
ing clean to his girlfriend, telling 
her that he is no longer attracted to 
her and no longer wants to be in a 
relationship with her, could bring 
about all kinds of needed realiza- 
tions. It may be a way for her to dis- 
close how incredibly unhappy she 
is with him. It may instigate the 
important, pre-lifetime-commit- 
ment conversation that his values 
have become dramatically different 
from hers — a typical and essential 
event in your twenties. In other 
words, CMS’s admission of his own 
unhappiness may be, for his girl- 
friend, that critical mass of conse- 
quences that forces her to ask her- 
self what’s up with her life and is 
she really happy in it, and if not, 
why? 

So many of my clients have spent 
years in misery afraid to get any 
help for fear of being judged, or 
criticized. It isn’t until the wife 
divorces them, or the boyfriend 
leaves or one of a dozen jobs ends 
in failure that they are finally dis- 
tressed enough to ignore their fears 
and get help. | wish them both a lot 
of luck.

Clement said that while the 
newswire 1s meant to be an open 
forum, the purpose of the site’s 
centre column — devoted to 
“news features” is to present 
pieces that have been selected by 
an features collective for verifica- 
tion and editing.

Is the Alberta government sacrificing the environment 
and our health on the altar of oil revenue?

A. clouds of choking black smoke billowed from the BP 
Canada Energy Co’s natural gas liquids plant.in Fort 
Saskatchewan, company and government officials are frantical- 
ly assuring everyone in the area that there's nothing to fear. The 
smoke hung over Refinery Row for three days because the only 
safe way to control the fire is to allow it to burn itself out but 
they were quick to assure the public that there has been no 
measurable deterioration in overall air quality. 

When a valve malfunction caused a leak from an under- 
ground ethane gas storage tank Sunday moming, the fireball 
shot nearly 50 metres into the air. Panicked neighbours feared 
the fire could spread to neighbouring petrochemical plants and 
cause an environmental calamity on the scale of the oil-well 
fires set in Kuwait during the Gulf War. Fortunately, that never 
happened. 

The fire has been contained, there’s relatively little danger of 
it spreading and the immediate danger to life and limb seems 
to have passed. When the fire finally goes out, people will 
return to their everyday lives and thank their lucky stars that 
no one was hurt. 

When the media spotlight focuses on spectacular disasters 
such as this, it’s easy to assume the only hazards associated 
with the petrochemical industry are explosions and fires. What 

is all too easily forgotten in a province that has grown rich on 
oil dollars is that the industry is one of the dirtiest on Earth, 
pumping millions of kilograms of toxic substances into the air 
every year. 


DIRTY AIR 


Metropolitan Edmonton has some of the highest levels of 
industrial air pollution in Canada. Pollution Watch, an environ- 


mental watchdog group, has ranked the city, Sturgeon County _ 


and Strathcona County in the 90th percentile of jurisdictions 
with the most industrial pollution in the country. In 1999 the 
petrochemical industry in and around the city spewed nearly 
19 million kg of pollutants into the air (which, according to 
Pollution Watch, is 12 per cent of all industrial pollution in 
Canada), including known carcinogens and chemicals strongly 
suspected of causing developmental defects in children, respi- 
ratory problems, skin conditions and liver damage. And it’s all 
perfectly legal. The government gives each company a license 
to release certain amounts of noxious substances: as long as 
they don’t exceed the amounts in their licenses, they’re in the 
clear. 

Some environmental groups are pushing the government to 
adopt an airshed approach, in which only a set amount of total 
emissions are allowed in a given region. Once the maximum is 
reached, no further expansion is allowed unless the same 
amount is reduced elsewhere within the region

Presently there isn’t much hope that any such system will be 
adopted. Environmentalists and critics of the Tories accuse the 
government of being too afraid of biting the hand that feeds it.

In the Refinery Row area, there are eight ambient air quality 
monitoring stations, only one of which the government oper- 
ates. 

“It’s an ongoing concern,” said Carlson. “How can you legiti- 
mately expect the industry to police themselves?” 

Government officials maintain the system is both economical 
and effective. “It’s pretty evident when there's a violation,” 
explained Alberta Environment spokesman Mark Cooper. 
“And if they don’t report themselves to us and we catch them 
in an audit, there are some serious penalties” 

But Carlson argues the penalties are hardly a deterrent. In 
2000 less than $420,000 in fines were levied across the entire 
province for all violations of the Environmental Protection and 
Enhancement Act, which cover all forms of pollution. Only a 
handful were for more than a few thousand dollars. The heavi- 
est fine that year was for $50,000 after Geon Canada released 
too much vinyl chloride (a carcinogen considered one of the 
most hazardous chemicals for both human health and the envi- 
ronment) into the air above Strathcona County. And it took five 
years to prosecute that case — the violation was committed in 
1996.

I. not just any 50-year-old 
Vancouver-based financial consul-

He 
spent a couple of years working 
with special-needs children before 
settling on a career in financial 
consulting. He says he didn’t 
think about performing again 
until a concert he attended roused 
the performer's itch.

Morrison and Joni Mitchell, and 
that’s when I realized a 50-year- 
old could rock out with a garage

With respect to the amazing 
technical wizardry written into 
the original work (i.e. left-hand 
pizzicato, harmonics, spiccato 
bowings, etc.) , Gao asserted, “I 
try to do as much as I can physi- 
cally. My version is very close to 
that of the violin.” 

His greatest challenge in per- 
forming the work is actually the 
style of the music. “[The Gypsy 
style] is something that I have to 
spend a lot of time to feel — that 
kind of wildness — because 
Chinese music is not usually like 
that.” Gao’s other contribution to 
the concert will be a work written 
in Mongolian style entitled 
Galloping Horses by Chen Yao Xin 

Along with the usual variety of 
recitals, masterclasses and work- 
shops, held by the feature artists 
throughout the festival, Canadian 

soprano Agathe Martel will per- 
form with the orchestra on open- 
ing night. Cellist Yves Dharamraj 
will perform Franz Joseph 
Haydn’s Cello Concerto in C on 
Friday, and Naida Cole will pre- 
sent Maurice Ravel's Piano 
Concerto in G on Saturday 
evening. Edmonton native Jessica 
Linnebach, still in her teens, will 
return to play Beethoven's one 
and only Concerto for Violin and 
Orchestra, Op.

The past two months have been 
jammed with every kind of out- 
door festival of which one could 
think. Or so we thought. This 
Saturday of the September long 
weekend, the Indian Summer 
Music Festival debuts. 

The Indian Summer Music 
Festival is the brainchild of Leon 
Anthony from Showoff 
Productions (producer of APTV’s 
Saturday Nite at the Rising Sun 
Café). His desire is to showcase 
Aboriginal music in the main- 
stream and on a broad scale; it’s 
fitting to hold the event here, as 
Edmonton apparently has the sec- 
ond largest First Nation’s popula- 
tion in a Canadian city. 

“The idea basically came to me 
because there was no one doing 
anything with Aboriginal talent 
here. There used to be 
Dreamspeakers, but that commit- 
tee disbanded and nobody picked 
up the slack. But that festival was 
mainly for filmmakers and I want- 
ed to do something with music,” 
explains Anthony. “This year is 
really a pilot project, next year

we're looking at three days. There 
will be more cultural experiences, 
arts and crafts, foods, teepee vil- 
lages, and the music portion will 
be a part of that.” 

For a first-time festival produc- 
er, Anthony has done an excellent 
job of talent acquisition. “I’ve real- 
ly done nothing of this magnitude 
before. For the TV show we 
brought in 13 different acts. Our 
only requirement was that you 
have original material. | was 
amazed, I’ve worked in main- 
stream and I wondered if there 
would be enough musicians. Now 
we have a waiting list of people 
for the show. Really, it’s a hidden 
market, nobody’s taken this and 
opened it up... it’s an opportunity 
to develop more Aboriginal tal- 
ent.” 

Fans of singing will not be dis- 
appointed this day. The first act 
on stage will be Cree-ative 
Harmony, a local vocal group. 
Also on the bill is Luci Idlout, an 
Inuit singer-songwriter who has 
only performed in Edmonton once

before; her set will be one of the 
event's highlights. Ditto for Juno- 
award winning Mishi Donovan, a 
Cree singer, songwriter and actor 
who is currently touring a new 
album, Journey Home, on Festival 
Records. Eagle & Hawk are a 
Winnipeg genre-merging group 
playing “alter-native” music. 

For the younger demographic, 
there will be EMI recording artists 
Breach of Trust. Former Kashtin 
member Claude MacKenzie is out 
touring behind his newly released 
solo album Innu Town. Also 
appearing is George Leach, who is 
Toronto’s most recent winner of 
the “Toronto Aboriginal Music 
Award’s Entertainer of the Year”. 

Closing the night will be the ter- 
ribly named Florida rock band 
Keith Secola and the Wild Band 
Of Indians. Secola states in his bio, 
“Some of the best advice anyone 
ever gave me was from Jerry 
Garcia. He told me, “You know, 
Keith, in America good music falls 
through the cracks all the time. So 
don’t even worry about it.’” 

Along with the live music there 
will be comedians and local 
celebrities on site, cultural display 
booths, arts and a fireworks show. 

A portion of ticket sale will go 
three local charities: the Alberta 
Fresh Start Recovery Society (alco- 
hol and drug-free lifestyle alterna- 
tives), the School Lunch Program 
(which supplies hot school lunch- 
es to inner city children) and the 
Edmonton Youth project (sup- 
porting youth in sports).

One of city’s hottest eateries earns its reputation

T. call Dante’s Bistro popular is 
to make a wild understatement. 

Phoning up this red-hot eatery 
before we visited Saturday, the 
Scooby Review Gang was told 
they didn’t take reservations for 
small parties and had a 45 minute 
wait — pretty much the longest 
projected wait I’ve ever seen. 
Usually when waits get longer 
than the half-hour mark the queue 
windrows itself down as less 
determined gourmands retreat for 
less trod pastures (something I’ve 
done myself). 

Well, given that the gang is a 
big fan of co-owner and chef 
Emmanuel David, formerly of the 
Westin Hotel downtown and a 
member of Culinary Team 
Canada, we decided that three- 
quarters of an hour was worth the 
wait. It was a good thing we forti- 
fied ourselves before we hit the 
bricks. 

When all was said and done it 
would be an hour and 15 minutes 
between our arrival at the huge 
West End restaurant's door and 
when we finally ordered: most of 
it spent cooling our heels in 
Dante’s equally cavernous and 
trés noisy lounge. (Mental note: 
next time we're gonna visit on a 
weekday.)

Barnard’s legacy is not 
unmixed. During his ‘60s heyday 
he was widely regarded as the 
most politically progressive of 
South Africa’s elite doctors, but 
this is roughly as great an honour 
as being the best cricket player in 
Drumheller. He was a passionate 
defender of euthanasia and, 
worse, ELO. By the early ‘90s he 
was insisting that the best anti- 
rejection drug was “lemon gin 
and that second Chris Isaak 
album.’ 

Regardless, this titan of scientif- 
ic daring has given longer lives to 
thousands and changed the way 
we think about mortality. But I 
guess I've talked him up enough, 
so let’s get on with it: What am I 
bid for his hands?

The Web is such a vast enterprise that d 
ing life in the online universe sometim:

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Pot to go 


In the next couple of weeks 
Edmontonians will be able to get 
medical marijuana delivered right 
to their doors. 

The Edmonton Compassion 
Network expects to begin operat- 
ing by mid-September, despite 
warnings from the Edmonton 
Police Service that they face prose- 
cution just like any other marijua- 
na dealers. The network, headed 
by pot-legalization activist Munir 
Ahmad and hepatitis C patient 
Alice Strohmaier, will supply 
members with high-quality weed 
cheaper than what can be bought 
on the street. The only member- 
ship requirement is a note from 
your doctor acknowledging that 
you smoke it for medicinal pur- 
poses. Ahmad said the doctor 
doesn’t have to endorse your use, 
but he must be fully aware of it. 

The network first announced its 
plans to set up shop back in June. 
At the time, Ahmad and 
Strohmaier intended to opena 
storefront where network mem- 
bers could come to purchase pot. 
Unlike the established compassion 
club in Vancouver, however, no 
one will be allowed to smoke on 
the premises. Ahmad acknowl- 

edged that Alberta’s more conser- 
vative political climate made it 
unlikely for a smoking club to 
avoid constant police raids and 
harassment from people opposed 
to marijuana’s decriminalization. 
Since then, however, plans have 
changed. Rather than have net- 
work members come to them, 
Ahmad and Strohmaier have 
decided to bring pot to the mem-

bers. On the advice of Marc 
Emery, Canada’s most vocal pot- 
legalization advocate and publish- 
er of Cannabis Culture magazine, 
they decided to deliver marijuana 
to their members’ homes. 

“It’s harder to be hassled that 
way,” Ahmad explained. 

This week the network's board 
will apply to the provincial gov- 
ernment for non-profit society sta- 
tus, but it could take weeks for the 
paperwork to go through. Ahmad 
said they plan to be up and run- 
ning in two weeks time, whether 
or not they have society status.

But the usual benefits we 
attribute to fame meant little for 
the 22-year-old Zamora, who, in 
the pre-AIDS-cocktail early ‘90s, 
was living on borrowed time 

“For Pedro, [AIDS education] 
was a vocation, and what better 
venue than MTV to educate the 
young,” says Winick of Zamora’s 
trailblazing decision to put him- 
self forward as a pioneering tele- 
vision advocate for AIDS issues 
“In hindsight, I do have to ask if 
he did sacrifice himself for the 
show, but for him it)was an 
acceptable risk.” 

Zamora was hospitalized in 
August 1994, only three months 
after shooting ended on the series. 
He died on November 11, the day 
after the final episode of Real 
World III aired. 

Pedro and Me was the result of a 
promise Winick made to the 
dying Zamora: to continue the 
uphill battle of bringing AIDS 
education to young America 

“It wasn’t a dramatic decision to 
begin doing AIDS education. 
Pedro couldn't speak so I went. I 
had time and was comfortable 
doing it — it seemed right. [twas 
basic AIDS 101, everything Pedro 
had taught me.” 

“J wanted to reach a largeraudi- 
ence and get the story on a much 
more personal level, which graph- 
ic novels do more so than any 
other medium. You have such 
control over tenor, the complete 
tone of the work.”

Cray safe at Home 


Blues vet stays in the game with acclaimed 
records, heavy road schedule

Though legends abound in the 
realm of blues, it’s a genre that 
mints relatively few stars. In addi- 
tion to displaying formidable tal- 
ent, blues greats often attain leg- 
end status by dying, though there 
are notable exceptions like B.B. 
King and i Mahal. To those of 
the living who would pursue 
name recognition falls the unenvi- 
able task of gauging the public’s 
fluctuating tastes or cultivating a 
massive publicity juggernaut. 
Here, too, there are exceptions, of 
whom Robert Cray may number 
himself one.

Vix is a typical Indian city: 
hot, dusty and vibrating with 
mayhem.

to park your SUV wherever 
you want, whenever you want.

i years ago Edmonton’s civic politicians incurred 
the wrath of taxpayers over a scheme to award them- 
selves immunity from parking fines. The uproar over 
the so-called “super passes” was so venomous that most 
councillors gave back the permits, which allowed them a 3 

to park virtually anywhere in the city, outside of private AUG. 29 AT THE MAYFAIR GOLF COURSE for the Lafarge a> 
property. Even those who didn’t have the gumption to  tomerbarbewe, 
surrender the passes promised they’d never use them. 

But what seems to have escaped public notice is that 

for years one member of council has had the privilege of 
parking with impunity in no-parking zones on public 
property, and doesn’t seem to care where he parks on 
private land, either. Mayor Bill Smith is one of only 
three people to possess such a carte blanche permit in 
Edmonton: the other two are Premier Ralph Klein and 
Lt.-Gov. Lois Hole. The privilege predates Smith; the 
custom of giving the mayor a free ride from parking 
fines goes back at least to the early 1980s. 

The rationale, of course, is that the mayor is expected 
to attend countless VIP and social functions. Sometimes 
this calls for several appearances per day in which the 
mayor shows up only for a few minutes to make a quick 
speech before piling back into his taxpayer-funded SUV 
and racing to the next appointment. Critics of Smith’s 
style say he spends far too much time in cheerleader 
mode, neglecting the prime responsibilities of the CEO 
of a billion-dollar organization. If Smith is so rushed 
that he must habitually park illegally (at least for the 
rest of us it’s illegal), then perhaps there’s some veracity 
to the argument he’s spending too much time on the 
schmooze circuit. , 

Over the summer, SEE Magazine’s Jon Dunbar fol- 
lowed Smith's appointment itinerary in order to see 
how many times the mayor took advantage of his “get 
out of having to park legally” card. Dunbar discovered 
that Smith routinely parked right underneath No 
Parking signs and even ignored restrictions on private 
property, where his “super pass” has no authority. 

SEE Magazine tried to contact a spokesman for the 
mayor's office but, as usual, no one could be bothered 
returning our phone calls. ‘ 

As for city councillors, they’re not immune from park- 
ing fines, but it’s not like they have to keep a roll of 
quarters in the ashtray, either. They each get — for free 
— a parking-meter pass, which exempts them from hav- 
AUG. 15 AT THE RIVERSIDE GOLF COURSE: staff parking? No problem ing to pay at meters, along with free parking at certain 

— os city-owned parkades. The passes are available to the 
general public for a fee of $800 per year, which means 
the public is subsidizing councillors’ parking expenses 
to the tune of about $10,000 a year. 

One other interesting note: Robert Noce, who's run- 
ning to unseat Smith in next month’s election, was one 
of the councillors who most strongly supported the 
super passes. He chaired the committee which came up 
with idea and even when public pressure to dump the 
plan was at its greatest, he argued that “an issue has 
been created where none exists.”

Swedish wtinderkind returns 
Hillborg concerto with ESO

L..: February, at the ESO’s now 
defunct rESOund Festival of 
Contemporary Music, a young 
Swedish clarinettist amazed his 
way into the hearts of those who 
attended his astonishing perfor- 
mance of Anders Hillborg’s 
Clarinet Concerto.

Artists sacrfice individual acclaim for sake of the group

S25 technology and anonymi- 
ty collide in Autoskinning: Passive 
Abduction No. 3 , a recent work by 
the members of Kit. The interna- 
tional collective formed in 1992 as 
a vehicle for artists who wanted to 
work anonymously. 

“It’s a way of incorporating peo- 
ple with a lot of different back- 
grounds into making multi media 
based installation work,” says one 
of the group’s members. 

The collective realized that indi- 
viduals seldom create large mullti- 
media works, but that it was indi- 
viduals who received most if not 
all of the attention for group cre- 
ations. 

Artists focus on the conceptual 
aspects of the work, but there are 
usually technical people working 
with them to create and present 
the final work. “Kit is a way of 
incorporating technically minded 
people, theoretically minded peo- 
ple, conceptually minded people, 
etc. into just one autonomous 
identity.” 

The collective works together 
from their residences throughout 
the world, primarily via the 
Internet using ICQ chat and e- 
mail. 

This allows them to centralize 
their ideas before they go into the 
creation stages. After solidifying 
the concepts, members of the 
group will go out to sites and

install the works. “By the time we 
get to a gallery, everything is the- 
oretically worked out,” says the 
Kit member. “There are obviously 
going to be practical and technical 
problems that arise in the gallery 
space, but they are usually not the 
most important things about the 
work, as long as it’s conceptually 
tight.” 

Autoskinning; Passive Abduction 
No. 3 deals with the concept of the 
body in a state of transference 
from reality to technology. The 
work comprises 20 cocoons creat- 
ed from the interiors of automo- 
biles that have been involved in 
car crashes. Carpets, seat uphol- 
stery, seatbelts, airbags, etc. have 
been stripped from the automo- 
biles, leaving only the shells 
behind.

Musketeer needs rapier editing

The crippling ailment of a good 
portion of the 50 or so musketeer 
flicks out there is that there’s only 
so much you can do with cavaliers 
and carriages. Hence the inimical 
quandary of a film called The 
Musketeer. To the credit of director 
Peter Hyams, with no small help 
from choreographer Xin Xin 
Xiong, he overcomes the inherent 
limitations of the period set piece. 
The opening bar brawl is one of 
the most sdilaredied exhibitions 
of the swash and buckle ever com- 
mitted to film. There’s a clever, if 
underwhelmingly executed battle 
clambering up ropes to the tower 
prison of the maidens fair. And 
there's that wire-worked bit 
played up in the trailer taking 
place among the castle’s ladder 
collection. Hyams might be the 
only director to actually benefit 
from helming Van Damme flicks, 
where he picked up on just how to 
frame the members of the Chinese 
stunt crew as they crumple in 
intricately painful configurations. 
So having boldly parried the 
most perilous strike, why does The 
Musketeer misfire? Drastic devia- 
tion from the source novel really 
isn’t such a bad idea, as most 
who've made the tedious slog 
through Dumas’ original can 
attest. But the connection with the 
book is so tenuous that a better

great expense to tell Cuba’s story 
on film, has a clear agenda with 
every shot he sets up. The first 
half of the film shows pre-revolu- 
tionary Cuba straining under 
American imperialism. We move 
from the lush clubs and brothels 
of Havana to the filthy barrios and 
sugarcane fields where most 
natives struggle for survival. 

In the second half, the revolu- 
tion takes shape, first in the ideal- 
ism of young intellectuals, and 
then in the blood and fire of guer- 
rilla resistance. Long passages are 
without dialogue. 

But more than a commemora- 
tion of Communism, the film rev- 
els in the beauty of Cuba, both 
before and after the revolution. 
The stirring shot of demonstrators 
filling the streets of Havana is no 
more lovingly crafted than an ear- 
lier shot of a decadent American 
tourist stumbling through the 
slums of the city; or a shot of a 
humble cane farmer who sets fire 
to his fields rather than let the 
imperialists seize his crops. 

It is Alexander Calzatti’s camera 
work that makes all these images 
hold weight. His use of cranes and 
wide-angle lenses, and his experi- 
mentation with infared film stock 
resulted in gorgeous, richly tex- 
tured images that sail above the 








ground, scale the sides of build- 
ings, and weave effortlessly 
between crowds of people, some- 
times all in the same shot. Yet 97 
per cent of the film was shot with 
hand-held cameras, which adds to 
the sense of immediacy. 

I Am Cuba was abandoned by its 
backers after completion, and all

Author tries to elevate zucchini’s status 


by Gilbert A. BOUCHARD 


l.. hard to be more ubiquitous 
than zucchini — especially this 
time of the year, when vegetable 
patches all over the city are churn- 
ing out the hardy foodstuff at an 
astounding rate. 

More than just a seemingly inex- 
haustible autumn garden staple, 
this tasty vegetable is also a year- 
round favourite, both on 
Edmonton’s grocery shelves and 
on the plates of many a restaurant 
reviewed in this column. 

Yet despite its great availability 
and versatility, zucchini is seldom 
allowed to live up to its greater 
potential, says John Butler, a local 
chef and professor of culinary arts 
at NAIT, and the author of the 
recently released cookbook

— making full use of the veg- 
etable’s flexible neutral flavour 
and culinary honesty.

Known for his experimental 
ways in the kitchen, Butler devel- 
oped some surprisingly enticing 
and sophisticated dishes 
(Zucchini-Coconut-Curry Soup,

With all due respect, Glen, fuck your 
complex underlying factors — and 
don’t change the subject. | wanna talk 
about gay men who infect other gay 
men with HIV. Like a lot of HIV-positive 
guys, you would no doubt prefer to dis- 
cuss HIV-negative gay men who take 
foolish risks ("To understand what 
makes gay men vulnerable to HIV infec- 
tion...”). And why wouldn't you? 
Changing the subject to stupid negative 
guys is a good way to get irresponsible 
HIV-positive guys off the hook. But not 
this week. 

If it's any comfort, Glen, all the HIV 
prevention educators in North America 
seem to be in agreement with you 
They're not blaming, they're not sham- 
ing — and it's not working. HIV infec- 
tion rates among gay men continue to 
rise despite the millions of dollars spent 
every year on blame- and shame-free 
HIV prevention campaigns. Since these 
feel-good campaigns clearly aren't 
working, perhaps it’s time to take a dif- 
ferent approach. I’m not advocating 
fear-based prevention campaigns, Glen, 
but truth-based campaigns: HIV-nega- 
tive guys who takes stupid risks and 
get themselves infected have only 
themselves to blame; HIV-positive guys 
who maliciously infect other gay men 
ought to be ashamed of themselves. 

You know, everyone in the advice biz 
kicks the crap out of straight guys who 
say, “Hey, if she lets me fuck her with- 
out protection and | get her pregnant, 
well, that’s her problem.” From Ann 
Landers on down to the lowliest high 
school guidance counselor, we advice- 
givers are always telling young straight 
girls that these guys are users and 
losers and assholes. We order women 
not to sleep with them, and we tell 
these men to their faces that they're 
assholes. 

Colour me self-righteous, but ! don't 
see much difference between some 
straight asshole who doesn’t care how 
many girls he knocks up and some 
HIV-positive gay asshole who doesn't 
care how many guys he infects. HIV- 
positive gay men who say, “Hey, if he 
lets me fuck him and | infect him, well, 
that’s his problem,” are users and 
losers and assholes, too, and it’s time 
for responsible gay men, positive and 
negative, to start calling these assholes 
on their shit. 

I'm sick of listening to gay men’s 
rationalizations and excuses — excuse 
me, | should say I'm sick of listening to 


gay men discuss their “complex under- 
lying factors.” Confront an irresponsi- 


ble HIV-positive guy about his bad 
ne ean he whines about his 


fatigue for a second? That pathetic 
excuse Is really getting on my nerves. 
Yes, gay men are going to have to 
worry about HIV for the rest of their 
lives. Yes, gay men are going to have to 
continue using condoms with their 
casual sex partners for ever and ever 
and ever. Boo hoo hoo. Straight people 
have had to worry about pregnancy 
since the dawn of time and you don't 
hear straight people whining about 
“birth control fatigue.” Smart, sexually 
active straight people take a few rea- 
sonable precautions until they get a 
good thing going with someone regular 
and reliable and then they throw away 
their condoms. So life-long condom 
usage during casual and/or anonymous 
sexual encounters is not some horrible 
burden that gay men alone have to 
bear. It’s a fact of life for all responsi- 
ble, sexually-active adults, gay and 
straight. And even after there’s a vac- 
cine against HIV or a cure for AIDS 
smart people will continue to use con- 
doms with their casual or brand-new 
sex partners to protect themselves 
from all the other bugs out there 
known and unknown 

Finally, Glen, I’m not trying to save 
any lives, HIV infection is no longer a 
death sentence in North American, so 
preventing new infections in urban gay 
men isn’t really about saving lives, is it? 
And if | wanted to “promote [my] own 
notoriety,” | wouldn't bore my mostly 
straight readership to death with these 
long, involved debates about gay male 
stupidity, would !? | would stick to fart 
jokes.

Ironically, having no rules could 
lead to more accountability sug- 
gested John Carpay of the 
Canadian Taxpayers’ Federation 
The federation hasn’t taken an 
official stand on disclosure rules, 
other than its standard the-less- 
regulation-the-fewer-costs-to-tax- 
payers approach, but Carpay sug- 
gested that not requiring disclo- 
sure should lead to more pressure 
from the public and media for 
candidates to voluntarily reveal 
the information. ; 

“When that happens, it only 
takes one candidate to disclose 
The others will have no choice but 
to follow. The public is naturally 
suspicious of politicians who ~ 


* refuse to reveal information,” he 


explained. 

SEE Magazine decided to put 
Carpay’s theory to the test. On 
Monday we approached the cam- 
paign headquarters of Noce, 
Nickel and Smith and requested a 
current list of all financial donors 
who contributed $300 or more. 
Here are their responses: 


NICKEL 

Nickel was in his office Monday 
when we called with our request. 
“Sure. I’ve got nothing to hide,” 
he responded. Nickel acknowl- 
edged that fund-raising has been 
the toughest part of the campaign 
and he hasn’t raised as much as he 
wanted. 

He estimated that in the past 12 
months he’s brought in $60,000 to 
$70,000 in cash, mostly in small 
donations of $300 or less. “A lot of 
our money is coming from our 
own fund-raisers. We've had sev- 
eral receptions and barbecues and 
that’s where a lot of it has come 
from,” Nickel said. “I’m also get- 


ting donations of material and ser- 


vices. Not many big cheques, 
though.”

More messages left on Tuesday 
for the candidate were not 
returned. 

Because we don’t have any 
financial information from him for 
the 2001 mayoral campaign, SEE 
is publishing Noce’s financial dis- 
closure statement from 1998, 
when he ran for councillor in 
Ward 3 and raised nearly $42,000, 
more money than another candi- 
date for councillor.

Savage insensitive 

Editor, SEE: 

HIV Edmonton is compelled to 
comment on Dan Savage's column 
of Thursday, Aug. 30, 2001, “Skank 
Alert.” In his column Mr. Savage 
makes a few disparaging remarks 
about AIDS Service Organizations 
(ASOs) and HIV prevention work- 
ers while attempting to respond to 
a legitimate set of questions from a 
young man seeking advice on safer 
anal sex. The young man writing 
the letter was asking some very 
pertinent questions around anal 
sex and barebacking (participating 
in sexual activity, notably anal and 
vaginal penetration, without using 
a condom). He was also asking for 
some real advice on social behav- 
iour, relationship expectations and 
the level of intimacy that is 
demanded during a sexual 
encounter. Mr. Savage took the 
opportunity to deliver a diatribe on 
the activities of one HIV preven- 
tion educator from San Francisco 


to the point of calling on funders to . 


reconsider their involvement with 
” AIDS charities”. 

Seth Watkins, who is HIV-posi- 
tive, admits that he is not 100 per 
cent safe when he has anonymous 
sexual encounters while in the 
back room “sexual environment” 
of a particular San Francisco bar. 
He also states that he isn’t beating 
himself up about it, implying that 
as a gay male he is prone to mis- 
takes. Mr. Watkins does not repre- 
sent the majority of HIV 
Prevention Workers and Mr. 
Watkins's “mistakes” are not 
indicative of the probability of gay 
men to err. But, and we state this 
as a tenet of our overall under- 
standing of population health, Mr. 
Watkins’ behaviour has many 
more aspects to it than simply get- 
ting his rocks off in a backroom in 
San Francisco. . 

When looking at behaviours, 
ay / bisexual 


o have sex with 











gay and bisexual men and men 
who have sex with men choose to 
ignore the safety messages and 
issues? We are not going to create 
change using a sledge hammer on 
people's behaviour. That goes 
across the board in our work. All 
populations have a behavioural 
component to their vulnerability to 
HIV/AIDS and other diseases and 
respect has to be paid to a total or 
near total picture of their lives and 
experiences. 

In Canada, knowingly infecting 
an unsuspecting individual with 
HIV no matter what sexuality is a 
criminal offense (R v.Cuerrier), 
making the activities of Mr. 

Watkins not only censurable but 
laying within the parameters of 
prosecution. 

Mr. Savage’s article puts HIV 
prevention back 10 years. He asks 
the question “what kind of IQ test 
does a person have to flunk to 
work in HIV prevention?” and 
later puts in a barb by encouraging 
funders to reconsider their contri- 
butions to HIV prevention. So, 
here with a badly hidden agenda, 
Mr. Savage jeopardizes the ability 
of ASOs to attract necessary 
monies to carry out their work. We 
simply can’t sustain our program- 
ming efforts when faced with a 
blanket perception of incompe- 
tence and irresponsibility. ASOs 
around the world are doing amaz- 
ing work. Most are no longer 
throwing condoms from a cart in 
the parade, but are addressing real 

issues around health and societal 
factors that impact heavily on 
HIV/AIDS transmission. Mr. 
Savage needs to get on side with 
the ASOs in both our countries and 
help us promote education and 
understanding and help us in 
encouraging higher levels of self 
acceptance and esteem in an 
attempt to curb behaviours that 
place our populations at risk. 
The real issue in the article 
should have been around the ques- 
tions posed by the young writer. 
Our youth are having a difficult 
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gay / bisexual men encounter and

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Warnings over 
electricity plan 
ignored 


Alberta could become a net 
exporter of electricity if all planned 
coal-fired generation plants are 
approved and built and if the 
province builds transmission lines 
to the United States, according to a 
report released earlier this week. 

But critics say that scenario will 
benefit American consumers at the 
expense of Alberta’s environment 
and the health of its citizens. 

In rejecting these concerns, 
EPCOR vice-president Terry 
Bachynski pointed to the improved 
efficiency of contemporary coal- 
fired electricity generation plants. 
“There are no adverse environ- 
mental impacts,” he said, accord- 
ing to a report in the Edmonton 
Journal. 

“That's not right,” says Mary 
Griffiths, environmental policy 
analyst with the Pembina institute. 
“You only have to read the sub-

missions before the hearing [into 
expanding EPCOR’s Genesee 
plant] to know that that’s not the 
case.” 

Newer coal-fuelled facilities may 
pollute less, but they’re far from 
being without impact, says 
Griffiths. “There are several, in the 
sense of increased emission of sul- 
fur dioxide, nitrogen dioxide and 
particulate matter, and nitrogen 
dioxides also contribute to the for- 
mation of [...] smog.” She adds that 
coal plants have been identified as 
one of the primary sources of mer- 
cury in the atmosphere. 

And those, says Griffiths, are just 
the local effects. “Then you get the 
production of greenhouse gases 
which you get from a coal-fired 
generation plant, which are higher 
than for any other form of electrici- 
ty generation.” She says the 
Pembina Institute predicts that 
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Trust us. The label always 
looks betier at closing time. 
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Alberta’s emissions may increase 
by as much as 65 per cent above 
1990 levels by the year 2010, “if we 
go ahead with all the projects now 
in the books.” 

Rather than focusing on the 
development of coal-generation 
plants, says Griffiths, Albertans 
should be looking at increasing 
energy efficiency and turning to 
renewable sources of energy.

Post cuts 
spark fears 


in Edmonton 


The party, such as it was, has 
ended at the National Post. 

Hoping to salve its $4-billion 
debt, CanWest Global 
Communications Corp. has 
assigned 130 Post staffers to the 
clean-out-your-desk beat, most of 
the cuts coming from amongst the 
paper's editorial ranks: Measures 
taken to rein in the debt, which 
swelled when CanWest purchased 
the Post and other Canadian 
papers from Hollinger, include the 
axing of the 114-year-old Saturday 
Night magazine, a paring down of 
the Weekend Post and the suspen- 
sion of the company’s semi-annual 
15-cent dividend. 

But cuts at the Post could presage 
downsizing to come here at home, 
where CanWest owns both the 
Edmonton Journal and the Global 
television station and could benefit 
from the introduction of “efficien- 
cies”. 

When the sale to CanWest was 
approved late last year, Leonard 
Asper, CanWest president and

chief executive officer, spoke of the 
opportunity to “capture identified 
revenue-enhancement and cost- 
reduction opportunities uniquely 
available to CanWest because of 
our multi-platform media asset 
base.” 

“CanWest are notorious for 
wanting everything that they own 
to make money,” says Colin 
Hoskins, a former member of the 
University of Alberta’s Cultural 
Industries Research Centre. 

That thriftiness may be bad news 
for local consumers of news. “The 
danger is that all the outlets, print 
and television, are coming out with 
the same stories. So I think it is of 
some concern,” he says, particular- 
ly in terms of the reporting of local 
news. 

But Hoskins isn’t sure there are 
many efficiencies to be realized 
through integration of CanWest’s 
local operations. Moreover, he 
says, it’s possible to make too 
much of concentration of the 
media. When he first came to 
Edmonton in the ‘60s, Hoskins 
says, there were far fewer outlets 
for news. 

Whatever their views on media 
convergence, some Journal writers 
seem to have a clear position on 
the issue of job security: resumés 
are apparently arriving in large 
numbers at a certain competing 
daily just down the road.

It hasn’t been out long, but this 
new album from the horror 
movie-masked metal nonet 
should have us all hearkening 
back to simpler times in light of 
last week’s tragedy. Slipknot's 
oeuvre represents a time when 
directionless anger and aggression 
were an entertainment goldmine 
and when lashing out at mother- 
fuckers because the word was 
handy to one’s vocabulary was as 
American as apple pie. Jowa is an 
advanced course in tight, aggres- 
sive noise-making, the guitars, 
drums, percussion, samples, 
scratches and shouting all collud- 
ing to sound like a live radio 
transmission from the most frac- 
tious precinct of hell. But what 
motivates the rage is a bit hard to 
get a handle on. “I’m just a bas- 
tard, but at least I admit it, AT 
LEAST I ADMIT IT!” gargles the 
mysterious vocalist on My Plague, 
which sounds more like a plea for 
understanding than when he 
expresses a desire to cut some- 
one’s throat and “fuck the 
wound” on Disasterpiece. Despite 


this, Singer X still claims to have a 
soul, which you can’t take from 
him (at least not without a record 
contract) on New Abortion. 
Certainly one of these lyrical snip- 
pets would have shocked you if 
you hadn’t been shocked to 
numbness by real tragedy. 

How these metal misanthropists 
will fit into the new era, in which 
America’s anger arguably has 
direction and purpose, is still in 
question. Luckily, their lack of cir- 
cumspection about their pointy 
outrage — exemplified by the 
opening tune, People Equal Shit — 
jibes neatly with American “for- 
eign policy,” and could provide 
an insightful soundtrack for the 
world to come. At the very least, 
you can kick back with Iowa and 
reminisce about the good old days 
when you had the peace of mind 
to be pissed off about nothing.

The MFA directing candidate 
launches Studio Theatre’s 53rd 
season with Bertolt Brecht’s The 
Caucasian Chalk Circle. S 

Brecht’s most frequently per- 
formed play is the story of owner- 
ship, love, and sacrifice. Set in the 
Soviet Union after the Second 
World War, the story hinges on a 
dispute over a child. Grusha, a 
servant woman, rescues a baby 
during a palace revolt and raises 
him as her own. Later the gover- 
nor’s wife claims the child. The 
women find themselves in the 
court of the mischievous judge 
Azdak, “a drunken poacher vil- 
lage scribe type [who] makes all 
kinds of backwards judgments” 
says French. Azdak takes his cue 
from King Solomon: he draws a 
chalk circle around the child and 
instructs each woman to pull on 
an arm. Whoever pulls the child 
to her wins. 

French asked Quebec actor Jean- 
Stephane Roy to play the judge. 
“Azdak is on the fringe, he’s dif- 
ferent, he’s isolated, he’s apart. I 
thought it would be an interesting 
idea to throw somebody in here 
who is on the fringe of English 
Alberta,” says French. Working in 
English presented ‘@*number of 
challenges to the Montreal actor, 
not the least of which was where 
to put the emphasis when speak- 
ing his lines. “I’m a bit afraid that 
people will not like my accent,” he 
says, “because in English if you — 
don’t use the right stress people 
won't understand. There is no 
logic to where to put the stresses 
on words in English, you just have 
to know.”

Street theatre 


Saigon’s streets are like no other in the 
world: a riot of activity and adventure

The streets of Saigon teem with 
people, noises, and smells like no 
other city in Asia. “What's in front 
is more important than what's 
behind” is the philosophy govern- 
ing vehicular traffic. 

The proportion of motorcycles to 
four-wheeled vehicles is, maybe, 
200 to 1. Consistent with the Law of 
Natural Selection, the right-of-way 
totem pole starts with big transport 
trucks, then buses, smaller trucks, 
pick-ups, cars, cycles, motorcycles, 
and finally, pedestrians. To change 
lanes, anyone beside or behind 
yields unless they’re bigger. A 
vehicle travelling straight through 
an intersection yields to another 
cutting in while making their right- 
hand turn, without looking, of 
course, unless they're bigger.

Dindo’s film follows Mouria 
Raoui, a: young Frenchwoman of 
Algerian descent, as she follows 
in Genet’s footsteps, revisiting the 
locales and people who inspired 
his final work. As she travels, she 
reads from the book and listens to 
Mozart's Requiem, which Genet 
listened to incessantly during his 
last months. 

Genet starts with horrifying 
archival footage of the corpses of 
tefugees at the camp in Chatila. A 
few scenes later, Mouria is seen 
visiting the site 15 years later. The 
bodies are gone, but Genet’s 
description of the scene on the 
soundtrack gives the scenes omi- 
nous power. This is very much 
part of Dindo’s m.o., revisiting the 
scenes of events to seek out the 
traces, the lingering physical evi- 
dence of the past. Throughout the 
film, in scenes that are visually 
arresting, the camera lingers on 
empty rooms where Genet stayed,

Obviously the 
Palestinians are a dislocated peo 
ple, bereft of a homeland, and 
their refugee status robs them of a 
ocial space in which to exist 
Similarly Genet, who spent most 
of the first half of his life in prison 
wrote about his physical, moral 
and spiritual dislocation from the 
society that offered him no succor 
and had no use for him.

Dindo’s film about four young 
activists who all end up dead with 
some helr from Swiss police; or of 
Breyten Breytenbach, the white 
South African poet featured in A 
Season in Paradise, who spent eight 
years in prison for anti-apartheid 
activities and feels an irrefutable 
connection to his birthplace even 
as he admits he doesn’t belong 
there 

But it’s this revisiting of sites of 
importance and their transfigura 
tion through the eyes of people to 
whom they have meaning that 
give Dindo’s films their undercur- 
rent of hope. These places, even if 
they are the locii of tragedy, are 
open to interpretation. Read once 
as sites of tragedy, they still offer 
possibilities for regeneration and 
renewed hope, a resurgence of 
humanity. 

Words, it seems, are inadequate 
to express the experience of seeing 
one of Dindo’s movies. But, were 
it possible, you wouldn’t need to 
see one, and you really should, for 
a crash course in the potential of 
documentaries, of film and of 
human endeavour.

Health Minister Gary Mar says our health-care system needs major surgery. Our experts don't believe hip, 


says that Alberta’s health-care sys- 
tem is suffering from a raging fiscal

F fever. 
aced with major surgery, which 

of us wouldn’t solicit a second opin- 
ion? Whether we're contemplating 
a tummy tuck or a triple bypass, we 
like to know that we’re treating the 
right symptoms with the proper 
procedure. 

The patient this week is Alberta’s 
health-care system. You may have 
figured that since its last flare-up of 
Bill 11, health care was at least rest- 
ing comfortably, if not actually on 
the mend. 

Last week, Minister of Health 
Gary Mar delivered an updated 
diagnosis, and the news is bad. He 


to be taken. 


Citing costs of $6.5 billion, which 
he claims now accounts for half of 
all provincial government spend- 
ing, the minister said action needed 


He proposed a variety of mea- 
sures, including the introduction of 
user fees or the establishment of 
medical savings accounts for 
Albertans. A certain number of dol- 
lars would be put in each Albertan’s 
account each year to be used for 
medical services. Any unused por- 
tion could be banked for later years. 

But not everyone agrees with 
Mar’s diagnosis. 
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Kevin Taft is familiar with 
Singapore medical savings 
account plan. Before he 
became an Liberal MLA, he 
described the failure of the sys. 
tem in his book Clear Answers. 
“I don’t think Gary is fully 
aware of the evidence on those 
kinds of experiments.” 


DIAGNOSIS 

To understand the situation, 
Taft says we have to begin by 
viewing claims of a spending 
crisis rationally. Adjusted for 
inflation, spending levels from 
1980 to 1993 were flat. “There was no loss of control of 
health spending at all. The premier went around saying that 
costs are skyrocketing and out of control, and they weren't.” 

Nevertheless, “He was able to whip up enough of a pub- 
lic frenzy that from “93 to ‘96 there were cuts.” Cuts deeper 
than in any other province, and that, says Taft, is how the 
provincial government created its own spending problems. 
“In the last couple of years, they started cranking up the 
spending quite dramatically. Now, in the fall of 2001, we’re 
spending more on health care, even adjusting for inflation, 

an at the height of the Lougheed and the Getty years. 

“It’s curious: today we are spending more than we ever 
have on health care in Alberta, and yet there’s a chronic 
sense of crisis. That sense of crisis derives from Ralph 
Klein.” 

Crisis serves two purposes, says Taft. “There are people 
in Canada and Alberta who would profit from a break- 
down of the public health-care system, and those people 
and organizations have the ear of this government. The

The Oklahoma City bombing, at 
the time the worst terrorist attack 
on U.S. soil in history, claimed 170 
lives.

Still, he seems to have ward- 
ed off cynicism; While You're Down 
There, his newest offering to the 
public, bears none of the marks of 
a songwriter scorned. Instead, 
Tariq seems to have used the 
intervening years sharpening up 
his already remarkable lyrical 
skills, but this time with a pro- 
nounced gloss. “I lean more 
towards a bigger production 
sound now,” he explains. “I like it 
to be a bit more tighter, whereas 
before I was more into that kind of 
looser, indie rock sound.” 

That means tape loops, solid 
drumming from Edmonton studio 
pro Lyle Molzan, and other indi- 
cators of a musician itching to 
stretch beyond the indie rock 
mindset. Tariq isn’t ditching his 
tagged folk past, just exploring 
other avenues. 

“Tve always liked the R&B 
sound. I mean, I hope I can appre- 
ciate my general taste, from a 
country song, to Tom Waits, to 
Sugar Ray. If you strip it down to 
the song, there really isn’t that 
much difference between them.”

The trio began training under 
Grandmaster Seiichi Tanaka of 
San Francisco, the maverick father 
of North American Taiko. 

“In traditional Taiko, the music 
is usually set, and people play the 
same thing together in unison,” 
explains the drummer. 
“Uniformity is very important in 
the traditional method. Our 
teacher kept the spiritual aspect of 
the music, and some uniformity as 
well, but he also incorporated a lot 
of solos, and of the individuality 
of the drummer. We're really fol- 
lowing his lead.” 

In following Tanaka’s lead, the 
trio, christened Fubuki Daiko, 
have happily stretched the bound- 
aries of Japanese drumming. 
Relocating to Winnipeg, the group 
has played folk festivals, chil- 
drens’ festivals, conferences, and 
now the Praitie Music Week, 
where they will play to crowds 
weaned more on electric guitars 
and the 4/4 beat of the drum kit. 
That doesn’t phase Koshiyama, 
who notes that the group has 
played in similar conditions, and 
with similar results. 

“We always go over well, and I 
think it’s because of the drums 

themselves. I mean, they're pretty 
much a common denominator in 
all cultures; ides who has a 
heartbeat will be moved by them. 
When we play, we play with a lot 
of spirit and energy, and that

“For the most part, when we 
play with Japanese artists, they 
enjoy it, but they do find it weird 
One time we played with a tradi- 
tional puppet master from Japan, 
and he told us that we ‘seemed to 
really enjoy what we do’, which I 
guess is kind of a backhanded 
compliment.

A, predicted, the kickoff to the 
new Yardbird Suite season pro- 
vided hot sounds and brought 
together lots of folks in the audi- 
ence who hadn’t connected since 
the Jazz City festival ended over 
two months ago. Mike Rud con- 
tinues to show that he is one of 
the real up-and-comers on our 
national scene. The ex-Edmonton- 
ian not only continues to makes 
leaps in an artistic sense, but he’s 
one of the more gracious onstage 
hosts you'll find in jazz clubs. In 
short he was connecting on all 
fronts as he snapped off sets that 
ran the gamut in terms of tempo, 
all of which gave he and his trio 
ample room to stretch out.

The King of Brownfield, Carson 
Cole, is the self-professed most 
famous unknown guy in Canada 
—and you thought he was just 
the Space Cowboy. A fine rocker 
and master of self-deprecating 
humour, the colourful Cole will 
readily tell stories of being fired 
by every music manager in the 
nation. 

And it’s true. He has been fired 
by everyone from Bruce Allen to 
Larry Wanagus, but never for lack 
of talent. His stint with Wanagus 
was 14 years ago when he blew 
into Edmonton, a young Christian 
rocker with a killer band. Cole’s 
always been a man with a plan, he 
just never let on. 

Underneath his swagger and 
glitter is a pretty down-to-earth 
guy who knows a lot about the 
music industry. In fact, Cole is 
absolutely a grassroots success 
story. 

His Stop It I Like It CD moved 
close to 10,000 units and 
Thermostat is close to 8,000 right 
now. Cole made music biz predic- 
tions six years ago that came true. 
He has theories, and they have 
basis in reality. On making it indie 
status, the cat is like the Prince of 
the Prairies. 

Cole said, “Years ago, they told 
us our independent CDs didn’t 
sound good enough to get on 
radio. And without radio, you 
were supposedly dead in the 
water. With quality going up and 
prices down, sound quality has 
greatly improved, and it turns out 
that we still do not get on radio.

Bertolt Brecht’s wartime drama keeps 
its relevance in skilled hands

1. times of turmoil, art plays a 
mighty important role. 

It’s a good thing to go out and 
remind ourselves that there are 
still good and worthy things in the 
world, regardless how tempting it 
may be to stay home and mourn. 

Secondly, art is and always has 
been vital in helping us sort our 
way through the swirling mass of 
feelings and thoughts unleashed 
by political nightmares like those 
of September 11th. 

For me, both functions were 
ably filled when I took in a stellar 
production of The Caucasian Chalk 
Circle by the avant-garde theatre 
genius Bertolt Brecht, currently on 
the boards at the U of A’s Timms 
Centre. Deftly directed by MFA 
candidate Barbra French and ener- 
getically performed by her 16- 
actor, two-musician cast, the story 
is a powerful archetypal explo- 
ration of the human pain felt by 
various sectors of society in the 
wake of societal upheaval. 

In this 1955 classic, the chaos 
follows a mediaeval palace revolt 
in the shadow of the Caucasus 
mountains in what we now call 
the Republic of Georgia. The story 
is told in two parts. In the first, a 

young peasant woman (Kattina 
Michele) desperately fights to pro-

tect an abandoned baby boy she’s 
taken under her wing. In the sec- 
ond, the playwright documents 
the rather surreal adventures of a 
drunken lout (Montreal-based 
actor Jean-Stephane Roy) elevated 
to judge (the one who gets to 
decide the fate of the baby). 

You get the idea — an immortal 
story of war and rumours of war 
that has an eerily similar face from 
decade to decade, place to place. 
(In the case of this play, the role of 
political spoiler is even played by 
the Shah of Persia — now Iran, a 
nation still embroiled in destabi- 
lizing intrigue). 

French walks a subtle line in 
this production, staying true to 
Brecht's desire to de-centre the 
theatrical process: what he called 
Verfremdungseffekt or “alienation 
effect” — the concerted effort to 
induce a critical frame of mind by 
deconstructing theatrical illusions. 
French's “alienation” boils down

to a pared-down stage that ren-

Treasures of Qing dynasty make rare eee at mus,

T. see what Asian slave labour 
produced before running shoes 
and t-shirts, sneak upstairs in the 
Provincial Museum of Alberta. 
Tucked away in a small corner 
room are some exquisite pieces 
from the dying days of the Qing 
Dynasty (1644-1911), the last 
dynasty to rule over the Middle 
Kingdom before it was overrun by 
successive waves of revolution 
and reaction.

The Chinese Emperor's Collection: 
Qing Dynasty is a selection of 109 
artifacts from Qing (pronounced 
“chin”) emperors, imperial family, 
and imperial court — an eclectic 
collection of objects, including 
court garments, embroidery, jade 
wares, and lacquered utensils. 
“The thread is that they are all 
from the royal court,” says Tim 
Willis, the museum’s assistant 
director in charge of exhibitions 
and communications. “They were 
chosen really just for their beau- 
ty.” 

Chinese decorative arts have an 
8,000-year history; the artisans of 
the Qing dynasty represent the 
zenith of many of these arts. 
Included in the display is a rare, 
unfinished yellow silk robe. 
“We've done a number of exhibi-

Varda documents joy of left-overs

N... the end of Agnes Varda’s 
1962 film Cleo from 5 to 7, the title 
character says, “today everything 
amazes me”. That amazement, 
communicated so well by the 
director's light touch and drifting 
camera work, is at play again in 
the documentary The Gleaners and 
I, Agnes Varda, the 71-year old 
“grandmother of the French New 
Wave,” is amazed by gleaning. 

To glean is to pick the fields 
clean after the harvest. But glean- 
ing is no longer common, so 
Varda extends her reach to all 
those who “live off our leftovers.” 
Today’s gleaners are a disparate 
bunch: artists and activists, spend- 
thrifts and street kids. And of 
course, the hungry poor. Theirs is 
an unpleasant life, eating food 
pulled from garbage cans. A dan- 
gerous life, too; some merchants 
have taken to spraying their 
garbage with bleach to keep it 
from being picked. 

The city of Sannois, in France, 
provides flyers showing where to 
should dump your large unwant- 
ed items. A modern gleaner 
describes this as a map of where 
“one can go and pick things up.” 
Varda suggests it is a map of 
where to dump things. He replies, 
“T read the map my own way.” 

This remapping is central to life 
as a gleaner. It’s what allows them

to see dumped potatoes as a sta- 
ple, rather than as garbage. Varda 
performs a similar remapping in 
her presentation of gleaners: 
rather than eccentrics or outcasts, 
she finds generous folk who have 
a clear understanding of their 
needs. Our culture of waste is 
reframed as a cornucopia of mis- 
shapen potatges and discarded 
televisions. 

Varda, meandering through this 
space, is distracted by the things 
around her. She is amazed by her 
little digital camera, by the wrin- 
kles on her hand, by potatoes 
shaped like hearts. Driving to an 
interview, she shoots trucks on the 
highway. Remembering child- 
hood games, she brings her hand 
into frame, crushing the trucks 
with it, laughing to herself. 

These digressions, only tangen- 
tially related to gleaning, are the 
heart of the film. There is no pre- 
tense of objectivity; this is a sub- 
jective film, a personal film. She 
has made it, not just to reflect
